School Committee 
Approves $200,000 
Budget Cut Monday 


Human Relations 
Committee To Be 
Proposed At TM 

Members of the Equal Opportunity 
Committee told the Selectmen Monday 
night that “community reinforcement” 
will be needed to comply with Chapter 
622 guidelines and to insure that every 
citizen in town is treated equally. The 
committee will sponsor an article on the 
Town Meeting warrant, proposing a 
town-wide human relations committee be 
established. 

The ad hoc committee of the School 
Committee was formed last spring to 
investigate programs which would help 
Winchester schools meet Chapter 622 
requirements. The law prohibits bias of 
any type in the public schools, including 
bias in curriculum and staffing. 

At the meeting Monday night Con¬ 
stance Papas told the Selectmen that 
some of the programs the Equal 
Opportunity Committee was recom¬ 
mending fell under the jurisdiction of the 
town rather than the school system. 

“Our major concern,” she said, “is 
that to truly comply with Chapter 622, we 
can’t stop with the school system. We 
need a broader base than the schools.” 

Papas added that the next “proper 
step” would be to establish a town-wide 
committee. 

John Moore of the Equal Opportunity 
Committee, said that some areas which 
the proposed human relations committee 
could look into are recreational 
programs, human services programs, 
and town activities. 

He noted it would be appropriate for 
the committee to have a budget, to start 
some racial awareness programs. 

The Equal Opportunity Committee 
will now be working on a formal proposal 
of responsibilities for the committee and 
how its members will be appointed for 
the Town Meeting article. 

The Selectmen favored the proposed 
townwide committee, although Chrm. 
Edward O'Connell said he was not in a 
position to be “lavish in generosity with 
town funds.” 

“But,” he added, “we want to make a 
personal, official commitment.” 

Harris Gibson outlined the progress of 
the Equal Opportunity Committee to date 
foi the board. He said a final report from 
the ad hoc committee will be presented to 
the School Committee in the spring. The

Horn Pond 


Reason For 


Winchester is really “caught in the 
middle” between Woburn and the Mystic 
Lakes when heavy rainfall causes 
flooding and everyone, from the 
residents of the Horn Pond area to the 
town manager, is asking what can be 
done about it. 

About two dozen residents of the Horn 
Pond neighborhood near the Woburn line 
spoke to the Selectmen Monday night 
about flooding conditions which 
threatened their homes Thursday. 

The residents claimed Woburn “in¬ 
discriminately” opened the plank dam on 
Pond street, flooding Winchester streets 
and private property. 

James McHugh of Canal street urged 
the Selectmen to “take action” with the 
city of Woburn to control the level of the 
pond during heavy storms. 


People Seek 
Flooding 

“Our area was hard hit,” he said. 
“It's lucky that no one was hurt. There 
are a lot of school children in that area.” 

McHugh noted that the level of Horn 
Pond was artificially raised a few years 
ago, posing a flooding threat to Win¬ 
chester residents below during a heavy 
rain. 

He said it was the first time his home 
was flooded and added the area escaped 
severe flooding during the 1955 
Hurricane Diane. 

McHugh said that the water quickly 
left the area Thursday night. 

“Something happened somewhere,” 
McHugh said “It was like someone 
pulled a plug.”

The School Committee is working to 
reduce its proposed budget for next year 
by approximately $234,000. 

At a public meeting of the School 
Committee and the Finance Committee 
last Thursday, the FinCom recom¬ 
mended a reduction of $204,000 from 
personal services, $30,000 from other 
expenses and $2,000 from equipment 
expenses. 

These recommendations apply to the 
total published budget request for fiscal 
year 1980 of $9,297,195, which is more 
than $550,000 higher than this year’s 
budget. 

The FinCom calculated the recom¬ 
mended cut by allowing cost per pupil to 
increase only by negotiated salary in¬ 
creases in personal services and other 
expenses by a 7.5 percent inflation rate. 

Increases in the school budget and 
personnel costs over the past 10 years are 
attributed to many factors, including 
collective bargaining, town expectations 
of its schools and state-mandated 
programs. 

At a meeting Monday night, Supt. 
William C. MacDonald presented the 
School Committee a list of proposed cuts, 
developed by the superintendent, John 
Fallon, assistant superintendent for 
administration and members of the 
central office staff. 

After lengthy discussion and com¬ 
ments such as, “The cuts were not 
recommended with happiness and were 
not accepted with happiness,” and “If 
funds become available, we would hope 
that the School Committee would con¬ 
sider putting some of these programs 
back,” the committee accepted the 
following proposed cuts: central office: 
$1934, to level the summer school budget; 
$2400, to level the adult education 
budget; $2500, to reduce summer 
workshops by 10 percent from the 
proposed budget; and $2700 to delete 
three summer school courses. 

Proposed cuts for the high school were 
accepted, with questions on other 
reductions there to be discussed later. 
The reductions accepted by the School 
Committee were: $20,604, by reducing 
proposed teaching positions by one and 
one-half at the Bachelor’s-five level; and 
$1880, by eliminating the German, Latin, 
Science and Ski Clubs proposed for next 
year. 

Further cutbacks at the high school 
may be achieved by a change in the 
system used for class sections, according 
to School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas. Instead of providing an 
unlimited number of sections, Papas 
said, there would be only a certain 


number of sections, thereby reducing 
staffing needs. 

At the junior high school level, the 
committee accepted proposed cutbacks 
of $537 at Lynch, by eliminating any 
proposed new extracurricular programs 
such as a French Club; and a cutback of 
$1719 at McCall, by reducing the hiring 
salary of an assistant principal to the 
lowest step. Also at McCall, the com¬ 
mittee approved a proposed cut of 
$14,179, by reducing the number of 
proposed teacher aides from four 
positions to one half of a position. $4900 
was also cut for half a custodian’s 
position at McCall. 

The elimination of one half of a 
custodian’s position at the elementary 
schools was also approved, saving $4900. 

Proposed reductions were also ap¬ 
proved for special education programs. 
The committee approved a 10 percent 
reduction in special needs instructors or 
alternatively in teachers for special 
education, thus cutting $8400 from the 
proposed budget. They also approved to 
cut special education summer workshops 
in half, thus saving $2250. Supt. Mac¬ 
donald said there might be a chance of 
funding the summer workshops with 
grants, but added that there is no 
guarantee of doing so. 

Under the system services category, 
the committee approved a proposed cut 
of $111,431 from the proposed budget for 
sabbaticals. 

Chairman Papas said the cuts in the 
sabbatical budget are only potential, not 
automatic cuts. “We have to provide 
money in the budget for the maximum 
amount allowed for sabbaticals,” she 
said. “We have to wait for the requests to 
come in before we’ll know how much can 
be cut here." 

Also under system services, the 
committee approved a proposed cut of 
$900 from a proposed salary increase for 
a school physician. 

Another cut of $6000, reducing the 
number of instructional substitutes, was 
approved. The reduction of after-school 
intramural programs, saving $4884, was 
also approved. 

The School Committee will discuss the 
recommed cuts of about $30,000 fom 
other expenses, cuts of approximately 
$2,000 from equipment expenses, as well 
as unresolved questions on cuts in per¬ 
sonal services tonight at 7:30. 

The committee is scheduled to tajte 
the final vote on its budget Feb. 5. After 
the final vote, according to Chairman 
Papas, the committee will continue to 
work on cuts until town meeting in May.

Bartlett School 
Damaged Sat. 
By Three Fires 

Three fires of suspicious origin that 
damaged two rooms of the Bartlett 
School on Church street Saturday night 
are under investigation by police and fire 
officials. 

When all apparatus responded at 
11:45 p.m., firefighters found two fires 
burning in the entryway to the principal’s 
office and another in the closet of a 
ninthgrade classroom in the southwest 
corner of the school, Firechief Robert W. 
McElhinney said. 

The building’s fire alarm system was 
activated by two heat detectors, ac¬ 
cording to the chief. 

The alleged arsonist entered the 
building through a side door near the 
gymnasium, according to police reports. 

There was also another fire of in¬ 
cendiary origin on Saturday night at the 
Dairy Barn on Main street. 

Chief McElhinney said the fire was 
started with flammable fluid and mat¬ 
ches in the soft drink machine outside of 
the front door of the Dairy Barn. 

Two cellar fires on Thursday started 
in the electrical controls of gas burners in 
flooded basements, according to fire 
officials. 

Firefighters responding to a 8:42 a.m. 
alarm for a fire at 27 Elm st. found a fire 
burning in the area around the hot water 
heater in the basement of the house. 

The fire broke out when the water 
level in the basement reached up to the 
flame in the heater, fire officials said. 

At 12:35 p.m. on Thursday, all ap¬ 
paratus responded to a fire at 85 
Brookside ave. On arrival, firefighters 
found smoke corning from the gas burner 
in the cellar of the house.

Entering into a long-term, three-year 
lease of a motor vehicle without prior 
knowledge and-or approval of the Nor¬ 
theast School Committee, the lease being 
dated Sept. 20, 1976, with the New 
England Car Leasing as Lessor and the 
School as Lessee ; 

Authorizing payroll action and 
payments to himself and several other 
Northeast employees out of state and 
federal grant moneys without prior 
knowledge and-or approval of the Nor¬ 
theast School Committee, and contrary 
to policies of the federal government, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, Division of 
Occupational Education. This involved 
several grants and the action of the 
superintendent-director was contrary to 
information given by him repeatedly to 
the Northeast School Committee as to his 
actions; 

Keeping important information from 
the Northeast School Committee con¬ 
cerning the recall of state and federal 
grant moneys, beginning with the letter 
from Dr. Manning of March 10, 1978 
through the August. 1978 regular school 
committee meeting, at which the com¬ 
mittee was told by the superintendent- 
director that there was a problem due to 
federal bookkeeping procedures, which 
required ratification of certain 
payments. Said letter, dated March 10, 
1978, was not made available to school 
committee members until late in August. 
1978, after information about it appeared 
in the local newspapers; 

Responding to the Division of 
Occupational Education inquiry con¬ 
cerning the intent of the School Com¬ 
mittee in a vote of Sept. 11, 1975, by 
transmitting tothedivision page 14 of the 
minutes without informing committee 
members of the correspondence.

Building Dept Cracks 
Down On Sign By-Law 


The Building Department, has just 
completed a survey of the town, and is in 
the process of notifying building owners 
who are in violation of the sign bylaw. 

The bylaw was approved at the 1975 
spring Town Meeting and became ef¬ 
fective July 1976. 

The objective of the bylaw, is to 
restrict private signs which tend to 
overload the public’s capacity to receive 
information, which violate privacy, or 
wljich increase the probability of ac¬ 
cident's by distracting attention or ob 
structing vision. 

The storeowner is permitted one sign, 
not to exceed 10 percent of the storefront. 


Stores that have an entrance other than 
the storefront or a wall facing a public 
parking lot or street, are allowed a 
secondary sign, not to exceed five per¬ 
cent of the storefront. 

Some of the types of signs that are not 
permitted include freestanding signs in 
excess of two square feet, billboards, 
moving signs, roof signs and signs at¬ 
tached in any manner to a utility pole, 
tree or light structure. 

Signs legally erected before the 
adoption of the bylaw that do not conform 
to the provisions of the bylaw, must be 
made to comply by July 1981.

food and gatherings ot friends and 
family. 

The formal celebration of Chinese 
New Year began in the Tang Dynasty, 
A.D. 618-907. Twelve animals comprise 
the symbolic cycle of the Chinese lunar 
calendar - the rat, ox, tiger, hare, 
dragon, serpent, horse, ram, monkey, 
rooster, dog and boar. Each is honored 
once in every 12-year cycle. The first 
cycle began in 2637 B.C. 

In 1979, the Chinese are celebrating 
the year 4677, the Year of the Ram. 

People who are born in 1979 are 
considered to be sensitive, refined, 
aesthetic types with considerable talent 
in all the arts. Indeed, according to in¬ 
terpretations of the symbols, success or 
failure for those born this year will 
depend upon whether they can shepherd 
their ability and energy into a single 
field. 

The holiday, also called the Spring 
Festival, comes at a time when spring is 
at least in sight, if not around the corner. 

And according to Chinese folk 
tradition, the New Year means a fresh 
start, says Jeanne Tahnk of Winchester, 
who has been teaching local residents 
Chinese recipes that might be included in 
holiday fare at her cooking school on 
Main street. 

“Before the New Year, the Chinese 
buy new clothes, get new hairdos, put 
flowers in their homes and pay up their 
debts,” explains Mrs. Tahnk, a native of 
Taiwan. 

“We don’t want to start the New Year 
owing someone money.” 

Beginning the New Year with a clean 
house is another tradition for Chinese 
families. But it all has to be done before 
the day itself. 

According to custom, there should be 
no house sweeping on New Year’s Day, to 
avoid sweeping good luck out the door. 

“Good luck” and “good fortune” are 
the holiday messages. Printed on red 
paper (red symbolizes happiness and 
good luck), the messages are posted on 
the door of Chinese homes as a greeting 
to visitors. 

Extending good luck wishes in visits 
to family and friends is a big part of the 
New Year celebration for the Chinese, 
who are family oriented, Mrs. Tahnk 
points out. 

“People drop in on relatives and 
friends they usually don’t see. It’s like 
Christmas time in this country.” 

But unlike the Christmas tradition, 
the Chinese don’t usually exchange gifts 
during the New Year holidays. 

“Guests do bring gifts in the holiday 
spirit when they visit - often a special 
food such as sausage, or maybe whiskey 
or wine,” Mrs. Tahnk explains. “And 
children receive money for good luck 
from their parents on New Year’s Eve,” 
she notes. 

But within the closely-knit Chinese 


family, Mrs. Tahnk says, the gift-giving 
is often connected to respect for the 
changes in the life cycle. 

"If you are visiting an old uncle and 
you are already earning money, it is 
traditional to take him money as a good 
luck gift,” she points out. 

“When you were little, he always gave 
you mon 1 y as a good luck symbol. Now 
it’s your turn to help,” she says, adding, 
“In China, the older you get, the more 
treasured you are.” 

New Year is a time for young and old 
in Chinese families to get together over 
large banquets of holiday foods. The big 
feast is New Year’s Eve. 

“A table holding a bit of everything - 
fish, chicken, beef, sausage, pressed 
duck and more - means that the family 
will eat well during the coming year," 
Mrs. Tahnk explains. 

Fish symbolizes “something extra in 
the new year. Rice cakes made with 
honey symbolize sweetness. 

Do Chinese families living within the 
American culture celebrate differently 
than those living within a predominantly 
Chinese culture? 

“Perhaps some members of the older 
generation emphasize the holiday more 
here because they're homesick,” Mrs. 
Tahnk observes. “It’s good to adapt to 
American life, but we hate to see our 
culture disappear. 

“Maybe living in a foreign country 
also brings the family closer together?” 
she wonders. “But even in China, “ Mrs. 
Tahnk continues, “most families are 
close. 

“You grow up together, why shouldn’t 
you be close?” she says, voicing a bit of 
her own Chinese wisdom.

Hydro-Power: Energy 
Source to Consider

With the recent 14.5 percent increase in the price of imported 
oil, mandated by the "sheiks” of OPEC, there is a new awareness 
in Washington of the need for more research into new energy 
sources. 

But there is already one energy source that is far from new, 
although it could provide New England with some relief from 
continued dependence on fossil fuels. That energy source is "low 
head hydro.” 

"Low head hydro” is the term used to describe the use of 
small-scale dams to generate electricity. With approximately 
10,000 dams in existence (of which only a small percentage are 
operating), New England is particularly well suited to the 
development of hydroelectric power. A recent preliminary ir^ 
ventory by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers has identified 2000 of 
these dams which, if developed to their maximum potential, could 
supply the megawatt equivalent of at least seven million barrels 
of oil annually. This is about eight percent of our region’s current 
needs and about 15 percent of the added power New England will 
require in the next decade. 

"Low Head” or small-scale dams are those generally 
classified as below 100 feet in height or those with generating 
capacity below 15,000 kilowatts. Once used as a means to turn 
water wheels to grind grain, they are gathering interest ab an 
alternative energy source. Of the nearly 10,000 dams inventoried 
by the New England River Basins Commission, 1814 were in 
Massachusetts. Only 32 of those were listed as in operation. 

One of the great obstacles to further development of new 
dams and the continued "retrofitting,” or refurbishing, of existing 
dams has been the licensing process. Aware of the duplication and 
delay inherent in its licensing procedures, the federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission last year adopted a short form licensing 
application. I have signed a letter to the chairman of FERC 
requesting that every step is taken to ensure that the licensing 
process is kept simple and quick. Following in the footsteps of the 
federal regulators, both the Massachusetts Energy Office and the 
Energy Facilities Siting Council have recommended legislation to 
simplify the state licensing process. 

r * ‘The .technology of hydroelectric power hak been wej^provenjk 
* over the years. The environmental effects of low head hydro'^ 
u development are sma^ compared to those for more conventional 
energy sources, such as coal. Additionally, there is a great 
economic benefit to the state through the jobs and revenue that 
new dams would bring to Massachusetts. 

Because new development requires large capital outlays, the 
economics of small dams must be geared to careful financing. 
However, the government has been lackluster in backing its 
verbal support for low head hydro with adequate funding. As a 
member of the House Energy and Power Subcommittee, I worked 
closely with a New York Congressman, Richard Ottinger, to in¬ 
sure that low head hydro was well supported in the President’s 
energy bill. Together, we won support for an amendment to the 
bill that authorizes grants and loans for low head hydro feasibility 
studies and construction. 

To date, only $10 million has been appropriated during fiscal 
year 1979 for feasibility studies. The president’s FY 1980 budget 
asks for another $10 million. But no money has yet been ap¬ 
propriated, or requested in the president’s budget, for con¬ 
struction loans. Although Congress authorized up to $100 million 
for loan monies in FY 1979 and 1980, the House Appropriations 
Committee did not approve a single penny. And now in his 
austerity budget designed to combat inflation, President Carter 
has seen fit to ask for nothing for this important project. 

One of the great causes of Inflation is the high cost of imported 
oil. Residents of Massachusetts know this all too well. Until more 
is done to finance development of alternative energy sources - 
instead of writing legislation designed to benefit the domestic oil 
"sheiks” - then America will not be able to wean herself away 
from fossil fuels toward new energy sources, such as low head 
hydro. And until we find an answer to huge trade deficits resulting 
from the high cost of foreign oil, we can expect little long-term 
respite from inflation. 

Low head hydro is not by itself a panacea for the energy crisis. 
But it is one alternate energy source that deserves the support - 
both verbal and financial - of Congress. *

It is a strange, indeed ironic, paradox 
that the telephone (which was invented 
by a teacher of the deaf right here in 
Charlestown while he was trying to 
devise a means of helping the deaf to 
communicate), should have proven to be 
of inestimable value to people who can 
hear throughout the entire civilized 
world, but of no value whatever to most 
of those people for whose use it was 
originally intended. 

By the very nature of their affliction 
they (the deaf) were precluded from 
making use of it. “Telephone’’ means 
if*iiittn*l»w>und” and they could not hear 


Today, however, they cap “see” the 
sound, thanks to oite of the miracles of 
modern electronics. Portable machines, 
like small protable typewriters, have 
been developed, which can convert the 
ordinary telephone into a tele-typewriter. 
Deaf people, or hearing people wishing to 
converse with deaf people, can, by means 
of these devises, send visual messages 
over the regular Bell Telephone System, 
local or long distance. In this w r ay, it 
helps them join the mainstream of 
modern communication. 

I am trying to raise enough money to 
buy a couple of these machines lor in¬ 
stallation in the Winchester Public 
Library. Therefore, I plead with all those 
who are deaf, or are friends or relatives 
of those who are deaf, or just those who 
are thankful that they are not deaf, to 
join my campaign and'eontribute a dollar 
or two to the “Fund for Deaf Com¬ 
munication,”'care of Joseph Cioni, 
Winchester Savings Bank or if by check 
send it to me, and 1 will turn it over to 
Joe. 

The fund has already started. In three 
days, I have .collected almost $100, and 
The Star came out only three days ago!

A Red-Letter Night 

The capacity of the Town Hall was 
taxed to the very limit last Friday 
evening, Feb. 1, the occasion being the 
concert and dance of the Winchester 
Fireman’s Relief Association, known 
locally as the annual Fireman’s Ball. 
Always one of the red-letter nights of the 
winter season in town, the hall has been a 
sell-out for many years past and there 
was not a vacant seat in the hall last 
Friday when the curtain arose on the 
first of several fine acts of Vaudeville 
which preceded the general dancing. 

Decorations of palms and cut flowers 
lent an attractive note to the stage setting 
while the appearance of the firemen who 
served as ushers and aids in their dress 
uniforms of blue and silver was wholly 
pleasing. 

Miss "Flo” Nickerson acted as 
mistress of ceremonies for the en¬ 
tertainment program and introduced 
first Constance and Cappo who were 
billed as “two men in a fast dancing act.” 
They proved as good as their advance 
notice, even if Cappo was pretty much a 
pocket edition as grown men go. The 
latter danced a solo number which 
brought much applause. 

Franklin and Pierce, a man and 
woman in a western comedy skit, had 
everyone laughing and in a good humor 
for the advent of Mae and June Ritchie, 
two cute kiddies, who won their audience 
from the start with their clever singing, 
unusually good acrobatics and eccentric 
dancing. 

Sang and Chung, introduced as “a 
couple of boys from Russia,” but who 
looked and dressed like Chinamen, sang 
several songs in close harmony and 
wound up with a “Hie’land Fling,” in 
which Chung showed what the well 
dressed Scot is wearing in addition to his 
kilties. 

Miss Nickerson, herself, kept the 
audience happy with rapid fire 
monologue and songfest, and if she was a 
bit hard on Selectman “Harry” Stevens 
and “E. P." Sullivan, her sketch was no 
less popular. 

“Billie” Williams, widely known radio 
entertainer who is no stranger to Win¬ 
chester, gave much pleasure with her 
artistic playing of her big ornate ac- 
cordian, and as an added attraction, 
introduced Miss Grafce Williafhs; Miss 
Williams, a soprano-with a wide range, 
was heartily applauded after singing the 
favorite “Mother Machree.” 

The bill was brought to a close by the 
Pennsylvania Comedy Four, a quartet of 
colored entertainers and vocalists with 
good voices and a different brand of 
humor. A couple of their songs were out 
of the ordinary and their closing dance in 
which they imitated a pullman train was 
one long laugh. We particularly enjoyed 
their “Sons of Old Black Joe” number. 

At the conclusion of the entertainment 
program the hall was cleared under the 
direction of Janitor “Ed” Callahan for 
the general dancing which continued 
until 1 Saturday morning. Joyce’s 
Orchestra of Woburn, under the direction 
of the imimitable “Tommy” Gigliotti, 
furnished the music. Another Winchester 
boy “Bennie” Chitel played the traps 
with the team. 

Throughout the evening firemen held 
open house for their friends and visiting 
firemen at the Central Station where 
refreshments were served and an op¬ 
portunity afforded to inspect the ap¬ 
paratus and equipment of the plant.

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Kl®te§ Fire Chief Says Smoke Detectors Valuabl 


The Board of Selectmen appointed 
five residents to the Swimming Pool 
Committee Monday night. The residents, 
interviewed for the positions Jan. 22, will 
investigate the construction of a 
swimming pool for community and 
school use. 

Appointed were Harrision Chadwick, 
Richard Donovan, Ann Howell, Steve 
Poulos, and Eugene Racek. 

Town Meeting in November approved 
the establishment of the Swimming Pool 
Committee. The five members will 
report on possible design, size, site, and 
costs of the proposed pool. 

The town committee will probably 
work in conjuction with an already 
formed citizen’s committee, the Win- 
ch"?ter Swimming Pool Committee. The 
ci» zen’s committee has raised funds to 
go towards the design fees and con¬ 
struction of a pool. 

MBTA Signs Questioned 

The MBTA*is going to have a difficult 
time getting approval to place new bus 
stop signs in Winchester, following a 
discussion of the Selectmen and an 
MBTA representative Monday night. The 
board didn’t deny installation of the new 
signs, but all members said they would 
have to hear a compelling reason of need 
for the signs before approval was made. 

Joseph Cormier of the MBTA brought 
in samples of the proposed bus stop signs. 
The postings are printed red and black 
with bus route information, no parking 
logos, and bus stop logos. 

Approximately 40 signs would be 
installed in town along the bus routes. 
Cormier said the signs were proposed to 
standardize bus information in Boston 
and surrounding communiies. 

1 Barbara Hankins asked Cormier who 
would be responsible for repairing the 
landscape dug up when installing the 40 
poles. She also asked about the upkeep of 
the signs. 

Cormier said a contractor would be 
responsible for the signs installation and 
upkeep for one year. After that time, the 
upkeep would be the responsiblity of the 
MBTA. 


Arthur Dunbar, who has opposed the 
sign installation since the proposal first 
came up said, that the MBTA’s money 
would be better spent on rolling stock, 
instead of new signs. He asked Cormier 
what the cost of the project is to the 
MBTA, a question the representative 
could not answer. 

“I’d vote against it,” Dunbar said, 
“because I think it’s a waste of the 
taxpayers dollars.” 

Other members of the Board of 
Selectmen were against the signs 
because of aesthetic reasons. But a final 
decision to okay or deny the postings has 
been delayed until after a meeting of the 
traffic safety committee. 

“If there is a reason I should be 
considering these signs more seriously,” 
Mrs. Hankins said, “I want to know what 
itis.” 

Registrar of Voters 

The Selectmen interviewed three 
nominees from the Democratic Town 
Committee for the position of Registrar 
of Voters. The board will announce the 
appointment next Monday night. 

Each nominee is a member of the 
Democratic Town Committee and ex¬ 
pressed interest in assuming the position. 

Mary D. Serieka O’Brien has been a 
member of the Democratic Town 
Committee for 10 years. She is a Win¬ 
chester native and has been involved in 
politics since she was 16 years old. 

Mrs. O’Brien was a Town Meeting 
member for three terms, has been a poll 
worker, and presently is a school 
crossing guard. 

Roberta Strange Jewett is a graduate 
of Winchester High School and has been a 
member of the Democratic Committee 
for four years. She is active in church 
affairs and has been a poll worker for 
five years. 

The third nominee, Ernest Geannaris, 
has been a Winchester resident for 12 
years. He is presently employed at Star 
Market in Woburn. 

The appointment of the new registrar 
will replace the position previously held 
by Henry Murray, who passed away in 
December.

to fire officials, started either in the 
family’s television set or in a TV-game 
unit attached to the set. 

In a fact sheet on smoke detectors for 
town citizens, Chief McElhinney notes 
some fire statistics which challenge 
some commonly-held assumptions, such 
as “there’s usually plenty of time to get 
>ut” of a burning house. 

According to the fire chief, more than 
j,000 persons die and over 300,000 are 
injured each year by fire in residences. 
Most fire deaths and many fire-related 
njuries are caused by smoke, not 
lames, the chief says. Over 70 percent of 
hese deaths and injuries occur between 9 
).m. and 6 a.m. 

Most people underestimate the 
langer of death from night-time fires, 
Jie chief contends. People think the smell 
)( smoke would awaken them during a 
fire, he says. 

“This might be true,” McElhinney 
notes in the fact sheet, “if acrid-smelling 
smoke were the only thing produced by a 
household fire. Unfortunately,” he 
continues, “many home fires smolder 
slowly for hours before they burst into 
open flames.” 

While this incomplete combustion is 
taking place, according to the fire chief, 
large quantities of toxic gasses, including 
carbon monoxide, are produced. 

Carbon monoxide is the same 
odorless, tasteless and colorless gas that 
causes death when people breathe 
automobile fumes in a closed garage. If a 
person is asleep when this gas enters his 
room, the chances are he may never 
wake up, the chief explains. 

People cannot count on having plenty 
of time to get out of the house, 
McElhinney adds. There might be time, 
he says, if someone is awake and has 
time to round up other occupants and if 
none of them has inhaled too much smoke 
or carbon monoxide. We must remem¬ 
ber, the chief stresses, that toxic gasses 
are present long before flames become 
visible. 

The use of smoke detectors can help to 


avoid dangerous situations caused byl 
fire. Chief McElhinney offers thel 
following information to people who arel 
wondering about purchasing a smoke I 
detector for their home: I 

Approved smoke detector units can be I 
purchased for prices ranging from $20 to I 
$50. depending on the model chosen; 9 

About 9,000,000 smoke detectors are| 
sold each year; 

The smoke detector purchased should | 
be listed or approved by a nationally, 
recognized testing laboratory such as I 
Underwriters Laboratories Inc. The | 
approval means that the detector 
certified to meet basic performance | 
standards; 

There are two basic types of smoke 
detectors available: photoelectric and I 
ionization. Both types are approved by 
nationally-recognized testing 
laboratories and either can do a good job 
in the home; 

There is no radiation danger from | 
ionization smoke detectors; 

A smoke detector on each level of the I 
house gives the best protection. Detec- ' 
tors should be installed in the following I 
locales: one in the hallway outside each 
sleeping area and one at the foot of the 
basement stairway and not in the 
stairwell itself. 

In a two-story house, one should be 
installed in the hallway near the stairway 
leading to the second floor;. 

A smoke detector should never be I 
installed in the kitchen or within six feet | 
of the kitchen area ; 

All smoke detectors should be ceiling- 
mounted and not less than two feet out | 
from any wall; 

Very little maintenance is required I 
for smoke detectors. A monthly test and f 
a monl.ily cleaning with a vacuum 
cleaner are necessary. 

Questions pertaining to the purchase 
or the installation of smoke detectors,. | 
Chief McElhinney says, should be 
directed to the fire department at 729- 
1801.

Building Department Urges 


Homeowners Obtain Permits 


The Building Department is alerting 
all homeowners to the necessity of ob¬ 
taining building permits, prior to the 
commencement of any new construction 
or alterations to existing building. 

The Massachusetts State Building 
Code which was established by Chapter 
802 of the Acts of 1972, requires the 
issuance of permits for new construction 
of any kind and most types of building 
alterations, electrical work and the in¬ 
stallation of heating equipment, plum¬ 
bing and gas fixtures. 

The following are examples of some 
types of work that require a permit; 
additions of any kind including sundecks, 
modification of walls or partitions, 
replacement of roofing or siding, in¬ 


stallation of an inground or above ground 
swimming pool, enclosing existing open 
structures, erecting accessory buildings 
of any kind, installation of fireplaces, 
chimneys, wood burning stoves, wiring, 
heating equipment, plumbing and gas 
fixtures. 

The best assurance that the work is 
performed in a safe and proper manner 
is to be sure that the person doing the 
work has a permit. If he has, the work 
will be checked by a competent licensed 
inspector from the buildilng department, 
whose responsibility is to insure a proper 
installation for the health and safety of 
the homeowner. 

Residents who have any doubt that a 
permit is required, should contact the 
Building Department Office.

does not at this time have an accurate 
account of how Woburn handled the dam 
control at Horn Pond. He has circulated a 
memo to all town department heads 
requesting the information. 

In addition, Groux said he will be in 
contact with the mayor of Woburn and 
MDC officials who control the dams at 
Mystic Lake. 

At the Arlington-Medford end of town, 
Groux is trying to determine if the dams 
were dropped. 

“Winchester was in the middle," 
Groux told residents at the Selectmen’s 
meeting. “The MDC was holding the plug 
at one end and Woburn was controlling 
the faucet at the other." 

Groux noted that proper roles of 
communities and the state must be 
established to monitor stream flows and 
dams. 

William Newman of the Woburn 
Water Department pumping station 
which controls Horn Pond dam, told The 
Star that several factors contributed to 
the flooding in Winchester. 

He said the Jan. 21 rain-snow storm 
left the ground choked. Although his 


department recorded only two and one- 
hajf inches of rain Thursday, the ground 
couldn’t retain the additional rainfall and 
overflow occurred. 

The Woburn representative said the 
storm was the largest non-hurricane type 
of storm since 1955. Increased property 
development (more homes, foundations, 
and so on) made the flooding problems 
worse in 1979. 

He also noted the dams had been “set 
for the winter" and no matter what 
happened on the Woburn end, flooding 
would have occurred. 

“Mother Nature was just showing her 
power," he said. 

The residents of Horn Pond feel a 
safety mechanism is needed to avoid 
future flooding problems. Groux said he 
would be checking to see if flood control 
gates were installed at Pond street when 
the level of Horn Pond was raised. 

Groux added he would investigate the 
control of the Mystic dams, to insure that 
water that enters Winchester’s water¬ 
ways, has an exit. 

Mo6t town departments report that as 
of Tuesday, the flooding problems were 
under control. 

DPW Director Walter Tonaszuck said 


that “everything is back to normal.” 
Tonaszuck said the DPW rainfall gauge’ 
measured over four inches of rain from 
the storm. • 

The town yard was again a problem 
area for flooding. Reconstruction for the 
yard is in the planning stages, and 
Tonaszuck said the recent flooding 
problems are being taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

Tonaszuck said the banks of the 
stream by the yard were never graded 
properly. With proper grading, and land 
elevation in the yard, the new DPW 
complex should be set for heavy rains. 

The building which suffered the 
heaviest flooding, the Water Department 
building, is scheduled for demolition 
under the reconstruction. 

“I’m not afraid of construction on this 
site." Tonaszuck said. 

The Fire Department started 
receiving calls from residents Thursday 
at 1:25 a.m. Reports were that water was 
coming through electrical fixtures in 
homes. 

According to Chief Robert 
McElhinney, the department went to 165 
homes for flooded basements and 
pumped out about 50. 


As of Tuesday, two pumpers were still 
out on the road, pumping. 

The Fire Department noted Brookside 
avenue, Manchester road, Jefferson road 
and the Cross street area were hard hit. 

Thursday, two cellar fires, the as a 
result of flooded basements, started in 
the electrical controls of gas burners. 
Minimal damage was reported from the 
fires. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia is 
awaiting official word on just how severe 
the storm was. He believes the rainfall 
might reach the 100-year storm level. 

The 100 year storm is a federal 
standard which has been developed. The 
government measures 10, 50,100, and 500 
year storms at selected stations 
throughout the states. From the 
tabulations, expected flood levels are 
determined. The severity of a storm 
increases from 10 year to 500 year. 

Ciarcia noted Cross street, Lowell 
avenue, and Winter street were also 
areas of heavy Hooding, and added there 
were many isolated instances of cellar 
Hooding in town. 

On Thursday, the water was at its 
highest peak at around 8 p.m., he said.

In the Watertown game, the Sachems 
got on the board first.

Charlestown, then pulled by cable on a 
branch canal to Haymarket Square and 
Boston Harbor. 

The Middlesex Canal played a vital 
role in the development of early Boston 
Harbor.

Many moons ago, we were just decent 
contract bridge players. One day a friend 
suggested, “Wny don’t you try 
duplicate?” Shaking in our boots, we did 
so and much to our surpise, we 
discovered that the image of “the nasty 
bridge player” just wasn’t true at 
Winchester. Without even becoming 
aware of it, our bridge began to improve. 
What is duplicate and how will it help any 
bridge player’s game? 

Duplicate is a form of bridge whereby 
the cards are kept as dealt, in slotted 
boards. The cards are not played into the 
center of the table. Each player places 
his cards, face down, in front of him as 
the trick is played. When finished with 
the hand, it is replaced in the board, 
passed on to another table and played 
again by other players. Both play and 
bidding are more exact. An overtrick can 
cause you to win the hand. 

example: All N-S’s’ are at 4H, but you, 
by luck or hopefully skill, make 5H, will 
win the board. The most important 
learning experinece is to see what other 
players have done with the same cards. A 
score sheet which accompanies the board 
supplies this information. 

Just to point out that we are not all 
experts - here is a typical hand with a 
variety of results.

Dr. Stanley B. Weld of 
West Hartford, Conn., 
obstetrician a nd 
gynecologist, and founder 
and editor for 22 years of 
the Connectiut State 
Medical Journal, died Jan. 
26. He was 88 years old. 

Born in Winchester, in 
1890, the son of George 
Albert and Fannie Ayer 
Weld, he came to Hartford 
in 1916 as an intern in 
Hartford Hospital. His 
paternal grandfather 
served as paymaster under 
Admiral Farragut on the 
Mississippi River in the 
Civil War and his maternal 
grandfather was assessor 
and town clerk in Win¬ 
chester for many years. 

Dr Weld prepared for 
college at Winchester High 
school from which he 
graduated in 1908. At 
Dartmouth College he was 
a member of the croos 
country squad, Kappa 
Sigma fraternity and the 
Jack-O-Lantern board, and 
in his senior year was 
president of the Dartmouth 
Christian Association. 

In 1971 he was named 
Secretary of the Year, 
having served as class 
secretary since 1962. After 
graduation he continued to 
be active in alumni affairs, 
serving a term as president 
of the Dartmouth Club of 
Hartford. 

In 1916 he was 
graudated from Harvard 
Medical School. During 
world War I he served as a 
first lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army Medical Corps, later 
advanced to Major in the 
Medical Reserve Corps. 

For 45 years Dr Weld 
served the citizens of 
Hartford and vicinity in the 
pratice of his specialty. A 
room in the State Medical 
Society's building in New 
Haven was named in his 
honor and that of the 
society’s secretary, Dr. 
Creighton Barker. In ad- 
ditio to his editorial duties 
he found time to be 
president of the local 
medical society, having 
served previously as 
secretary of both the local 
and county medical 
societies. He was a 
member of the Council of 
the State Medical Society 
for many years, a delegate 
to the American Medical 
Association, representa¬ 
tive of the latter on the 
Council of the American 
Association for the 
Advancement of Science, 
chairman of the local 
committee on Applicants 
for the American College of 
Surgeons, and chairman of 
the advsiory Committee of 
the state Journal Adver¬ 
tising Bureau in Chicago. 
During World War II he 
was a member of the local 
committee on Recruitment 
and Assignment. 

In addition Dr. Weld 
was Worshipful Master of 
Hartord Lodge of Masons 
in 1920 and served for three

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Win. Hospital Addresses Consolidation At Annual Meeting 


The impact on the future of Win¬ 
chester. Choate and Symmes hospitals 
by the 1978 vote of “consolidation in 
principle" of the three heany feelings we 
have, forces on the state and national 
level have been quietly marshalling for 
years to bring aboutn and denying 
requests for capital improvements. In 
this climate of denial, restriction and 
regulation. Winchester Hospital is truly 
on the horns of a dilemma. Shall it try to 
maintain modern quality health care 
with what it has, knowing it will very 
likely not get necessary government 
approval for needed facility 
rehabilitation? Shall it instead adjust to 
the climate of multi-institutional em¬ 
phasis and try to achieve modernization 
through participation in a larger com¬ 
munity health' care delivery system 
approach? 

“It would appear that, if we stand 
still, we will surely fall behind and that 
the only reasonable course to take is to 
move ahead toward consolidation with 
the hope and belief that the personal 
clement in health care which Winchester 
hospital has fostered for 67 years will be 
apart of any new dleivery system in 
which it is involved.” 

Weedon also paid tribute to former 
hospital president Ree e E. James as 
“one of the major forces behind this bold 
move toward the future - a man who had 


foresign and vision when osme of us did 
not.” 

In his report, Jack R. Hunter, senior 
vice president, referred to the impact on 
the day-to-day administering of the 
hopital by the decision to consoliate, 
“Decisions of a long-range nature - 
regarding new services, new equipment 
or new programs must be weighed 
against their projected period of use 
while, at the same time, carrying out a 
commitment to keep pace with im¬ 
provements in medical technology and 
modern health care practices. We have 
the dual job of planning for the future and 
maintianing a high quality present day 
health care delivery system.” 

Hunter also noted that during 1978 the 
hospital received a full two-year ac¬ 
creditation by the Joint Commission on 
the Accreditation of Hospitals,and that 
major renovations were made in the 
Russel House located on hosapital 
property to provide outpatiwnt facilities 
lor the treatment of cancer patients. He 
reported that the hospital’s cancer 
program was granted a three- year 
approval following a survey by the 
American College of Surgeons. 

Commenting on the hospital’s 
finances during fiscal 1978, Hunter 
discounts mandated by federal and state 
regulations had increased during the 


past five years from $695,000 to $1,147,000 
lor 1978. 

“In other words, it's costing us over a 
million dollars a year to do business with 
the federal government, the state 
government and Blue Cross. Unfor¬ 
tunately, since our primary source of 
income is patient revenue, this cost must 
inevitably appear in increases in our 
room rates and in other ancillar services 
charges.,” Hunter said. 

Reporting or the hospital’s medical 
and dental staff, William L. Kermond., 
M.D., staff president said, “In the eyes of 
many members of the staff, the original 
concept of consolidation of the three 
hospitals has changed from one of sur 
vival to a broader view. To many it is 
now a program based on better health 
provision for the three communities. The 
contents of dial program are the con¬ 
cerns of the forthcoming year and must 
include not only a consoliated hspital 
concept hut also such things as primary 
care physician coverage, the location of 
that coverage and its quality, tri¬ 
community endorement of child health 
screening programs and an evaluation of 
the social pressures within the com¬ 
munities giving rise to the various stress 
illnesses so commonly seen by the 
physician.” 

In other business conducted at the 


meeting, six new members were elected 
to the board of directors. 

James E. Barger, William S. Cum¬ 
mings. Area M. Sidebotham and John 
A.Sutherland, all of Winchester; 
Lawrence Drew of Reading and Robert 
I*’. McLaughlin of Woburn were elected to 
three-year terms. 

Mathias B. Bedell of Wilmington and 
Henry J. Curtis, Jr. ol Winchester were 
re-elected to three-year terms. 

William B. Bu-d of Winchester was re¬ 
elected investment trustee lor a three- 
year term. 

Newly elected members of the 
nominating committee were Robert W. 
Armstrong, Jr.,Gelena I). Bradlee, 
Stephen R. Park hurst, Loretta S. Pharo 
and Charles L. Raffi, Jr., all of Win¬ 
chester. 

Board members presented with 
plaques in recognition;of their terms of 
service to the hospital as hoard members 
of various committees were Robert W. 
Armstrong, Jr., Gelena I). Bradlee and 
Stephen It. Parkhurst. Also awarded 
plaques in absentia were Harris S. 
Richardson, Jr.. Donald It. Walker and 
John G. Forbes.

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ew York’s Joffrey Ballet is one of the three major ballet • 
companies in the country, and it is coming to Boston 
X 1 this weekend. But don’t expect to see many tutus, or 
classics like Giselle. Call it trendy, or call it pop; whatever, the 
Joffrey thrives on modem ballet, ranging from relatively tame to 
wild. 

The company was started 25 years ago by Robert Joffrey, who 
packed six dancers into a borrowed station wagon and sent them 
off to tour 11 states. The Joffrey has since grown by leaps and 
bounds into a troupe 40 dancers strong. 

Home for the Joffrey is Manhattan’s old City Center. And 
what it does there, as elsewhere, is stage ballets by some of the 
world’s greatest modem choreographers. Many of the dances arc 
by Gerald Arpino, who started out with the original group of six 
and is now the company’s Associate Director. Others, some of 
them classics in the modem repertoire, are by Twyla Tharp, 
Jerome Robbins, Margot Sappington, and even George Balan¬ 
chine and the Royal Ballet’s Sir Frederick Ashton. The dances 
are from the Thirties, the Seventies, the Sixties, the Forties; the 
music they’re set to could be classical, or it could be rock and 
roll. It’s not a mixture that always pleases hard-core balleto¬ 
manes, but it is one that nearly sold out in Boston last year and 
may come close this year, too. 

Characteristically, the Joffrey’s Boston offerings mix very new 
works with older ones. The Green Table, by Kurt Jooss, is a 
renowned and rarely performed anti-war dance that was 
“created between two wars as a memorial to the Unknown.” It 
is slated for Friday night, along with two balletic tributes, by 
Arpino, to the dancer Danilov and to the composer Saint-Saens. 
The ballet that’s shown on the cover is Frederick Ashton’s A 
Wedding Bouquet, which has words (words ?) by Gertrude Stein 
and will be performed Saturday afternoon. The two happy folks 
you see dancing it are Gary Chryst and Lynn Glauber. Trinity, 
Arpino’s rock ballet, and Robbin’s N. Y. Export: Op. Jazz, 
which is abstract, are also on the boards for this weekend, 
among others.

Cross-country skiing 
is a solitudinous 
sport. Your thoughts 
are your own as you 
glide through forests 
soft with snow.

The Sargent Ski-Touring Centre in 
Peterborough, New Hampshire, is 
a non-profit operation run by 
Boston University’s Human 
Environment Institute. Since 1974 
the Centre has been host to 
thousands of outdoor enthusiasts 
who are eager for some good cross¬ 
country skiing — or snowshoeing 
— without making a major invest¬ 
ment of time or money. 

Cross-country skiing has enjoyed 
enormous popularity recently. It is 
a solitudinous sport. Your thoughts 
are your own as you glide through 
forests soft with snow, and you can 
be fairly sure that no one is going 
to come whizzing past you and 
spray snow in your face, or knock 
you onto the side of the trail. 
Another reason for the popularity 
of cross-country skiing is financial: 
it is much cheaper than downhill 
skiing. A tow ticket at a popular 
downhill resort can cost $20 per 
person; the fee for trail use at the 
Sargent Camp is $2. For anyone on 
a budget, that is a real attraction. 
Also, the basic technique of cross¬ 


country skiing is easy to pick up: 
most would-be skiers can walk for¬ 
ward, but the sideways knee-swivel 
of parallel skiing is more difficult to 
master. Cross-country skiing 
actually requires greater exertion 
than downhill, but you don’t fall 
down as much on your first day 
out. 

Snowshoeing is another refine¬ 
ment. You may feel like Yukon 
Jack when you strap on your bear- 
paws, but it is a strange and won¬ 
drous sensation to walk on deep 
snow without sinking in. The wide 
area of the snowshoe distributes 
your weight and keeps you on or 
near the snow surface. The heel- 
up-and-glide motion is similar to 
cross-country skiing. 

The other big attraction of cross¬ 
country skiing or snowshoeing is 
the absence of ski lifts. Nothing 
breaks the quiet reverie of a 


winter’s day in the woods as 
quickly as a chair lift rumbling 
past. (Nothing, that is, except a 
snowmobile, and this too is 
anathema at the Sargent Camp.) 
And where there are no lifts, there 
are no lift lines, a double blessing. 
You get the Great Outdoors with¬ 
out the great delay. 

The Sargent Camp has been a 
BU property since 1930, but was 
vacant from 1968 until 1974, when 
the Ski-Touring Centre was 
activated under the auspices of the 
Human Environment Institute. 

The Ski-Touring Centre is open to 
the public on Friday afternoons 
and on weekends (and on New 
Hampshire school holidays); the 
rest of the week, the premises are 
used by environmental studies 
groups from BU, by private groups 
for workshops and retreats, and for 
outdoor challenge programs! 


On Friday afternoons, when the 
area opens at 1, both students and 
the general public can use the IS 
miles of groomed trails. The Ski- 
Touring Centre offers rentals and 
instruction, and environmental 
tours of the area. Lodging is avail¬ 
able for people who want to make a 
weekend of it, although the Camp 
is near enough to MetroBoston to 
allow commuter skiing. 

If you own your own equip¬ 
ment, you need pay only the $2 
trail use fee (the rate for a season 
pass is $20 a person), get into your 
gear, and glide. If you are a begin¬ 
ner, or an almost-beginner who has 
not yet invested in equipment, you 
can rent cross-country skis, boots, 
and poles at the Sargent Camp for 
$8. This includes the trial use fee. 
If you plan to snowshoe, you can 
rent the snowshoes for $4 ($2 for 
children). Snowshoes do not 



require poles or special boots: you 
can wear any sort of hiking or sport 
boot. 

Group lessons cost $4 per adult 
and $3 per child. Private lessons 
are $9. Semi-private lessons — 
that is, two or three people in a 
class — are $6 per person. Snow 
shoe orientation costs $1.50 per 
person, and lasts about a half-hour, 
long enough to give you the basics. 
Guided environmental tours are $3 
per person, and there are four to 12 
people on any given tour.

Special Town 
Meeting Opens 
Monday, 7:30 

A Special Town Meeting, to vote on 
the funding of a recently negotiated 
three-year police contract, will be held 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
auditorium. 

The police contract funding is the only 
item on the Special Town Meeting 
warrant. It asks for a $169,000 ap¬ 
propriation to fund the first and second 
years of the pact (FY’78 and FY'79). 

Funding of salary increases for the 
third year of the contract will be 
determined by the Consumer Price Index 
from April 1978 to April 979. The in¬ 
crease, however, will not exceed seven 
percent. 

Following two years of negotiations, 
the police and town officials signed the 
formal contract for wages and benefits 
Jan. 15. A Special Town Meeting to ratify 
the contract must be held within 30 days 
after that date. 

The salary benefits negotiated bet¬ 
ween the Winchester Police Association 
and the town include a nine percent 
salary increase during FY’78, a 7.8 
percent increase in FY'79, and the rate to 
be determined in FY’80. 

Also included in the new contract 
were improved vacation benefits, an 
expanded “self-improvement plan" and 
increased rates for detail work. 

The police will also be compensated 
for time and one-half for court business, 
instead of the previously used straight 
time. 

In addition to the wages and benefits, 
the negotiated contract marks the first 
time the police have had a formal con¬ 
tract with the town. The pact outlines 
grievance procedures and management 
rights 

It is expected the contract will be used 
as a basis for future contract 
negotiations for FY’81, which can start 
on or after Nov. 1. 


A second alarm was sounded at 8:05 
p.m. Engine 3 from Woburn and a 
Medford ladder truck responded.

Delorey said off-duty firefighters 
assisted with the fire, as well as the 
auxiliary lighting unit, which provided 
extra lighting for the area. 

Winchester police assisted in con¬ 
trolling traffic on the street, the captain 
said. 

All apparatus had reported back to 
the station by 12:06 a.m. 

Fire officals have not yet received an 
estimate of damages. 

The building’s owner is Patrick P. 
Palladino of Westford. 


Few To Run 
For Town Office 
As Of Tuesday 

With the deadline for taking out 
nomination papers to run for town office 
only a week away, many town-wide of¬ 
fices are uncontested. No new additions 
can be added to the campaign band¬ 
wagon since The Star reported can¬ 
didates who claimed nomination papers 
last week. 

No candidates have applied for the 
three-year Planning Board seat, and only 
one candidate has taken out papers for 
the School Committee. Constance Papas, 
the current board’s chairman, will run 
for re-election. 

A second seat on the School Com¬ 
mittee may open up if the town passes a 
referendum question to increase the 
School Committee size to six members. If 
approved, the candidate receiving the 
‘second highest number of votes in March 
will become the sixth member. To date, 
there is no second candidate. 

With two seats open on the Board of 
Selectmen, that office is 5he only one 
where the incumbent is facing 
challengers. Three residents will run for 
that office, current chairman Edward 
O’Connell, Alvan G. Smith, and Robert C. 
Ericson.

$9,082,573 Budget For Fiscal Year '80 
Voted By Winchester School Board 


The Winchester School Committee 
Monday night unanimously voted to 
accept a school budget of $9,082,573 for 
fiscal year 1980. The final budget for 
FY’79 is $8,732,181. 

An additional sum of approximately 
$55,000 for the FY’80 budget will be 
requested through the town manager’s 
office, to be set aside for unconcluded 
negotiations on contracts for custodians 
and secretaries. 

When the contracts are settled, the 
school department’s FY’80 budget will be 
supplemented by the amount satisfying 
the settlements. 

The FY’80 school budget includes 
$7,511,698 for personal services, 
$1,544,316 for other expenses and $26,559 
for equipment. 

The budget covers the expenses of the 
elementary, junior high and high schools, 
special education, system services and 
the central office. 

Also on Monday night, the School 
Committee accepted next year’s athletic 
budget, school lunch budget and the 
schools-community budget 

The total amount budgeted for 
athletics is $214,453. ($200,250 for this 
year) Carrying an income of $12,000 and 
a cash balance of $6,000, the net ap¬ 
propriation for athletics for next year is 
$196,453 

The amount for the school lunch 
budget for FY’80 is $335,433. ($359,381 for 
this year). Carrying an income of 
$258,201, the net appropriation for school 
lunch expenses for next year is $97,232. 

The schools-community budget for 
next year is $27,595. There is no income 
carried over because any income that 
goes to the schools-community budget 
goes to the town treasurer. 

The School Committee’s original 
published budget request for next year 
was $9,297,195. The committee arrived at 
the present figure after making about 
$237,000 in cuts recommended by the 
town’s Finance Committee. 

The FinCom calculated the recom¬ 
mended cut by allowing cost per pupil to 
increase only by negotiated salary in¬ 
creases in personal services and other 
expenses by a 7.5 percent inflation rate. 

Increases in the school budget and 
personnel costs over the past 10 years are 
attributed to many factors, including 
collective bargaining, town expectations 
of its schools and state-mandated 
programs. 

To achieve the cut totaling ap^ 
proximately $237,000 recommended by 
the Finance Committee, the School 
Committee made cuts in the following 

areas, funded through the committee’s 
original proposed published budget 
request: summer school, adult 

education, summer workshops, teacher 
staff, high school German, Latin, science 
and ski clubs, Lynch Junior High French 
Club, teacher aides and hiring rate for 
assistant principal at McCall Junior 
High, custodian at Muraco School, 


special needs instructors and in other 
areas as well. 

The school budget, athletic budget, 
school lunch budget and schools- 
community budget for FY'80 now go to 
the town manager’s office, where they 
are incorporated into the total town 
budget. 

The town budget will be submitted to 
the Finance Committee by Feb. 15. The 
Finance Committee will evaluate the 


Iwo of the 16 charges being brought 
against Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School superintendent John 
Connolly were presented last Friday 
night at the School Committee’s first 
hearing to consider the superintendent’s 
dismissal. 

The hearings will continue this 
evening. 

The two charges against Superin¬ 
tendent Connolly considered Friday 
were: entering into a long-term lease of a 
motor vehicle and authorizing payments 
from state and federal grunts to himself 
and others. Both actions were allegedly 
taken without the School Committee’s 
prior knowledge or consent. 

The charges were presented by School 
Committee member Thomas O’Donnell, 
of Melrose, chairman of the ad hoc 
subcommittee on special procedures, 
which drew up the statement of charges. 

The School Committee accepted the 
statement of charges, as well as a set of 
hearing procedures drafted by the ad hoc 
committee on Jan. 30. 

Other charges to be heard include: 
withholding information on state and 
federal grants from the School Com¬ 
mittee; misleading state authorities; 
instructing a department administrator 
not to discuss certain matters with the 
School Committee; causing the em¬ 
ployment of a relative of a School 
Committee member without the com¬ 
mittee’s approval; causing cost overruns 
in the school maintenance budget by 
permitting the unnecessary and wasteful 
use of substitute custodians; refusal to 
provide written or oral explanations 
regarding state-imposed emergency 
conditions, despite an explicit request 
from members of the School Committee. 

Also: repeated refusal to refer ad¬ 
ditional applicants for an administrative 
position with the department, despite a 
School Committee determination that the 
original applicant was unsuited; using 
grant funds to make payments without 


town budget and submit its recom¬ 
mendations to town meeting in May. 

The School Committee will continue to 
work on cuts in next year’s budget until 
town meeting. The committee is 
prepared to amend the school lunch and 
athletic budgets if they end up with a 
greater cash balance than anticipated, 
according to Asst. Supt. for 
Administration John Fallon. 


the committee’s prior knowledge to his 
own son; recommending a candidate for 
an academic position who was neither 
certified nor certifiable in that position; 
and inadequately managing admissions 
policies and practices regarding special 
needs students. 

The vocational school in Wakefield 
serves 12 communities, including Win¬ 
chester, which is represented on the 
district School Committee by Gerard P.

Evidence presented 

During Friday night’s hearing, at¬ 
tended by 75 persons, the ad hoc sub¬ 
committee presented detailed evidence 
related to the charges against the 
superintendent. Connolly and his at¬ 
torney, William J. Lee,of Wakefield, 
responded to the School Committee’s 
questions. 

The superintendent is also 
rep4esented by his son, John Connolly 
Jr., who did not comment during the 
hearing. 

The School Committee’s counsel is 
George Waldstein. 

As evidence on the charge of entering 
into a long-term lease of a motor vehicle 
without the committee’s prior knowledge 
or consent, School Committee member 
O’Donnell presented a copy of a contract, 
dated Sept. 20, 1976, to lease a 1977 
Chevrolet Caprice for 36 months from 
New England Car Leasing Inc., Melrose, 
by the vocational school, signed by Supt. 
Connolly. 

“The minutes of the School Com¬ 
mittee’s meetings show no authorization 
or discussion about the superintendent’s 
leasing this vehicle,” O’Donnell said. 

“We’re aware that in certain school 
systems vehicles are provided,” he 
continued, “but we never had the op¬ 
portunity to do that. The vehicle was 
leased without the knowledge of this

Loan Offer For 
Damage From 
Recent Floods 

Winchester residents and businesses 
who suffered property damage following 
the Jan. 25 rainstorm and flooding may 
be eligible for low interest loans from the 
Small Business Administration. 

Applications for the loans, issued at 
seven and three-eights percent interest, 
may be picked up at the Concord Town 
Hall, the closest disaster office to Win¬ 
chester, or at the SBA main office, 150 
Causeway st., Boston. The deadline for 
applications is April 2. 

The loans are available because 
Middlesex County was declared a 
disaster area following the storm. 

According to Richard Tomeo, seven 
special offices opened last week to assist 
flood victims. Since that time, the 
Concord office aided 16 homeowners and 
four businesses for a total of $420,500 in 
claims. 

Tomeo said homeowners, businesses, 
tenants, charities, and non-profit 
organizations may be eligible for 
assistance if they are not already 
covered by flood insurance. The purpose 
of the loan, he said, is to provide funds to 
repair or restore the victim’s home or 
business to its condition before the 
damage. It is not meant to be an 
upgrading loan.

committee,” O’Donnell added, noting 
that the committee had learned about the 
lease after the lease had been signed. 

After the superintendent had been told 
by the committee to withdraw from the 
car lease, O’Donnell said, funds from 
grants had been used, in part at least, to 
lease a car for the superintendent. 

Moreover, O’Donnell explained, the 
committee was not aware that grant 
money had been used until August 17, 
1978, by reading an article in the Malden 
Evening News. 

In response to the charge, Supt. 
Connolly said there was a provision in the 
FY’77 budget for $2400 for car rental 
under “other expenses.” 

“I was directed by the School Com¬ 
mittee to drop the lease and get a second¬ 
hand car, which I am now using,” 
Connolly said. “The lease was never 
consummated. The new automobile was 
never delivered,” he added. 

Connolly also said there was a verbal 
agreement between the car leasing 
company and himself. An escape clause 
in the lease allowed the school to break 
from the contract the first or second 
year, the superintendent said. 

“My authority is vested in the ap¬ 
propriation,” Connolly said, referring to 
the line item for a vehicle in the budget. 
“Many other expenditures such as 
machines and data processing are 
customarily carried out without further 
action by the School Committee,” he 
added. 

O’Donnell questioned Connolly about 
the use of grants for car leasing. 

The superintendent said that during 
the time he was awaiting delivery of the 
new car, the lessor provided another car. 

“We paid on a monthly basis and 
there was money on the overhead of 
grants that I understood could be used,” 
he said. 

In reference to Dept, of Education 
official John Manning’s disapproval of 
using the funds for the car, Connolly said, 
“I think he’s in error.” 

Committee member Philip L. 
McAuliffe, of Wakefield, said, “I am 
disturbed that the superintendent 
overstepped his authority and acted on 
things which were up to the School 
Committee.” 

Payments from grants 

O’Donnel presented the. second 
charge that Connolly authorized payroll 
action and payments to himself and 
several other Northeast employees out of 


state and federal grant monies, without 
prior knowledge and-or approval of the 
Northeast School Committee 

The committee member read from 
School Committee minutes and 
presented federal grant proposals and 
business office records 

“We authorized the superintendent to 
apply for a grant which eventually 
became known as the D75-76 or the Dan 
Donoghue grant,(in reference to the 
project director) “ O’Donnell said 
O’Donnell presented charges that the 
superintendent made payments to staff 
from the D75-7G grant, without the 
knowledge of the School Committee. 

The committee member also showed 
noted a letter, dated Jan. 18, 1979, from 
David F. Cronin, associate com 
missioner, Division of Occupational 
Education, requesting that $13,599 in 
federal funds be returned to the state, if 
the use of the overhead allotments was 
not approved by the School Committee. 

O’Donnell said that the superin 
tendent had claimed that the School 
Committee knew that staff was being 
paid from grant money because of in¬ 
formation in the minutes of an ad hoe 
committee meeting on March 13,1975. 

O’Donnell, chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, continued to say that, 
although the name on page two of the 
report is his, his signature is not there. 
O’Donnell also said that the first page of 
the report is missing and questioned 
whether page three of the minutes 
presented is part of the same report 
“Page three of the minutes has in¬ 
formation 1 didn’t have at that date.” the 
subcommittee chairman said 

“I have my doubts about page three,” 
he continued, but “but 1 won’t begin to 
make guesses or accusations. If anyone 
here in the administration staff were to 
be paid from state and federal dollars,” 
O’Donnell said, “it should have come 
before the committee and it should have 
been approved by the state. 

”1 didn’t know about this reference in 
1975,” he added. “I only learned about it 
in going over my notes in the past few 
months.” 

Committee member McAuliffe asked 
O’Donnell if he had any evidence that 
these three pages had been altered. 


noting that the minutes had been ap¬ 
proved 

“No.” O’Donnell answered. “The 
minutes were accepted. One might take 
the position that one should read them 
very, very carefully, but back in March 
ol 1975. I had no reason to be suspicious. 

“I have tried to show that what ap¬ 
pears on page three of the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee report is not part of my sub¬ 
committee report, and if it is, it is im¬ 
properly dated.” O'Donnell^ilaid. 

Supt. Connolly responded that there 
were two grants involved in the D75-76 
project and that no administrator was 
paid out of the first part. 

Overhead was paid on the second 
grant. Connolly said, but the project 
director knew of the payments, he added. 

No know ledge of payments 

In response to a poll by comm8ttee 
member Joseph G. Gigante, of North 
Heading. 1U committee members said 
they never knew that administrators 
were being paid from federal and state 
grants, until the issue of the payments 
arose in August, 1978. 

McAuliffe said, “My understanding 
was that the money was voted for late 
afternoon programs.” 

Committee member John B. Pacino, 
of Heading, said, “I thought the money 
was being paid to people working with 
the kids. Even at that,” he added, ”1 
voted against that motion.” 

Committee member Anthony C. 
Moschella, of Hevere, who is the school 
treasurer, said he could not “recall at 
this time” if any administrators were 
being paid from the grants before 
August, 1978

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Voke School Hearings: 
Time To Examine Facts 


Hearings continue tonight into charges against Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School Superintendent John 
Connolly. The district School Committee is considering 
allegations that Connolly: 

Leased a motor vehicle without the prior knowledge or consent 
of the School Committee; 

Spent state and federal grant monies without prior approval 
from the School ‘Committee, and furthermore, permitted 
procedures contrary to state and federal regulations on the same 

grants; 

Withheld necessary information from the School Committee on 
state and federal grants; 

Misled state authorities while providing information without 
the prior knowledge or consent of the School Committee; 

Withheld from the School Committee information first 
provided by state officials; 

Instructed a department administrator not to discuss certain 
matters with the school committee; 

Caused the employment of a relative of a School Committee 
member without the approval of the School Committee; 

Caused cost overruns in the school maintenance budget by 
permitting the unnecessary and wasteful use of substitute 
custodians; 

Refused to provide written or oral explanations regarding 
state imposed emergency conditions, despite an explicit request 
from members of the School Committee; 

Refused repeatedly to refer additional applicants for an ad¬ 
ministrative position with the department, despite a School 
Committee determination that the original applicant was un¬ 
suited ; 

Used grant funds to make payments without the School 
Committee’s prior knowledge to his own son; 

Recommended a candidate for an academic position who was 
neither certified nor certifiable in that position; 

Inadequately managed admissions policies and practices 
regarding special needs students; 

Failed to supply all information on federal and state grants and 
on communications with federal and state agencies. 

These charges as outlined are serious. Some Involve possible 
violations of state and federal law. Any one of them, if proved, 
appears significant enough to warrant severe disciplinary action 
or dismissal. 

All evidence, however, has not been presented. We are not 
judging either the substance of the charges or their veracity. 

Supporters of the embattled superintendent have claimed that 
the charges are the result of politics and bureaucratic 
maneuvering, not malice or Incompetence on the superin¬ 
tendent’s part. f 

We believe at this point it is important to remember that, under 
our legal system, a person is innocent until proven guilty. The 
burden of proof is on the accusers. They must establish Connolly’s 
guilt. It is not his need to prove his innocence. 

We believe that the citizens of this community have a 
significant stake in the outcome of these proceedings. Winchester 
contributes some $160,000 per year toward maintaining the 
vocational school in Wakefield and some 80 students from this 
town attend its regular programs. 

Taxpayers are entitled to the most efficient management of 
school resources and students are entitled to the most effective 
education possible. 

The proceedings against Connolly are open to the public. Only 
75 persons attended the first hearing last Friday night. The hall 
should be overflowing. 

We urge interested citizens tq attend the hearings. Their 
witness will provide both the opportunity to make an independent 
judgment of the facts and a check that neither side in this dispute 
carries the day by innuendo or hysteria. 

Open Burning Regulations Issued 


Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney has 
issued the following report on open 
burning. 

Open burning 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering is 
allowing open burning from Jan. 15 to 
March 15, 1979. 

Those people planning to bum in the 
out-doors must comply with the following 
regulations: 

1. Obtain a permit from your local 
Fire Department. 

2. Burning must be carried out bet¬ 
ween 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 

3. Burning must be at least 75 feet 


from all dwelling units. 

4. Someone shall be in attendance with 
a nearby water supply. 

5. The fire must be completely ex¬ 
tinguished before the attendent leaves. 

6. All burning must be conducted 
during periods of good atmospheric 
conditions and without causing a 
nuisance. 

7. Burning must take place on land 
proximate to the source of material being 
burned. 

What may be burned: Brush, cane, 
driftwood and forestry debris. This 
regulation does not apply to commercial 
or to industrial land clearing for non- 
agricultural purposes. 
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Incinerator Site Was The Location 
For 1944 Puffer Manufacturing Fire 


... Editor’s note: Once a month, 
Henry Simonds will submit a 
special feature column of 
Winchester’s history. In 
February, Simonds recounts the 
1944 fire of Puffer Manufac¬ 
turing Company.

In 1893 the McKay Metallic 
Fastener Co., manufacturers of 
shoe machinery, built a hand¬ 
some brick factory on Swanton 
street, which is now the site of 
the town incinerator. Their 
location in Winchester was due 
to the fact that it was the 
residence of Louis Goddu, a very 
talented and ingenious man, 
several of whose inventions were 
essential to the business of the 
company. 

Mr. Goddu, who lived on 


Madison avenue until his death 
in 1919, was the holder of no less 
than 300 patents, which ranged 
from the little wire clips which 
are used everywhere to bind 
papers or pamphlets together, 
to the most complex shoe 
machinery. Mr. Goddu built 
many of his inventions in his 
shop on Madison avenue. 

The McKay Company em¬ 
ployed a large number of hands 
and the establishment of their 
factory here led to building of 
large number of houses in the 
vicinity of Harvard and Irving 
streets. 

In 1907 the McKay Company 
was absorbed by the United Shoe 
Machinery of Beverly who 
moved its machinery to Beverly. 
The plant was sold to Puffer 
Manufacturing Company, all 


local residents who manufac¬ 
tured soda fountains until 1929 
when it went into receivership. 

It continued to manufacture 
soda fountains on a small scale 
in several of its buildings. The 
rest of the buildings remained 
idle until 1937 when the property 
was bought by the International 
Cooperage Company, except two 
buildings still occupied by Puffer 
Mfg. Co. 

These buildings were totally 
destroyed by fire on April 7, 1944 
which I helped fight as I 
belonged to the Auxiliary Fire 
Department. 

The town bought the land in 
1944 for the town dump and in 
1960 the town voted to build an 
incinerator on the site of the 
dump. 


Bonnie Jean Ripley, 9, of Winchester, 
stopped in at our office recently to give 
the following message: 

“The condition of Wedge Pond and the 
brook is terrible. The people aren’t 
helping either....Some people are even 
dumping garbage in the pond and brook. 
The fertilizer from the condominiums 
and such is getting into the pond and is 
incredibly forming a marshy part that is 
soon to be an island. 

“People and an ecologist are trying to 
make further contact with the garbage 
and algae situation. 

“Think about the fish, ducks and 
geese that would suffer over your faults. 
Please do everything you can to help. 

“If you ever get a chance to walk 
along the brook, why don’t you take along 
a paper bag? Every little bit that you 
pick up helps, even if it’s just a paper bag 
full....It’s just as much your respon¬ 
sibility as the park department’s to keep 
the pond and brook clean.”

A survey will be distributed 
before starting the system to collect 
information about people who use pubb 
transit.

exceed 30 years, he said, and SBA 
workers will determine the pay-back 
period on an individual basis. 

Furniture, and other home or business 
fixtures are also eligible for repair or 
restoration loans. However, 
irreplaceable items, such as antiques, 
rare> collections, or "extensive war¬ 
drobes" are not eligible, Tomeo said. 

Persons wishing to make a claim 
must show proof of damage and proof of 
ownership. Homeowners have a $55,000 
limit on loans. Businesses have no dollar 
limit. SBA officials will verify each 
claim. Tomeo said the whole process 
could take three to six weeks. 

Further questions can be answered at 
the SBA office, and Tomeo urged 
residents to visit the office in person to 
apply. 

Other offices are in Salem, Billerica, 
Scituate, Taunton, Revere, and Nor- 
thbridge.

Winchester came out flat and 
never got going. Belmont, which had 
been outshot 20 to 17 over two periods, 
would outshoot the Sachems 18 to 5 in the 
third period. 

With only 30 seconds gone in the 
period, the Sachems were called for 
tripping. It took the Belmont power play 
just 27 seconds to tie up the game. After a 
face-off to the right of the Winchester 
goal, Mike Hume was allowed to walk in 
on Sachem goalie Bob Surabian.

The second period ended with 
Heading holding a 4 to 3 lead.

Sizemore’s quick release caught the far 
corner of the net. 

Ar 4:25 Paul Greenyer got the game- 
winner for Heading. Greenyer was able 


to poke the puck past Surabian from a 
scramble in front. 

Scott Burns and Kevin Lawrence 
added insurance goals for Heading later 
in the period. 

What made the w-eek so frustrating for 
the Sachems was that they could have 
won both games. In the Heading game it 
was a case of the Rockets capitalizing on 
some defensive lapses. Against Belmont 
it was a team let-down in the third period. 

To give credit where it is deserved, 
the Sachems, for the most part, placed 
well against Heading and played iwo 
good periods against Belmont! Unior 
tunately, when you come up empty, it's 
the bad plays and bad stretches you 
remember.

Yoke Budget Debated, Meeting Tonight 


The School Committee of the Nor¬ 
theast Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School is scheduled to vote on its 
proposed budget for next year at 7 
tonight at a meeting at the Wakefield 
school. 

However, since the School Committee 
will also be continuing its hearings 
tonight on 16 charges relating to the 
alleged misconduct of school Supt. John 
Connolly, (story on p.l) it is not certain 
that the committee will vote on the 
budget at this time. 

The budget should have been voted on 
by Feb. 1, according to statute, Peter A. 
Rossetti, chairman of the budget and 
finance subcommittee, said. 

The vocational school serves 12 area 
communities, including Winchester, 
which is represented on the district 
School Committee by Gerard P. 
Donahoe. 

Winchester’s share of the vocational 
school’s total budget is about $160,000 a 
year for nearly 80 seats in the school’s 
regular program. 

This year’s budget was $6,354,450. The 
total proposed budget for next year is 
$6,352,458, approximately $2,000 les^ than 
this year’s budget. 

Cuts to be made 

The original budget proposed by a 
subcommittee to the SCHOOL Com¬ 
mittee was approximately $278,000 above 
the figure now proposed for next year. 
The committee has already cut about 
$90,000 and has yet to specify cuts of 
approximately $189,000 to achieve the 
$6,352,458. 

On Jan. 30, Rossetti called a meeting 
of the School Committee to discuss the 
approximately $189,000 reduction. 

School officials and citizens present at 
the hearing argued the pros and cons of 
specific reductions in the budget, to 
achieve the $189,000 cuts. 

A Woburn hairdresser, citing 
cosmetology programs at various 
vocational schools, questioned the 
necessity of a 12 to one student-teacher 
ratio in the Wakefield vocational school’s 
program of cosmetology. 

“The school could do away with one 
position in thisar^a,” he said. “A ratio of 
20 to one is fine and would present no 
hazardous conditions.’’ 

In response, Irene Duguay, 
cosmetology department head at Nor¬ 
theast Voke, said the Wakefield school 
has followed the rules of the State Board 
of Hairdressers. 

“Not one school you mention is within 
the rules,” she told the Woburn hair¬ 
dresser. “Every school must have at 
least two approved instructors for every 
25 students and one for every 15 students 
thereafter,’’ 

Committee member John B. Pacino, 
listing reductions suggested by members 
of the Reading Finance Committee, said 
cuts could be made in administrative 
personnel, food expenses for School 
Committee hearings, IBM machine 
rental costs, office supplies, advertising 
costs, textbooks, as well as in various 
other areas. 

“Why not charge tuition for post¬ 
graduate programs, why does the food 
service need carpeting and wall 
coverings, why not 17 instead of 10 
custodians?’’ he asked. 

“A total of $123,750 could be cut from 


Cross Street 
Residents To 


Address Safety 

Residents in the Cross street area 
have scheduled a meeting to address 
neighborhood concerns Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. in the library of the Muraco School. 
The meeting affects all parents and 
residents north and northeast of the 
school, and concerns parents of children 
attending the Muraco School, and 
pedestrians and motorists who traverse 
Cross street. 

Several problems will be discussed, 
including the possibility of setting up a 
neighborhood “helping hand" network, a 
system where children will know which 
houses they can run to, should they be 
injured or threatened going to and from 
the school. The network will also aid in 
reporting vandalism, misconduct, and 
other problems in the neighborhood. 

Other problems to be addressed are 
provision of bus transportation to and 
from the Muraco School during the 
winter months, repair to the fence 
surrounding the pathway from the school 
to Cross street, and the fence surroun¬ 
ding Leonard Pond; repair of drainage 
systems in the area (especially under the 
railroad bridge and on the pathway); and 
provision of a safety officer on the path¬ 
way between Leonard Pond, pass the 
attack dog, and out to Cross street during 
the school year. 

Also to be discussed is the updating of 
u telephone call chain for emergency 
notification of parents. 

In connection with emergencies, the 
group will try to set up a network of non¬ 
working volunteer mothers willing to 
care for a few children of working 
mothers on a mutually agreed hourly fee 
basis during early, unexpected school 
closings, dismissals, and so on. 

The latter portion of the meeting will 
concern the tenants of Winchester 
Gardens, relating to structural problems 
such as flooding, insects, low and leaky 
bulkheads, drafty windows and doors, 
heating problems, and other related 
matters. 

Beverly Kwan, an organizer behind 
the meeting, said that committees will be 
formed to address each problem. 

“The above matters involve the safety 
of our families and neighborhood,” she 
said. “1 strongly urge everyone to at¬ 
tend."

the expense account and $65,000 from 
personnel costs,” Pacino proposed. 

Teachers’ position 

William Giglio, vice president of the 
Northeast Teachers Association and an 
electronics teacher at the school, argued 
against the nearly $200,000 cuts, saying 
that “taxpayers are led to believe that we 
are the major source of their tax worries. 

“We are, on the average, only one to 
two percent of each community’s tax 
burden," Giglio said. 

Giglio presented a sheet detailing the 
savings for the 12 communities if ap¬ 
proximately $200,000 were cut from the 
total budget. According to his figures, a 
$200,000 cut would mean a savings of $.05 
per $1000 evaluation for a Winchester 
taxpayer. 

Giglio said such a cut “would hurt our 
school tremendously. I hope taxpayers 
realize we are only costing them pen¬ 
nies," he pointed out. “We are a 
bargain.’’ 

Placement record 

The electronics teacher cited the 
school’s good record in placing students 
in careers upon graduation. 

“We have success story upon success 
story. And where are we now?” Giglio 
asked. "At the first school cut. 

“Why don’t they come to the school 
and see us operate?" he continued. "If 
we don’t place the students, they get on 
our necks. If we exceed our budget, they 
get on our necks.” 


The installation of signs were debated 
by the Board of Selectmen Monday night, 
as they wrapped up some old business of 
a sign request from the MBTA, and heard 
a new proposal from the Rotary Club. 

Keith Puffer of the Rotary Club ex¬ 
plained the new sign (and-or signs) 
which the club would like to place at the 
Winchester Center rotary. 

The club is requesting that two signs 
be placed on the rotary strip, to insure 
that traffic coming in from all directions 
could see the message. 

The top of the sign would carry a 
“Welcome to Winchester” greeting. Also 
on the signs, five service organizations 
would list their names, and times and 
places of their meetings. Represented on 
the sign would be the Rotary Club, the 
Kiwanis, the Jaycees, the Lions Club, 
and the Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The signs are large, 44 by 60, mounted 
on a seven to nine foot steel pole. 

Puffer said the organizations’ 
messages would be printed in four inch 
letters and would be clearly visible by 
passing motorists to avoid being a traffic 
hazard. The sign will cost $287 per club, 
with the $100 installation fee being picked 
up by the Rotary. 

Although the Selectmen questioned 
why two signs were needed in the small 
area of the rotary, they favored one sign 
being used to represent the five 
organizations. 

If the sign is installed, the clubs will 
be removing about 25 signs that are 
currently stationed at several town-line 
sites. 

The board delayed further action until 
after a report from the Traffic Advisory 
Committee. The committee will address 
the location of the signs on the rotary, 
and the number of signs needed. 

The MBTA request, to place 40 bus 
stop-informational signs throughout 
town, was unanimously defeated by the 
board. The Selectmen waited one week to 
give their final decision on the signs, 
pending an opinion from the Traffic 
Committee. The committee agreed with 
the Selectmen’s sentiment expressed at a 
Jan. 29 meeting that the signs were 
unnecessary. 

The hoard will however ask the'MBTA 
for one sign, with informational bus stop 
routes, to be placed on Laraway road 
near the bus stop shelter. All of the board 
members favored the installation of the 
single sign but Dunbar, O'Connell, and 
Wilsack, expressed doubt that the sign 
would be approved. 

They said the request would probably 
be denied because of Winchester’s

The fund is to be used 
in the budget or is to be returned to the 
cities and towns within the district, if the 
School Committee so decides. 

Chelsea representative John F. Dunn 
Jr. said he intends to propose at the next 
regular meeting of the committee that 
the surplus from last year be returned to 
the cities and towns immediately. 

Melrose committee member Thomas 
F. O’Donnell agreed with Dunn. “I want 
it (the surplus funds) back because I

don’t have confidence in the people who 
hold the money here,” he said. 

Superintendent’s recommendations 

Supt. John Connolly said he does not 
recommend any of the cuts to be made by 
the School Committee from the sub¬ 
committee’s original proposal, but said 
he “accepts the will of the committee. 

“When the subcommittee came up 
with its recommendations, it was an 
austere budget, but workable,” Connolly 
said. 

The superintendent recommended 
adding $113,028 for personnel for the 
special needs program, which received 
cuts from the School Committee. 

Connolly said the supervisor of special 
needs, Louis R. Sardella, holds that a 
number of positions are necessary for the 
program to be in compliance with state 
statutes and regulations. 

The superintendent pointed out that, 
according to Sardella, if funds are not 
budgeted for the program, reim¬ 
bursement from state funds might be 
withheld, “further exacerbating," the 
superintendent said, “the school’s 
budgetary problems. 

“In excess of $1 million could be 
withheld,’’ Connolly pointed out, “if the 
special needs programs are cut. That 
would mean the School Committee would 
have to go back to the communities for 
funds,” he added. 


Personnel Board Meets 
The Selectmen met in executive - 
session with two members of the Per¬ 
sonnel Board to discuss a proposed ad¬ 
visory board to collective bargaining 
groups. Since the discussion concerned 
collective bargaining strategy, the closed 
session was called. 

As proposed, the advisory board 
would take the “longer view’’ prior to 
bargaining, of economic trends and the 
town’s bargaining groups as a whole.

OK. So a reviewer is supposed to be 
cool, detached, looking for flaws as well 
as for signs of greatness; refraining from 
applauding, smiling, nodding with 
delight. But I have to tell you, when it 
comes to hometown theatrical produc¬ 
tions (or theatrics if you prefer). I'm a 
real soft touch. I love them all. The 
Winton Club’s annual fundraiser, called 
“Rainbows” this year, was one of those 
community efforts which, like the annual 
holiday sing on the Common, makes a 
small town into a large family. 

And it was family in the audience 
Tuesday last week when I joined scores 
of children on Children’s Night at the 
Town Hall. They wore jeans and drank 
orange soda. The younger girls were 
mostly in long dresses, worn maybe for 
the first time that night. “My mom’s in 
the first act,” “Hilary wants another 
grape drink,” “There’s somebody from 
‘Starship Galactica’ downstairs!” There 
was a lot of gossip and giggling as ushers 
with carnations in their lapels led the 
young people to their seats. Then the 
music started and those many nights of 
pizza and afternoons of babysitters were 
left behind as wives, mothers, husbands 
and fathers danced and sang to keep the 
Winchester Hospital’s linen closet full. 

The theme of the show- was Mother 
Nature’s promise to give the earth 
beautiful weather and lovely rainbows in 
exchange for stardom on the stage. Each 
scene of the production picked up on one 
of the colors of the rainbow and matched 
songs, costumes, and set design to that 
color. The coordination worked. 

Local actress Betty Vallee was 
Mother Nature struggling to be in show 
business. She has appeared often on 
Winchster stagey, most often with the 
Unitarian Flayers. She has* also been in 
previous Winton Club productions and 
last year did professional supper club 
work in Boston. With her white gown 
flowing and her daisy chain circling her 
soft hair, Mother Nature flitted and sang 
through Red, Orange, Yellow, Green, 
Blue, and Violet scenes. 

Red Hot Mama Carol O’Shaughnessy 
brought down the house in last year’s 
show and “Rainbows” was the perfect 
vehicle for her this year as she played the 
part of a seductive bump-and-grinder. 
The kids in the audience loved it. She 
came up to them and sang right to them 
and they responded. The kids also loved 
the Sailing in the Sunset. On stage sailors 
Donna Finn, Joann Stevens, and Liz 
Mooney found themselves caught in a 
web of red sails which hindered their 
every attempt to move around. The kids 
laughed at their antics and seemed 
delighted by the visual confusion. Also in 
the Red scene were the famous Tambo 
Ladies. A small group of women (all but 
one Winton Club members) is somehow 
able to keep tamourines clinking and 
banging in unison off their elbows, knees, 
heads, around their backs, everywhere. 
This is the fifth year the Tambo Ladies 
have appeared at Town Hall. Their 
teacher is Ann Bannister (who also did 
the cover of the program and the art 
work throughout). 

Rudolph has a red nose and so he and 
various Santas made their appearance. 
The head of the reindeer covered the 
very talented Jan Cooper from Andover. 
This is her 25th year as a Winton Club 
performer and in her honor her husband 
donated a door prize of $200 worth of rug 
cleaning. v 

The group of Santas ice skating in¬ 
cluded the daughters of several Winton 
Club members sure to carry on their 
mothers’ enthusiasm. After the skating 
the Red scene closed with red robins tap 
dancing. 

The next color of the rainbow is 
orange and so we moved into one of the 
funniest scenes of the show, Tangerine 
Tango. Tuesday night Carol 
O’Shaughnessy played the femme fatale 
with the long black hair (and moustache 
and Groucho Marx eyebrows) who drags 
off her victim, played by Rick Trabucco. 
The part of mysterious woman was 
played the last three nights by John 
Keller. It must have been hysterical. 
Carol O’Shaughnessy did a fine job, 
however, as she turned her Red Hot 
Mama costume in for a Tangerine Tango 
gown. 

Yellow was a big scene for chorus and 


the show; Ted Hovey, who stopped 
scooping Brigham’s ice cream briefly 
while he played in the sand; Dick Norris, 
a good sport; and Don Green from the 
Viking Fisherman. 

There were two solos in this scene, one 
by Joan Stevens and the other by Marti 
Hovey. Roth were fine. So we moved 
from blue skies and brown eyes turning 
blue to the fabulous Elvis (Rick 
Trabucco). As did their parents, the kids 
in the audience cheered Elvis. 
Surrounded by adoring, fainting, bobby- 
soxed, neckerchiefed fans, Rick 
Trabucco belted out “Blue Suede Shoes” 
as the audience laughed and enjoyed. 

The kids perked up when the Green 
scene opened. Right there on the stage 
before their very eyes was Kermit the 
Frog (also known as Winchester resident 
Phil Wilson). It’s not easy being green, 
but Phil did it fine. His princess was 
Linda Johansson, engaged to Don Green 
of the Viking Fisherman. 

The scene ended the aqt in the 
traditional Winton Club Cabaret style — 
with a drill. Dressed as prisms, the 
precision team went into action as they 
maneuvered through the drill. It’s okay 
to count the beats in this one! 

After intermission (with door prizes 
awarded from the Sports Shop) we 
moved to the cooler end of the spectrum. 
The men opened with a chorus of “Eyes 
of Blue” sung with gusto. Then the local 
merchants took us to the sea side. 
Wearing bathing suits from the twenties 
and sporting about in the sand were Jack 
Chitel, long a supporter of Winton Club 
cabarets; Ann Wild, who put her real 
estate business acumen aside long 
enough to join her Winton Club sisters for 
danacers as the audience was treated to 
a hoe down. Again there were daughters 
of Winton Club members taking part; 
among them were Odette and Suzanne 
Friou, daughter’s of Mrs. Charles Friou. 
Debbie Putnam and Nancy Higgins also 
carried on the family tradition. There 
were some newcomers to Winchester, 
too, as Luanne and Nick Bankson joined 
right in with the community effort. 

Chuck Cooper sang “Tie a Yellow 
Ribbon” for the second time in Winton 
Club shows. He has been a supporter of 
the cabarets for several years and by 
request did this song for the show this 
year. To end the Yellow scene John 
Culver sang about the yellow rose of 
Texas. He is married to Diane Culver, 
this year’s show’ chairman. 

Like the drill, the waltz has also 
become a traditional part of the Winton 
Club show. As June Lang sang “Alice’s 
Gown" the waltzers circled the dance 
floor. It was very nice. Phyllis Williams, 
dusky-voiced, sang “The Birth of the 
Blues.” She has often done solos in 
previous shows and it is always a treat to 
hear her. 

Admiral’s Birds wuddled through but 
only by checking the program could you 
know who was under those fantastic 
penguin suits. They were all W'inton Club 
members and one of them was Millie 
Rivinius, president. 

How to end such a procession of 
dancing, singing, waltzing, tabourining, 
w’addling, square dancing, and sailing? 


With baton twirling, ballet dancing, and 
acrobatics! 

The violet scene included a ballet 
which was soft and peaceful, a needed 
change of pace. Then followed a disco to 
put all other discos to shame. Debbie 
Guzelf of Wilmington astounded 
everyone with her expertise in twirling 
the baton (or two or three). She just took 
off and twirled away among ooh’s and 
aah’s from the kids and the grown-ups. , 
Debbie is a Patriots’ cheerleader who, 
like other cheerleaders, is becoming 
more involved in community endeavors 
during the off season. She’s only 20 and 
should be a fine talent for many years of 
Winton Club shows. 

Every rainbow has an end, they say, I 
and so does every Winton Club show. The I 
entire cast came out. There were scores | 
of them. Not every one was mentioned 
here even though their talents were just 
as important as those whose names were I 
recorded. There were others who did not I 
come out on stage — the husbands who I 
constructed the stage sets, built and hung I 
the rainbow over the stage, built the I 
ramp, managed back stage production | 
work during the performances and who, 
Sunday morning, took everything down, I 
packed away props and extra equipment, I 
and left the Town Hall stage spotless. I 

There were others who put together j 
“Rainbows” but who didn’t come out for * 
bows. The director Was Larry Alford, I 
who has more than 15 major musicals to 
his credit. He has also been involved in 
plays, children’s theatre, and especially 
in industrial multi-media productions. 

Musical direction was under the baton 
of Lawrence Suvak for the first time. 
Larry Suvak is not a stranger to Win¬ 
chester, however. He has directed the 
last four musicals at McCall Junior High . 
and gives lessons in Winchester and | 
Wakefield. He has also directed or¬ 
chestras at the North Shore Theatre, I 
Cape Cod Melody Tent, and the Chateau 
de Ville. 

Adams Lighting Company did a fine 
job again this year for the show. Inter¬ 
state Rental Company again handled the 
sound aspects of the show, which in f 
previous years had been a problem. This 
year the Winton Club used sound drapes 
to help cut the echo effect which used to 
be disturbing to audience^ and actors | 
alike. 

Also to be credited with extra efforts | 
are the committees of Mrs. Robert W. 
Baron and Mrs. Charles Friou, 
costumes; Ann Banister and Mrs. I 
Prescott Keyes, scenery; Mrs. Howard 
S. Abbott and Mrs. Regis Pelloux, 
properties; Mrs. Walter Bowen and Mrs.

The hero of the evening was the North- 
South pair who actually set 3 NT by two 
tricks. Impossible? Not at all. It takes a 
Brave Heart and the knowledge that it 
doesn’t always pAy to take a trick the 
declarer offers you. East leads the J of 
Diamonds and North plays low smoothly. 

This, of course makes declarer 
believe that the King is in the South hand, 
so he leads the 10, playing the Queen, and 
is very much surprised when it is taken 
by the King. East has no entries to those 
good diamonds now, and will have to give 
up some spades and a heart. But what if 
declarer decides to play the diamond 
Ace? The hold-up hasn’t cost you much, 
and the gain balances out the risk.

The Bartlett School, 83 Church st., is 
now accepting enrollments for 1979-80. 
Bartlett School was founded in 1933 by 
the mother of the present director. 
Norine T. Casey, and was located on 
Bartlett avenue in Arlington for many 
years. 

Casey received her AB from 
Wellesley College and the MA in-teaching 
degree from Badcliffe. At the request of 
parents to enlarge Bartlett School, Casey 
moved the school to its new location in 
September 1978. 

Grades seven and eight were added to 
the kindergarten class (4 year olds) sub¬ 
primary class (five year olds) and 
grades one to six. The move to the new* 
location meant that the gym, music and 
art programs could be expanded and an 
after school sports program added as 
well. The emphasis on traditional 
education remained. 

Children in the kindergarten class 
work with letters and numbers as well as 
art media and rhythm and music ac¬ 
tivities. Those in the sub-primary start 
the Bartlett phonics program by means 
of which they learn to read pre-primers. 
They also print simple sentences, master 
simple addition and subtraction 
problems and do art and music activities. 

Kindergarten and sub-primary 
classes are from 9 a m. to 11:45 a.m 
Monday through Friday. The children in 
these classes have time each morning for 
a supervised freeplay on the playground 
or in the classroom as well as the 
structured morning activities. 

Students in grade one, among other 
tasks, continue the Bartlett phonics 
program, learn cursive writing as well as 
printing and read first and second grade 
readers. 

Starting in grade two children learn to 
write simple book reports and these as 
well as research reports are then due 
frequently in all tin* grades at Bartlett. 
Children master all addition and sub¬ 
traction facts in grade two and the 
multiplication tables in grade three 
paving the way for advanced math in the 
upper grades, pre-algebra in grade seven 
and algebra in grade eight. 

Weekly compositions or poems are 


due in every grade, corrected and copied 
into student’s folders. The structure of 
our language is stressed with grammar 
texts used in grade three through eight 
hnd reading of all the fine children’s 
classics required at each level. 

Social studeis texts and workbooks 
are used at every grade level to help to 
develop an understanding of our culture 
in comparison with others. In science, an 
Audubon trained teacher augments the 
classroom discussions and many simple 
experiments in classrooms make this 
subject exciting to the children. 

In grade seven science stress is on 
biology including labwork and in grade 
eight the stress is on Earth Science. 

Field trips taken include visits to all 
the local museums, The Boston Globe, 
Freedom Trail, a one day trip to New 
York and an overnight hiking trip. 
French is taught as a minor subject in 
grades four, five and six, and becomes a 


major subject in grades seven and eight. 

Homework is begun in lower grades 
with the expected amount increased each 
year. Parental cooperation is en¬ 
couraged and one of the eight week 
report cards (March 1) is given out 
during individual conferences. 

Parents have also formed the Bartlett 
School Development Fund. Moneys 
obtained at home parties and at the 
annual dinner dance have been used to 
buy extra audio visual or gym equipment 
and to bring monthly cultural enrich¬ 
ment activities to the school. 

Children in Bartlett School are 
presently enrolled from 11 different 
communities. Transportation is 
available for children in Winchester and 
communities bordering Winchester. 
Class size is kept small and modest 
tuition fees are payable monthly. 
Interested parents are encouraged to call 
the Bartlett School to make a personal 
appointmnent.

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T he Deer Hunter opens 
Friday at the Charles 
in Boston, and is sure to be the 
most talked-about event of the 
week, and of some weeks to comtv 
Directed by Michael Cimino, from 
a screenplay by Cimino, Deric 
Washburn, Louis Garfinklc, and 
Quinn K Redeker, The Deer 
Hunter stars Robert De Niro, John 
Cazale, John Savage, Meryl Streep, 
and Christopher Walken. Tickets 
are by advance sale, and cost $4 to 
85. 

The Deer Hunter is about five 
friends who grew up together in 
Clairton, a Pennsylvania steel 
town, worked together in the mills, 
hunted deer together, and, as the 
movie opens, have come to a part¬ 
ing of the ways: Stephen (John 
Savage) is getting married, and he, 
Michael (Robert De Niro), and 
Nick (Christopher Walken) are 
going to Viet Nam. The wedding 
scene, with its deer-hunting coda, 
takes up the first hour of the film. 
The war fills the middle third. In 
the last hour, the survivors try to 
put themselves back together. 

The first hour lulls you along. 
The wedding is charming in its 
authenticity, and every scene 
brings a smile. The reception is 
held in a Legion hall festooned 
with bunting, and is also a farewell 
party for Michael, Stephen, and 
Nick: their high school pictures 
hang on the wall. It’s fun, and 
bittersweet: you are being set up. 
You know that the three of them 
are going to war, you know that all 
hell is about to break loose. As a 
premonition, Cimino makes a little 
footnote in the action. A Green 
Beret in battle dress walks into the 
bar. "What’s it like over in Nam?" 
He swears and stares into space. 
It’s a chilling moment and it’s over. 


The party goes on. 

After the wedding, there is one 
last deer hunt for the five friends. 
Michael comes into his own. He’s 
the natural leader of the group, the 
one who passes on the right, who 
stalks his buck with singular effi¬ 
ciency, who gives himself a single 
shot. Michael is the leader, and he 
looks after his friends. 

The hour of The Deer Hunter 
that is set in Viet Nam is impossi¬ 
ble. The pace here is quick and 
nightmarish. Michael's theory of 
the single shot becomes the leit* 
motif of the film: you have one 
chance to beat the odds, as often as 
the chance comes. For someone 
with Michael’s clarity of vision, 
beating the odds is bravado, or sur¬ 
vival. For someone else, the theory 
can get all twisted up into an 
exhilaration which is an end in 
itself. 

Michael is a survivor and the 
survivors come home. The forms of 
life in Clairton are the same. The 
bar and the bowling alley, the steel 
mills and the comer store are still 
there. The old gang goes hunting 
again. But it’s all wrong now. Time 
and the war have taken every per¬ 
ception and driven it askew. There 
is an empty chair, a crippled friend, 
the winners and the losers. 

De Niro and Walken are superb 
as spirited young men and burnt- 
out soldiers. In supporting roles, 
John Cazale and Meryl Streep give 
performances that are sharp in 
every detail. The Deer Hunter is 
not a film to enjoy. No one could 
walk out of the theatre and say, "I 
loved every minute.” But many 
people will say, "What a movie." 
It’s a tour de force that won’t easily 
be forgotten.

version of Lou Reed’s Sweet Jane, 
with a flute yet. Now they’re on 
Spoonfed Records, a California 
based label, and have released a 
new single on blue vinyl, It 's 
Over Notv. Although 1 enjoyed the 
guitar work, I can’t say that I’d 
recommend it. In fact, I liked the 
flip side better. Compulsive 
complctists might like to know that 
it was ably produced by 'fhe Cars’ 
rhythm machine, Ric Ocasek. The 
historically minded might like to 
know about Spoonfed’s other 
relatively new release, the long- 
unavailable album by the band that 
arguably started all this in 1965, 
Barry and the Remains. An 
excellent single, Why Do I Cryt, is 
out on blue vinyl as well. 

Pop Stars 

Local heart-throbs Andy and 
Jonathan Paley have an album on 
Sire Records called The Paley 
Brothers. A lot of people like their 
Beach Boys/bubblegum sound, 
though it leaves me cold. They 
went from The Paradise to opening 
for Shaun Cassidy, so that may be 
a tip-off. Your little sister might 
like their album or their two 
singles, Hide and Seek and Tell Me 
Tonight. 

Revere’s own Euphoria Records 
is an incubator for Boston’s answer 
to the Mersey Beat, the Charles 
Beat. Mr Curt has a delightfully 
twisted single, When l Turn Out 
The Light/I'm Going Blind, which 
is fun for grown-up pop fans. 
Former metroguide subject Ray 
Paul and his band RPM still have 
Lady Be Mine Tonight, but are 
resisting temptation to release any¬ 
thing else pending a possible record 
deal. Get this while you can. 

The old Orchestra Luna, which 
used to confound people by doing a 
hammy version of You Gotta 
Have Heart from the musical 
Damn Yankees is back as a power 
pop outfit, Luna. Judging from 
their Hooray for Hollywood 
(Titanium), things haven’t changed 
much. 

The Tweeds, on Autobaun 
Records, are working towards an 
airy sound with a good beat behind 
the harmonies. It worked wonders 


There’s a cornucopia 
of records by local 
talent available to 
warm anyone’s tum- 
table this winter.

I don’t know about you, but the 
way my car fishtails in the snow, 
I’m not too anxious to dash out 
club-hopping during the winter 
months. In the past, that meant 
that I would have to neglect many 
of my favorite live bands for what¬ 
ever Columbia or Warner-Electra- 
Atlantic thought I’d like to hear. I 
prayed for an early spring. 

Not this winter. There’s a 
cornucopia of records by local 
talent available to warm anyone’s 
turntable, many on small self- 
produced labels (and housed in self- 
decorated sleeves). While none of 
these have the production values 
of, say, the Bee Gees, some are 
surprisingly worthy entries. Some 
of the others ... well, vinyl is 
recyclable, after all. 

You may have to search a little 
for most of these. The Coop, Dis¬ 
count Records (particularly the one 
on Washington Street in Boston), 
and New England Music City are 
well-stocked and reliable. Straw¬ 
berries and Popcorn should have a 
few as well. Wherever you go, it 
doesn’t hurt to ask. 

Most of these records are 45 s 
with two or three songs. Expect to 
spend about SI to $1.50 on each. 
That’s more expensive than your 
regular commercial single, but 
think of these as limited edition 
collector’s items—which they are. 
They’re also a lot of fun. 

All Together Now 
Live At The Rat (Rat Records) is a 
double album recorded “as it 
happened” in Boston's most 
famous underground club. It 
features freewheeling selections 
from Willie Alexander and the 


Boom-Boom Band, DMZ, Sass, 
Thundertrain, The Infliktors, The 
Real Kids, Susan, The Boize, and 
Marc Thor. Some of the bands 
(Willie, Real Kids) went on to 
record contracts, some dis¬ 
appeared, and DMZ did both. This 
record will appeal to you basic 
hard-rockers, since there’s not 
much evidence of the pop influence 
that’s creeping into the local sound 
these days here. The record is over 
two years old; nevertheless, it isn’t 
a bad place to begin. 

Rockers 

Good old guitar electroshock has 
never gone out of style and 
probably never will. Although far 
from the heavy metal capital of the 
world, the greater Boston area has 
produced some notable hard- 
driving bands. The Johnny Barnes 
Group is no more (a situation that 
will recur throughout this article), 
but their searing single Steelrail 
Blues (Nightcrawler) lives on. Play 
it back-to-back with the Nervous 
Eaters’ Loretta (Rat Records) for a 
one-two punch that will liven up 
any party. I’ve already written 
about La Peste’s Better Off Dead 
(Black Records), so I’ll just 
reiterate that it is one hot, even 
scary, record. The Stompers have 
taken their Springsteen-influenced 
sound into the studio and come up 
with I'm In Trouble (Double 
Eagle), which features a nifty 
yakking sax. 

Those four are pretty sure-fire, 
but there are several other discs 
that have their merits. The Real 
Kids' album on Red Star records 
doesn’t have the drive or the charm 
of the Kids in person, but has its 
moments. You’d be best off 
borrowing someone else’s copy 
first. Third Rail is an interesting 
band that seems to change 
personnel too often to fully jell. 
Their first single, on Rat Records, 
paired their Rodney Rush (a horror- 
movie type song culled from the 
Rat’s live album) with a gentle

for Bread and the Vogues, and 
when they perfect it, it’ll work 
fantastically for them, too. Until 
then, Underwater Girl is the best 
of their three attractive, if not fully 
realized, singles. 

Big Time 

Boston, J Geils (coming back home 
for a concert this week), Aerosmith 
and the Cars, of course. The Cars’ 
debut album exceeded everyone’s 
wildest expectations, both 
commercially and aesthetically — 
now, even Rolling Stone's calling 
them the best band of 1978. I’ve 
worn out a couple of copies of that 
first release, and am eagerly 
awaiting their second (recording 
begins in February, in Los 
Angeles). The Blend, a likeable 
band, have their first release, 
prosaically titled The Blend, out on 
MCA. All of these bands are 
inspirations to the local scene, 
examples that, with luck and talent, 
lightning can strike. 

Eccentrics 

I’ve saved the best for last. These 
bands are not made up of crazies, 
but because of their images, or 
their attitudes, or their subject 
matter, they might be a little hard 
to explain. This is a large part of 
their charm. And remember, a lot 
of people think Frank Zappa is just 
an eccentric, too. 

No review of local music or 
local eccentrics — would be 
complete without Willie "Loco” 


Alexander. A longtime punk 
patriarch, Willie has a let it-all out 
gum-chewing ga ga style that must 
be seen to be appreciated. His 
original singles on Garage Records 
— (now on Bomp Records) 
Kerouac/Mass Ave and You 
Looked So Pretty When/Hit Her 
Wid De Axe — are frenetic rock 
classics. When he (and the Boom 
Boom Band) signed with MCA, 
his records lost a lot of that 
hellzapoppin’ style that made them 
so impressive, although they’ll be 
worth investigating when they 
show up in the cut-out bins. 
Screaming nonsense syllables, 
maniacally chewing gum, and 
pounding his world-weary electric 
piano, he's a local legend — and 
deservedly so. His latest solo 
single, Dirty Eddie (on Somar 
Records) shows him back in his 
anarchic form. 

Perhaps the closest runner up to 
Willie as Boston’s most prominent 
eccentric is Count Viglione, who 
performs his own compositions 
wearing a Dracula cape. His own 
Varulven label has released two 
EPs by him and his band, Auguste 
Phenomenon. The best one 
features a tribute to the guitar 
masters of rock ( Guitarmaster ), 
with exciting lead work by local 
journeyman Fred Pineau. Varulven 
has also released an EP by 
Unnatural Axe, Jeaturing the sickie 
classic, They Saved Hitler's Brain. 
This relentless ditty has some 
clever lines and convincing 
screams, 'rhe other songs are 
pretty good, too. You won’t hear 
any of them on the radio. 

Although I’ve arbitrarily labeled 
this last grouping as "eccentrics,” 
all the bands I’ve talked about 
could be called that, 'rhey’re doing 
something that no one was doing 
just a few years ago: making their 
own music and putting it out on 
their'own records. The fact that 
some records are less successful 
than others shouldn't deter them 
and many others from putting 
out still more records. Just the 
thought makes me pray for snow.

Broadway Down East 

By Elliot Norton, published by the 
Boston Public Library, 156 pages.

Broadway Down East: An 
Informal Account of the Plays, 
Players and Playhouses of Boston 
from Puritan Times to the Present 
is the long-winded title of critic 
Elliot Norton’s newly-published 
book. It is not, as the title might 
suggest, an enormous, weighty 
volume that one might be inclined 
to scan, ferreting out tidbits of 
genuine interest every five pages or 
so. It is an informative, over-sized 
paperback, filled with trivia and 
analyses and beautiful photo¬ 
graphs. And though the price is 
too high for a soft-cover book, 
Broadway Down East means 
pleasant exploring for those who 


love theatre, those who like theatre, 
and those who “just adore the 
theatah” but never go to shows. 

The book is based on a series of 
lectures that Norton gave in the 
spring of 1977 at the Boston Public 
Library, which accounts for its 
light, conversational tone. One 
roves happily through tales of the 
actors and plays that have visited 
Boston, details about past local 
productions and stars. 

One also journeys, not so 
blithely, through the sadder side 
of Boston’s theatrical past — 
magnificent playhouses that were 
razed to make room for highways, 
or were converted into movie 
houses, and the rampant censor¬ 
ship that made “banned in Boston” 
a stock phrase. Norton devotes an 
entire chapter to each, and thank 
G-d for that. From John Hancock 
and Sam Adams all the way up to 
20th century audiences and so- 
called city censors, Boston theatre 
has been under attack, and that 
hasn’t done much for box office 
returns. There’s also the problem 
of Boston's evolution into a “try¬ 
out” town. Since the nation’s 
theatrical gaze focused on New 
York in this century, Boston has 
been a second-stringer, a place 
where shows are fiddled with and 
perfected before they head to 
Broadway. Especially now, with 
costs rising all the time, producers 
are often reluctant to bring pre- 


Broadway shows to Boston at all. 
Despite Kevin White’s proclama¬ 
tions, and those bright, ragged 
banners floating over the “Theatre 
District," Boston theatre is in 
rough shape now. Norton puts a 


much-needed historical per¬ 
spective on the whole mess here. 

llje text of Broadway Down 
East is complemented by repro¬ 
ductions of old playbills and 
portraits of the stars who’ve visited 


or resided in Boston, in addition to 
pictures of theatres. It is an alto¬ 
gether striking layout. Whoever did" 
it should have been credited, and 
wasn’t. 

Many other things should have 
happened here, and didn’t, too. 
Some of the lectures, it says, have 
been “amplified for publication,” 
and one wishes that some radical 
surgery had been performed as 
well. Poor Dame Judith Anderson, 
who played Hamlet in Boston for 
one night back in 1971, comes 
under Norton’s bludgeon no less 
than three times for that sole per¬ 
formance. Maybe she was terrible; 
but we needn’t hear about it over 
and over. And is the Next Move 
Theatre’s only claim to fame the 
thrice-repeated fact that the com¬ 
pany made a theatre out of what 
used to be a horse stable? This 
isn’t merely an “informal account"; 
on occasion, it’s a repetitious one 
that is on its knees begging for an 
editor. 

Be this as it may, Broadway 
Down East is a book that’s 
certainly fine for a winter’s night 
read. If you’re on a tight budget, 
take it out of the library; then 
spend some money on a ticket to a 
show'. If you’re, not, buy the book 
and a theatre ticket. In the spirit of 
the book, it’s the best thing you 
could do.

Y&M Files For Damages 
In Town Sewer Dispute 


Y&M Trust, owner of the Woburn 
Plaza, has recently filed a counterclaim 
for damages in the suit brought by the 
Winchester board of health to secure a 
court order to disconnect the Woburn 
Plaza and the New England 
Rehabilitation Center from the Win¬ 
chester sewer system. 

In its counterclaim against the 
Winchester board of health, Y&M Trust 
is seeking damages related to ongoing 
costs for legal fees, as well as for 
engineering and construction costs in¬ 
volved in changing sewer systems, ac¬ 
cording to Edward E. Hicks, attorney for 
Y&M Trust. 

In the Winchester board of health’s 
suit against the two companies, the board 
claimed that use of the Winchester sewer 
line by the Woburn users has resulted in 
occasional raw sewage overflow, 
especially during heavy rainfall. 

On Jan. 22, n Middlesex Superior 
Court judge ordered Y&M Trust and the 
Rehabilitation Center to disconnect from 
the Winchester sewer system. At the 
same time, the court ordered the city of 
Woburn to permit the companies to 
connect to the Woburn sewer line. 

The problem of sewage flow from the 
two Woburn users into the Winchester 
sewer system is scheduled to be 
corrected by a temporary sewer line ( 
under construction (see related story) 
and by a permanent sewer line to be 
completed by July 22. 

According to Town Counsel Douglas 
A. Randall, the Y&M Trust counterclaim 
is based on five counts, including the 
assertion that there was insufficient 
evidence for the board of health to 
support the conclusion that Y&M Trust is 
the cause of the nuisance, and the 
assertion that the board of health had 
reasons other than health protection 
reasons, in making the order to 
disconnect from the Winchester sewer 
system. 

Other assertions of the counterclaim 
include the statement that the order to 
disconnect is arbitrary and 
discriminatory, because the order is 
being directed to Woburn users only, and 
that the board of health erred by 
directing the mode by which Y&M is 
required to abate the nuisance. 

According to Randall, defenses being 
set forth in reply to the counterclaim 
include the defense that whatever rights 
Y&M Trust has in regards to using the 
Winchester sewgpiwtaUMW destroyed 
by overuse of the Winchester sewer line. 

In another defense, the reply states 
that there has never been an agreement 
between . Winchester and Woburn that 
would authorize the use of the in¬ 
terconnection. 

• • Also included in the reply is the 
defense that the use of the Winchester 
sewer by Y&M Trust has, in fact, caused 
health problems. 

The use of the Winchester sewer 
system by the Woburn properties dates 
back to 1959, when the Winchester water 
and sewer board agreed to let the Star 


Market (now owned by Y&M Trust) tie 
into the system. 

In return, the Star Market owners 
paid for construction of a sewer line from 
the Woburn Plaza down Cambridge 
street to Wildwood street. (At that time, 
no nearby Woburn sewer line existed.) 

The owners of Star Market i now Y&M 
Trust) sold some of their land to LeRoux 
and Curran, who built the Rehabilitation 
Hospital in the late 19G0’s. Through an 
agreement between Y&M and LeRoux 
and Curran, the hospital was allowed to 
tie into the sewer. 

The Rehabilitation Center sewage 
accounts for 85 percent of the sewage 
flowing from the Woburn area into the 
Winchester sewer system, according to 
public officials. 


Sewage Line 
To Halt Flow 
From Woburn 


A court-ordered temporary sewer 
connection, diverting sewage of the New 
England Rehabilitation Center, Woburn, 
from the Winchester sewer system to the 
Woburn sewer system, is near com¬ 
pletion. 

The work on the temporary con¬ 
nection is being done by the Woburn 
department of public works, in con¬ 
junction with the Rehabilitation Center, 
according to Woburn City Engineer 
Thomas J. Mernin. 

Workmen from the Woburn DPW 
have installed a holding tank and have 
run a line from the tank to the Woburn 
sewer system in Country Club road, 
Mernin said. 

“This system will go into effect only 
during heavy rainfall of two inches or 
more,’’ the city engineer said. “Normal 
flows will still flow down to Winchester as 
usual,” he said, noting that this 
arrangement applies to the temporary 
sewer connection. 

A permanent sewer connection, also

Police Wages 
Approved At 
Special TM 

In a brief one-hour session Monday, 
Town Meeting members appropriated 
$169,000 by voice vote to fund the recently 
negotiated police contract. The funding 
includes $54,000 to be added to an ap¬ 
propriation made for the police at the 
spring 1977 Town Meeting and a $115,000 
addition to the spring 1978 Town Meeting 
police appropriation. 

The Board of Selectmen, the Per¬ 
sonnel Board, and the Finance Com¬ 
mittee all favored the appropriation for 
the single article on the special Town 
Meeting warrant. No Town Meeting 
members spoke in opposition to the ar¬ 
ticle, although several “nays” were 
heard from the floor when the voice vote 
was called. 

Finance Committee support, which 
was in question following the com¬ 
mittee’s meeting Feb. 5, was explained 
by Chrm. David Donahue. When the 
Finance Committee first met, Donahue 
said, they found the police package 
unacceptable because of cost. The 
chairman noted the “difference of 
opinion" at that Monday night meeting 
was changed when Fincom met Thur¬ 
sday with members of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Personnel Board, and the 
Town Manager. 

‘‘We were taught the facts of life,” 
Donahue said. ‘‘We have no place to go 
except to accept it.” 

If Town Meeting had denied the 
funding, the police contract proposal 
would have gone to binding arbitration. 
Once in binding arbitration, Donahue 
said, the arbitrator could have opted to 
accept the Winchester Police 
Association’s last offer or the fact fin¬ 
der’s report. The binding arbitration 
session, he noted, could have resulted in 
a higher price tag for the town.

If the question passes, the top 
vote getter will take one School Com¬ 
mittee seat, and the runner-up will take 
the second seat. 

The Planning Board which had one 
vacancy for a three-year term last week, 
now has two candidates.

and Thomas E. Lindsley of 6 Glen rd. are 
the Planning Board candidates. 

At the Special Town Meeting Monday 
night Town Moderator John Sullivan 
asked present Town Meeting members to 
remind any residents interested in 
running of the Town Meeting member 
vacancies still in the precincts. Sullivan 
said there were 10 vacancies in several of 
the precincts. By Tuesday morning, that 
number was reduced to five. 

Town Meeting member positions still 
vacant are precinct one, three three-year 
terms; precinct three, one three-year 
term; and precinct eight, one three-year 
term. 

Although the other precincts have 
eight or more candidates running (eight 
three-year terms are open in each 
precinct) residents may still take out 
nomination papers for any of the 
precincts by 5 p.m.

The buses will start rolling in early 
spring. After less than a year of planning, 
Winchester Community Transit’s three 
mini-buses and one demand-responsive 
vehicle for the handicapped, will connect 
I Winchester neighborhoods With the Town 
Center, public schools, recreation areas, 
and -churches. 

Several things will'have to happen 
before an official date for operations is 
known. David Smith, chairman of the 
Mini-bus Cdmmittee, said the town has 
yet to go out to bid for a private carrier to 
run the buses. Once the private firm is 
hired, the vehicles readied, and the 
drivers familiarized with the routes, the 
system will begin. All this is expected to 
be completed in the near future, with the 
system operational Jt>y early spring, 
according to Smith. 

The Mini-bus Committee, since 
receiving a $64,300 appropriation from 
Town Meeting in November for the 
project, has been finalizing plans for the 
system. High school students originated 
the system's name, “Community 
Transit” and have developed 
promotional brochures and maps with 
the committee. The students have also 
designed a stylized CT logo, which will be 
painted on the three mini-buses. 

The committee has plotted the bus 
routes, a series of three main loops, each 
originating from Winchester Center. 
Smith said bus route maps w ill be mailed 
to each home in town about 10 days 
before the buses are operational. An 
additional informational brochure will be 
sent to homes about two weeks prior to 
the maps’ mailing. 

Riders may hail the buses anywhere 
along the three bus route loops. The East 
and Central loops both have two separate 
sectons. Central and East buses will 
return to town center every 15 minutes. 
West Loop buses will return to town 
center every 30 minutes. Each of the 
three loops can be completely serviced in 
30 minutes. 

Potential stops on the East Loop in¬ 
clude the Highlands, Long Pond. 
Washington School, the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation. Winchester Hospital, 
Leonard Field, Muraco School, Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority, St. Mary’s 
School, Winchester High School, Town 
Hall, the Jenks Senior Center, Mill Pond, 
Lincoln School, McCall Junior High 
School, Mystic School, Symmes Corner, 
and the Winchester Train Station. 

The West Loop will service all 
municipal facilities, the four churches on 
Church street, Ambrose School. Win¬ 
chester Country Club, St. Eulalia’s 
Church and Parish Hall, Lockelund 
Park, Smith Pond, Vincent Owen School, 
Johnson road Swim and Tennis Club, 
West Side Field, and the Bartlett School. 

The Central Loop will service the 
Bartlett School, Winchester Boat Club, 
MBTA bus stops on Cambridge street, 
Ambrose School, Lynch Junior High 
School, Winter Pond. Palmer playground 
and tennis courts, Wedge Pond, the Mary 
Murphy Apartments, Wildwood 
Cemetery, Town Yard, Brook Pond 
Park, Noonan School. Cross street 
railroad station, the indoor tennis courts 
and indoor ice rink, McDonald Field, the 
Parkview Apartments, two nursing 
homes, Winchester High School, the 
Winchester Housing Authority, St. 
Mary’s School and town center. 

A description of neighbor hoods and 
streets the three loops will service ac¬ 
company this article. Smith said the 


loops' routes will be evaluated for ef¬ 
fectiveness after the system starts. 

Commuters catching the MBTA buses 
in to Boston, may be able to trunsfer 
from the minibus at Main street and 
Symmes Corner, (it* Wildwood- and 
Cambridge street, and at Church and 
Cambridge streets. The mini-bus system 
will also service the MBTA commuter 
rail system at Laraway road. Com¬ 
muters who transfer will pay the ad¬ 
ditional MBTA fare. 

Many of the plans ‘for the mini-bus 
system that were heard at November 
Town Meeting remain the same. The 
buses will run Monday through Friday 
from 7:31) a. m. to 6:30 p.m. Smith said the 
schedule may be extended to include 
weekends if there is a demand for the 
additional time by residents. He notes the 
buses’ departure time from Town Center 
will not be delayed more than five 
minutes. 

East and Central buses will depart 
(rom Town Center every 15 minutes, 
starting at 7:30. West buses will depart 
on the half-hour and hour. 

Each has will have a 16 to 18 person 
capacity. The base price for a ride is 25 
cents per person and 10 cents for children 
under Jive and senior citizens over 62. 
Transfers will be available between 
loops. 


The demand-response vehicle for the 
handicapped will be shared with the town 
of Lexington. Persons wishing to ride the 
special bus will have to call ahead for 
service. Smith said a 24-hour notice may 
be required to reservo the special bus 
In the original proposal, a tran¬ 
sportation administrator appointed by 
the town manager, was to be responsible 
for the daily operations of the system. 
Smith said the duties of the tran¬ 
sportation administrator will be assumed 
by the Recreation Department director. 
A new recreation director, Kenneth 
Cereghino, is expected to start working 
in Winchester around Feb. 20. Smith said 
that residents’ inquiries about the system 
should be directed to the recreation office 
in Murch. 

The town’s mini-bus proposal was 
submitted to the MBTA in late August, 
after the MBTA announced it was 
seeking proposals for local tran¬ 
sportation systems. Out of six towns 
applying to the MBTA, Winchester and 
Lexington were awarded subsidies for 
their proposals. 

The mini-bus system’s net operating 
deficit will be subsidized one-half by the 
MBTA. 

The system is experimental. After

Officials Seek Clarification 
Of Governor's Spending Cap 


The governor's message to freeze 
taxes is out and the reaction from town 
officials is one of confusion and 
frustration. Gov. Edward King, in a 
press conference Friday, issued his plan 
to cap local spending and taxes at the 
FY’79 level. Just how the governor’s 
proposal will affect services and town - 
Winchester is unknown. 

The Board of Selectmen, meeting 
Monday night, agreed to call on Win¬ 
chester representative, Sherman Salt- 
marsh, and senator, Samuel Rotondi, as 
soon as possible for advice on the bill. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack called the 
cap as outlined, “so impractical we can’t 
respond to it.” 

“It will have an awesome impact on 
us,” Chrm. Edward O’Connell said. 
“We’ll have to determine just how to 
cope with it.” 

O’Connell called King’s tactics to 
freeze property taxes, a “simplistic 
approach.” An approach, he said, which 
is not always the most practical. 

In addition to the local freeze on 
spending and property taxes, King’s 
proposal freezes spending and 
assessments at the state level for the 
MBTA, county governments, regional 
school districts, and other organizations. 

He allows for exemptions for pen¬ 
sions, principle and bond debt, court- 
ordered expenditures, increases in 
assessments for state and county taxes, 
and matching funds for federal and state 
grants. 

An appeals board, under the plan, 
comprised of five members, could allow 
a low'n to exceed their FY’79 budget in 
FY’80, if the community’s Town Meeting 
votes two-thirds in favor of going over the 
cap. The members of the appeals board, 
according to the plan, would be the 
commissioner of revenue, the director oi 


accounts, the secretary of communities 
and development and two citizens of the 
state experienced in finance and ap¬ 
pointed by the governor. 

Rep. Saltmarsh said hearings in the 
legislature on the new bill are scheduled 
to begin Feb. 21. 

In the meantime, Town Manager 
Thomas Groux was scheduled to have the 
town budget prepared by today. King’s 
plan may delay the submission of that 
budget to the Finance Committee. 

Groux said he has been attempting to 
take into account a potential spending 
cap since the Board of Selectmen 
received a letter indicating the potential 
bill from the governor’s secretary, Byron 
Matthews, in January. 

“It might be possible to make some 
cuts,” Groux said, “but it will be dif¬ 
ficult. We have energy costs, auto parts, 
and materials that will automatically 
rise due to inflation.” 

Groux said the most likely area to 
make cuts would be in personnel, and 
that all departments could be affected 

“The smaller departments have just 
adequate staffing now,” Groux noted, 
adding that the larger departments, such 
as police, fire and public works would be 
the first areas he’d look at for cuts.

Rehabilitation Center to disconnect their 
sewer system from the Winchester sewer 
system. 

At the same time, the court ordered 
the city of Woburn to permit the Woburn 
Plaza (owned by Y&M Trust) and the 
Rehabilitation Center (Albert F. Curran 
and Edward G. Leroux, trustees) to gain 
entry into the Woburn sewer system. 

The sewage from the Rehabilitation 
Center accounts for 85 percent of the 
sewage coming into Winchester from the 
Woburn area, according to public of¬ 
ficials. 

The temporary connection, providing 
an emergency bypass system for the 
Rehabilitation Center, was to be installed 
by Feb. 5, the court ordered. The per¬ 
manent connection, diverting all sewage 
coming to Winchester from Woburn, is to 
be installed by July 22. 

The connections, to be installed by the 
landowners, will be monitored by the 
landowners and by the city of Woburn, 
according to the court order. 

Woburn City Engineer Mernin said 
the city’s DPW has done both the plan¬ 
ning and the work for the temporary 
connection. The plan is somewhat dif¬ 
ferent, he said, from a previous plan for 
the temporary connection. 

“The first plan of the engineers for 
Star Market (now owned by Y&M Trust) 
was to surcharge the existing system, by 
putting a plug in and letting the flow go 
backwards,’’ Mernin said. 

The first proposal might have caused 
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problems with overflow and ecological 
damage, the city engineer said. It would 
have also required more maintenance 
than the system being installed, - 
according to Mernin. 

“We felt the system we are using, 
although more expensive, is better,’’ 
Mernin said. “We’re going to be main¬ 
taining this, and in our opinion, it’s a 
better system." 

The additional sewage coming into the 
Woburn system through the temporary 
connection will not cause any overload 
problems for the city’s sewer, according 
to the city engineer. 

Costs for parts, material, labor and 
time for the Woburn DPW’s work on the 
temporary connection to take the 
Rehabilitation Center off the Winchester 
sewer line will be billed to the 
Rehabilitation Center, according to 
Mernin. The city of Woburn is not 
assuming any costs for the work, he said. 

No estimate is yet available on the 
cost of the temporary sewer connection. 
The estimated figure for the permanent 
connection is $175,000. 

The work for the permanent sewer 
connection will be done by engineers for 
Y&M Trust, according to Mernin. 

The plan for the permanent sewer 
connection will have to meet the ap¬ 
proval of the city of Woburn, which will 
supervise the installation, Mernin said. 

The court action on the temporary and 
permanent sewer lines came after 
months of battling between the Win¬ 
chester board of health and the owners of 
the Woburn properties, over the use of 
the Winchester sewer line. 


Hearings to consider the dismissal of 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Superintendent John 
Connolly are continuing at the Wakefield 
school. 

On Tuesday night, the district School 
Committee, representing 12 area cities 
and towns, heard evidence related to the 
second and third of 16 charges being 
brought against the superintendent. 

The 16 charges include alleged 
mismanagement of the vocational school 
and misuse of federal grants by the 
superintendent. They were drawn up by 
the ad hoc subcommittee on special 
procedures, which includes Winchester 
district School Committee representative 
Gerard P. Donahoe. 

The hearings are being conducted 
according to procedures drafted by the 
ad hoc subcommittee and accepted by 
the School Committee. 

The procedures set for the hearings 
involve examination, cross-examination 
and testimony in support of charges; 
examination, cross-examination and 
testimony in support of defenses; and 
argument, including interpretation, 
comment and summing up. 

At Tuesday’s session, School Com¬ 
mittee members questioned the 
superintendent on the second charge. 
The charge alleges that the superin¬ 
tendent authorized payroll action and 
payments to himself and several other 
Northeast employees out of state and 
federal grant monies, without prior 
knowledge and-or approval of the Nor¬ 
theast School Committee. 

This action was also, the statement 
reads, contrary to policies of the federal 
government, the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, and the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education, Division of Occupational 
Education. 

The charge states that this action 
involved several grants. The superin¬ 
tendent’s action was also, according to 
the charge, contrary to information 
given by him repeatedly to the Northeast 
School Committee, as to his actions. 

In response to questioning by School 
Committee members, Supt. Connolly 
gave a detailed accounting of the duties 
he performed while he was involved in 
the admihistration of funded projects. 

The School Committee concluded 
questioning on the second charge 
Tuesday evening and began discussion of 


the third charge - keeping important 
information from the Northeast School 
Committee, concerning the recall of state 
and federal grant monies. 

The hearing was recessed at 11 p.m. 
The next hearing will be held on Feb. 27.

the police contract, Donahue said the 
committee had some recommendations 
on the process of contract negotiations. 

They recommended having the 
Personnel Board outline their position on 
collective bargaining contracts, prior to 
the start of formal bargaining between 
the groups. 

The committee further recommended 
that no bargaining commence without 
obtaining legal counsel for the town. 

Finally, Donahue suggested the town 
examine the "basic tenets" of their 
bargaining position. 

The contract as accepted is the first 
written agreement between the Win¬ 
chester Police Association and the town. 
Included in the three-year pact are wage 
and benefit increases. 

The salary benefits negotiated include 
a nine percent increase in FY’78, a 7.8 
increase in FY’79 and an increase not to 
exceed seven percent in FY’80. Added 
benefits outside of salary increases are 
improvements in the vacation schedule, 
an expanded self-improvement plan, and 
increased rates for detail work and court 
time. 

Selectman Richard Wilsack, a 
negotiator for the town, told Town 
Meeting members that after 20 months of 
bargaining, the agreement brings 
“stability to the Police Department." 

Wilsack said in addition to salary and 
benefit increases, the new pact 
recognizes the Winchester Police 
Association as the exclusive bargaining 
agent for the police. It also outlines a 
grievance procedure and management 
rights clause and allows agency fees for 
association members. 

Chrm. Timothy McCarthy of the 
Personnel Board also recommended 
favorable action on the police contract. 

“We’re moving to a competitive 
situation in terms of recruitment and 
retaining police officers,” he said.

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Fiscal Year ’80 Budget Voted 
At Wakefield Vocational, 
Cuts To Be Determined Later 


The Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Committee voted 
Monday night to adopt a budget of 
$6,352,458 for 4 fiscal year 1980. The 
aippunt voted is $2000* less than this 
year's budget. 

The budget was approved on a 6-5 
vote, with one School Committee 
member, John B. Pacino, of Reading, 
absent. Gerard P. Donahoe, Winchester 
representative to the Wakefield school, 
which serves 12 area communities, voted 
against adoption of the budget figure for 
KV'80. 

In another vote taken by the district 
School Committee, the il members 
present unanimously voted to approve a 
motion made by Donahoe. that last 
year's surplus funds of $337,185 be used to 
reduce the assessments to the cities and 
towns served by the school. 

State and federal aid in the amount of 
$2,904,678, as well as the $337,185 in 
surplus funds, will be deducted from the 
$6,352,458. Donahoe said. Payment of the 
remaining $3,110,595 will be distributed 
among the 12 cities and towns. 

There will probably be an increase in 
Winchester's assessment for next year, 
according to the town’s representative to 
the district School Committee, because 
next year there will be more Winchester 
students attending the school than this 
year. 

For FY’79, Winchester contributed 
approximately $160,000 towards main¬ 
taining the vocational school, with 79 
students in the regular program. Next 
year, Donahoe said, there will be 82 
Winchester students at the school. 


The district School Committee has 
still not specified where cuts of ap¬ 
proximately $188,000 will be made to 
achieve the FY’80 budget figure. 

The original tentative budget 
proposed by a subcommittee to the 
vocational School Committee was ap¬ 
proximately $278,000 above the figure 
accepted for next year. The committee 
has already cut about $90,000. 

A public hearing has been held on the 
$188,000 cuts, but no decision has been 
reached. The School Committee plans to 
discuss the remaining reductions at its 
next regular meeting in March. 

The FY'80 budget includes $252,991 for 
administration; $3,009,892 for day in¬ 
struction; $258,204 for special education; 
$49,486 for summer programs in special 
education; $485,754 for post-secondary 
instruction; and $285,362 for extended- 
day instruction. 

Also included in the budget are the 
sums of $127,260 for adult-education 
instruction; $613,526 for other school 
services; $643,605 for plant operation and 
maintenance; $312,130 for fixed charges; 
$53,828 for the acquisition of equipment; 
and $455,600 for debt service. 

Winchester representative Donahoe 
will now’ report to the town’s Finance 
Committee, as well as to the spring Town 
Meeting, on the vocational school budget 
for next year.

The School Committee received a 
report of a unique fundraising yesterday 
at Winchester High School. Valentine's 
was celebrated with "Carnation Day.” 

For 50 cents someone could send a 
carnation to a person in the school. For 
another 50 cents the donor could remain 
anonymous, or for 50 cents the receiver 
could learn the identity of the sender. The 
students credited the Student Union with 
the idea. 

ABC Tuition 

The annual waiving of the tuition for 
ABC students in Winchester was voted by 
the committee. ABC students Kevin 
Thomas from New* York City and Tony 
Johnson from Memphis attended the 
meeting with Edward Haddad who gave 
committee members a copy of the 
budget. 

He said the program was operating at 
a slight deficit due to decreased foun¬ 
dation and national ABC support, but he 
expected it to break even. 

Teacher Evaluation 

Evaluation of Winchester High School 
teachers by parents was brought up by 
School Committee Chairman Constance 
Papas who had been contacted by 
parents. She said that parents are con¬ 
cerned that outstanding teachers be 
identified as the school enters a period of 
declining enrollment and possible 
teacher layoffs. 

The parents could do an evaluation on 
their own. Anything sanctioned by the 
committee, however, would have to be 
worked out with the teachers’ 
association. The current contract 
establishes the procedure to be followed 


for evaluation and specifies that the 
procedure must he established by Oct. 15 

Papas said she felt that an evaluation 
should be systemwide and not just for one 
school. She said that while she un¬ 
derstood how parents felt, she also ap 
preciated the view of the staff which is 
not anxious to have someone other than a 
professional do evaluations. 

Committee members felt that for this 
year parents who want to express 
themselves about a teacher should be 
encouraged to write a letter about him or 
her. They also discussed teachers con¬ 
ducting their own evaluations of their 
classes.

Open Enrollment Moratorium Voted 



A one-year moratorium on open 
enrollment, with discretion for the 
superintendent to make exceptions, has 
been voted by the School Committee. The 
policy would be in effect for the 1979-80 
school year. 

Last spring the committee voted to 
limit open enrollment this year, ex¬ 
cluding three schools in an area that 
might be impacted if Parkhurst closed. 
The only exception to the policy was one 
case wljich went to the committee. 

Committee’' chairman Constance 
Papas explained that because of the 
consolidation issue and the need to have 


accurate enrollment counts as district 
lines are drawn the policy came up for 
review. 

Supt. William MacDonald recom¬ 
mended the one-year moratorium and 
asked the School Committee to let him 
make an exception on an individual basis 
for incoming kindergarten or seventh 
graders whose brothers or sisters attend 
another school. 

Mrs. Papas, who was explaining the 
recommendation for the superintendent 
who was abgent, said lyyngh Junior High 
is underenrolled now and it would be 
difficult to staff it properly if many 
children were to elect to attend McCall.

A Worthwhile Contribution 

Telephones for the deaf are one-third of the way to becoming a 
reality In the library. Telephone-Telegraph systems (TTY) enable 
the deaf to “see” rather than hear a telephone conversation using 
a machine similar to a typewriter. 

Clarence Borggaard and his wife started the grass-roots 
campaign to get contributions for two TTY machines valued at 
$1500. He reports that the fund now contains $500. And, happily the 
contributions have been spread between about 60 people. Con¬ 
tributions from both young and old have ranged from $1 to $50. 

Borggaard suggests that one TTY be kept at the library, while 
the other be loaned out like a book for use in homes. He said the 
library is a good place for the TTY’s location, because of its ac¬ 
cessibility for all residents in town. 

Here’s how the TTYs work. A blinking light alerts the deaf 
person that a call is coming through. The “receiver” is then 
plugged in to a socket on the machine and the caller’s message is 
seen on the visual display screen. 

The deaf person can communicate back to the caller by typing 
his or her message on the machine’s keyboard. A tape can be 
made of the entire conversation for later viewing. 

Borggaard said he will be asking community organizations for 
a modest contribution in the coming weeks. He recently received 
a contribution from the Winchester Grange. 

Every dollar helps, and it is hoped that the fund-raising 
campaign will become the interest of many people in the com¬ 
munity instead of just a few. Contributions can be made to the 
Winchester Savings Bank, Joe Cioni, treasurer.

Reorganized Committee 
Helps In Systems Study

The methods and procedures committee was reorganized in 1 
March, 1978 after a period of inactivity. The committee consists of 
five volunteers from various fields in business appointed by the 
town moderator and reporting to the town meeting. 

The Charter of the committee is to study and advise on ad¬ 
ministrative systems and procedures in the town. This work is 
done on an “as-needed” basis in conjunction with the selectmen, 
the comptroller, the town manager, and other Involved boards 
and committees. 

The purpose of the committee is to use its systems expertise to 
complement and supplement town agencies in providing effective 
administrative procedures for the town. 

Activities 

The main project for the committee in the past few months has 
been the consulting study of the town’s information needs. The 
committee worked with the town manager to define the consulting 
work that was needed, to develop a request for proposal that was 
sent to vendors, to review proposals received, and to aid in 
selecting the firm that will perform the study. 

The M&P committee is in agreement with the town manager 
that this consulting study will be extremely valuable in deter¬ 
mining the future needs for both manual and computerized 
systems in the town. 

The aim of the study is to determine what information is 
needed by the various departments and managers of the town, 
what is required by law, and what is currently being provided. 
When this is done, it is then possible to plan the most practical and 
efficient way to provide the information. 

When the town’s computer system has to be replaced, the study 
will be the basis for selecting the most efficient and cost effective 
replacement that fulfills the requirement. 

The public accounting firm of Price Waterhouse & Co. was 
selected from among the five proposing vendors to do the study. 
The M&P committee will participate with the steering committee 
in the guidance and review of the study through its completion in 
April,-1979.

Cardinals 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I notice that the proverbial “early 
bird” gets no worm these cold wintry 
days, but does get a sunflower seed in¬ 
stead. The first bird to come to my feeder 
on most mornings is the male cardinal. I 
often see him huddled there before the 
sun comes up. Often, too, he manages to 
be the last bird to visit the feeder at 
night, frequently snatching a snack or 
two to fortify himself against the coming 
night long after most other birds have 
gone to bed. 

Cardinals are “ground feeders,” birds 
that forage on the ground for their food. I 
have been informed that they seldom 
patronize feeders that are more than 30 
.inches off the ground. My feeder, 

, however,, is mounted on an aluminum 
tubing' at*' least sqven feet at^6v4‘%e\ 
ground. In spite of its height, howeve^t' 
is regularly visited by several male 
cardinals and now and then a furtive 
female. 4 

The females usually forage around 
the base of the pole, where they share the 
pickings with other ground feeders, such 
as fox sparrows, white throated 
sparrows, song sparrows, tree sparrows, 
juncoes, mourning doves, pigeons, 
squirrels, etc. 

I wonder if the cardinals at my feeder 
have learned to feed at this unusual 
height from watching other birds, or if 
my cardinals are unusual birds in any 
way? 

A small flock of goldfinches, and a few 
purple finches, have returned to my 
feeder this last week after an absencse of 
several weeks. Good to see them back, 
but I still feel that the total number of 
birds is much less than it should be at this 
time of year. Fewer squirrels too.

‘Need’ Distinguishes Heavy Drinker 
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(Editor's note: The following 
column, prepared by Dr. 
William Hawthorne, director of 
McLean Hospital’s Appleton 
Treatment Center for 
Alcoholism, In Belmont, is the 
second In a series addressing the 
need for good information about 
alcohol and alcoholism.) 

Q. If a kid starts drinking a lot at 
14 or 15, Is he destined to become 
an alcoholic? 

We know that one In every 10 
drinkers will develop an alcohol 
problem, but it Is impossible to 
predict who those people will be. 
There is no blood test or Xray, no 
personality profile or family 
history that can predict the 
potential alcoholic. Nor is there 
any known single cause of the 
disease. We suspect that a 
number of things, including 
heredity, personality, 
biochemical and physiological 
factors, life circumstances, and 
attitudes toward alcohol, come 
together to produce the 
alcoholic. 

While we can't say who is or is 
not “destined” to become an 
alcoholic, we do know that there 
are certain factors, and drinking 
heavily at an early age is cer¬ 
tainly one of these. If a young 
teenager 1 b frequently coming 
home drunk from parties, 
drinking a lot alone, or drinking 
so that school work, social, or 
family life are disrupted, there is 


real reason for concern. This 
might be a transitory phase the 
youth is going through, but there 
is also a good chance that he 
could become an alcoholic. 

Programs for teenage 
alcoholics are few and far bet¬ 
ween. If you are concerned about 
a teenager's drinking, a good 
place to begin is to call the 
Division of Alcoholism of the 
State of Massachusetts and ask 
them about programs for 
teenage alcoholics. You might 
also do well to suggest that the 
child be seen by a family service 
agency where the whole family 
can be evaluated and all receive 
the help needed in dealing with 
this problem. 

Q. How can you tell when 
someone you know who is a 
heavy drinker is slipping into 
alcoholism? 

It is often difficult for the lay 
person to distinguish the heavy 
drinker, who may at times 
become intoxicated or drink 
more than seems appropriate for 
the occasion, from the alcoholic. 
However, there are clear 
criteria that distinguish the two. 

First of all, the heavy drinker 
has some choice over hoW much 
and how often he drinks. He can 
choose not to drink on occasions, 
or to cut back to a moderate level 
of drinking if desired. Alcoholics, 
on the other hand, cannot. They 


need alcohol. Despite their best 
intended promises and resolves, 
they, cannot stop drinking once 
they’ve started. If the heavy 
drinker Invariably claims he can 
control his drinking, but his 
behavior repeatedly proves 
otherwise, there Is reason to 
believe that he may be an 
alcoholic and In need of 
professional help. 

Furthermore, alcoholism is a 
disease of consequence. By that I 
mean that it isn’t the heavy 
drinking alone that signals 
alcoholism, but the way in which 
that drinking influences the rest 
of the drinker’s life. The heavy 
drinker who is beginning to 
experience significant problems 
as a result of his drinking is in 
trouble. 

Examples of such problems 
are changes in drinking pat¬ 
terns, like drinking in the 
morning or gulping drinks; 
damage to health such as loss of 
Interest in food and memory 
blackouts; arguments and other 
disruptions in the family over 
drinking; withdrawal from 
social contact because of such 
things as embarrassment over 
past drunken outbursts; and 
poor work performance, in¬ 
cluding lateness, absenteeism, 
or bad judgment. Anyone 
exhibiting such symptoms is 
clearly in need of help.

The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star 
and were compiled by Henry Simonds, 
local historian. By and large, these ar¬ 
ticles are taken from the same month 
they appear here. 50 years ago. 

New Parish House 

Next Sunday morning, Feb. 17, in 
connection with the regular service, the 
new parish house of the Winchester 
Unitarian Church will be dedicated. The 
pastor, Rev. George Hale Reed’s sermon 
will be “The Unconscious Dedication.” 
Immediately after the close of the ser¬ 
vice the congregation will march into the 
new Sunday School for the dedicatory 
exercises. 

The completion of the building marks 
the end of a program for the extension of 
the facilities and equipment of the church 
property which extended over a year’s 
time. On April 21, 1928 the new three- 
manual organ, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis Parkhurst, and the new chancel, 
were dedicated. 

On Dec. 30,1928, the chime of 18 bells, 
the gift of Miss Elizabeth and Mr. Jere A. 
Downs in memory of their mother, were 
also dedicated. In the meantime the 
plans for the parish were being rushed, 
the ground having been broken in June 
and the cornerstone laid on Sept. 15. Now 
the society is in possession of a modern 
plant adequate to meet its demands for 
years to come. 

The parish, designed by Smith and 
Walker of Boston, who were also the 
architects for the chancel, conforms in 
style to the modified-English Goethic of 
the main church building. Joined to the 
main church building by a beautiful 
cloister, opening off of which are the 
minister’s study and a secretary’s room, 
it contains on the street floor a spacious 
ladies’ paalor, a kindergarten, having a 
separate entrance, and a Sunday School 
assembly hall capable of ac¬ 
commodating 230. 

This later room, open to the roof,;is 
singularly effective in its majestic 
proportions. Over the ladies parlor is a 
large sewing room. 

In the basement is Metcalf Hall, 
named after the first pastor of the 
society. In this room is a spacious stage, 
four dressing rooms, and in the hall it¬ 
self, with its flooring of oak, some 400 
persons may be seated for lectures or 
recitals. Off this hall is a splendid kitchen 
and serving room. 

The basement of the main church has 
been most effectively utilized. Part of it 
was divided to make separate 
classrooms, but the principal space of the 
church of the 1 old 'Metcalf Hall has been 
converted into an exquisite crypt chapel 

Here the young people will hold their 
devotional exercies. lt will also be used 
for small weddings and funerals. This 
chapel and the two-manual organ now 
being installed, are gifts of*Mr. and Mrs. 
John C. Meyer. In this part of the church 
is an interesting room to be used for 
Men’s Club room. It is in memory of Dr. 
and Mrs. Frederic Winsor, the gift of his 
children. Dr. and Mrs. Winsor were the 
founders of this society. The room for¬ 
merly used as a ladies’ parlor has been 
converted into a young people’s social 
room. 

The contractor in charge of the 
building, who is also a member of the 
society, is Mr. Frederic C. Alexander. 
The Building Committee consists of Mrs. 
H. W. Hildreth, Mr. C. F. Dutch, Mr. J. F. 
Dwinell and Mr. C. H. Watkins, chair¬ 
man. 

Mr. Ralph E. Joslin is chairman and 
Mr. Lewis Parkhurst, vice-chairman of 
the Finance Committee. 

About 350 were present Monday 
evening when the new parish house was 
formally opened with a banquet. 

Possible Tragedy 

1929 Editorial 

Those who complacently believe that 
there is no need for eliminating the grade 
crossing at the center would have had 
food for thought had they been present 
Monday morning when an alarm of fire 
blew just as an express thundered up to 
the square. Traffic was so headed as to 
effectively block any possibility of going 
north and of course with the gates down 
could not move. 

The noise of the train with the 
chugging of many automobile motors 
deadened the sound of the fire alarm and 
it is doubtful if many knew that the ap¬ 
paratus was likely to burst into the center 
at any moment. 

With the raising of the gates while the 
traffic headed north and south remained 
stationary, that headed east and west 
started moving just as Engine 3, en route 
for Symmes corner, arrived at the 
junction of Main and Mt. Vernon streets. 
At the signt of the fire trucks most of the 
machines stopped, and those which 
turned from Church street south on Main 
street were narrowly cleared by some 
particularly skillful handling of the 
heavy engine on the part of driver E. D. 
Fitzgerald. 

There were no casualties, fortunately, 
and this brief statement of the existing 
conditions is made in the hopes that 
because there were none, the argument 
will not be advanced that there never will 
be any. 

Had the alarm summoned the firemen 
north on Main street, they would have 
met an impass on both sides of the 
railroad tracks and only a miracle could 
have prevented a catastrophe which very 
probably would open people’s eyes to the 
danger existing daily in the center as it is 
now. 

It doesn’t take an especially vivid 
imagination to picture the results which 
would obtain if the fire apparatus should 
arrive in the center and find a long slow 
freight on the crossing with a fire in the 
Glengarry or Bowery district of the town 
and a high wind blowing.

Fire Last Wed. 
Damages Home 
On Winthrop 

The interior of the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Hill, of 42 Winthrop st., was 
destroyed by intense heat and smoke at 
7:41 p.m. Wednesday when a fire, which 
began in the kitchen, swept through the 
rear of the home, damaging the kitchen, 
adjacent stairway and partitions and 
hallway on the second floor. 

Upon arrival at the scene, Winchester 
firefighters found Mr and Mrs. Hill on 
the sidewalk outside of their home, while 
flames and heavy smoke filled the kit¬ 
chen area of the house. 

At 7:47 p.m. a second alarm was 
sounded as the fire continued to extend 
throughout the rear of the building. 
Medford firefighters assisted at this 
time, opening the interior of the house to 
track down the fire’s path. 

According to fire officials, the fire 
began when a pan of oil was left unat¬ 
tended on a burner in the kitchen. 

The fire lasted approximately four 
hours. 

Winchester firefighters provided 
mutual aid to the Woburn fire depart¬ 
ment Monday evening, in a three-alarm 
ftre at the Spence Farm, 30 Wyman st., 
Woburn. 

Winchester also sent lighting units to 
the fire, which broke out shortly before 7 
p.m. Arlington, Burlington, Wilmington 
and Stoneham also provided mutual aid. 

Damages from the barn fire of un¬ 
determined cause have been estimated 
at $150,000. 

The owner of the Spence Farm 
arrived at the scene shortly after the fire 
broke out and warned firefighters of a 
potential hazard from pesticides stored 
in the building. 

There have been no reports of adverse 
effects from the burning pesticides, 
Woburn fire officials said.

The Winchester Interagency Council 
Is sponsoring a course on “Human 
problems of Our Community” during our 
Thursday evenings in March, beginning 
March 8. In cooperation with the Win¬ 
chester School Committee, the program 
focuses on problems within the family 
and within the community will be lead by 
experienced professionals in the field.

“Home in Conflict” is the subject on 
March 22, dealing with problems of 
alcoholism, child abuse, neglect, and 
violence in the home and support ser¬ 


vices and resources available for 
parents. The panel will be moderated by 
Elizabeth Kenney, director of Social 
Service at Winchester Hospital, with 
panelists James L. Bell, general 
secretary of Children’s Protective 
Services, Carla Masse, area office of the 
Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health; John McHugh Winchester chief 
of police; and Dr. Donald E. McLean, 
Winchester physician. 

The final session, March 29, deals with 
“Town in Conflict,” problems of ethnic, 
economic, and moral values in the 
community and the question of a 
reasonable consensus.

This course is a follow-up to previous 
courses on “Family Fare’’ and “Life’s 
Passages: Tensions and Stress” spon¬ 
sored by the Winchester Interagency 
Council, a group composed of 
representatives of many community 
organizations and agencies.

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Early Tenure To Be Topic 
For Feb. 26 School Meeting 


The agenda for the Feb. 26 School 
Committee meeting will include 
discussion of early tenure, an action 
which committee member Jean 
Weylman is urging be taken for the 
system’s only untenu4ed elementary 
school teachers. 

At this week’s meeting Mrs. Weylman 
made a statement about early tenure, 
explaining that it is designed to recognize 
outstanding, superior teachers who could 
stand the chance of not being kept in the 
system if they do not have tenure. 

The matter has become an issue 
because of staff cuts. At least five and a 
half teachers are being cut from the 
elemenetary staff because of declining 
enrollment, and perhaps more as some 
teachers return from leave. By March 1 
the committee must decide if it will 
protect untenured teachers with early 
tenure. 

The five untenured teachers are Ann 
Kendall and May Burgess at Muraco, 
Robert Gleason at Lincoln, Stephen 
Dixon at Washington and Joanne Mar- 
tignetti at Mystic. 

Mrs. Weylman noted that there is 
precedent for early tenure which the high 
school principal and the head of the 
English department were given. 


The intent of tenure is to let the least 
experienced go, but she pointed out that 
one of the five teachers had been on 
tenure in another town, two are men one 
of whom worked in special education 
which did not count towards tenure, and 
one was nominated for early tenure last 
year by the principal. 

Noting that the same thing can 
happen at the secondary level where one 
“new” teacher is back in the system 
after having had eight years of ex¬ 
perience here, Mrs. Weylman urged 
consideration of early tenure. Without it 
the five elementary teachers will not be 
considered for teaching positions next 
year, she said. 

Seniority alone is not the way to win 
public respect for teaching professionals 
and does not consider the interest of 
children, she said.

Fulltime Principal To Be 
Discussed By School Board 


A proposal to give Noonan and 
Washington Schools their own principal- 
teacher or a full time principal instead of 
a shared principal will be discussed at 
the School Committee’s next meeting on 
Feb. 26. 

The Noonan Parents Assn, executive 
board this week told the committee that 
it wants a fulltime principal at the school. 

School Committee chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas asked that the matter be 
tabled for two weeks because of 
unresolved negotiating issues. She told 
parents she hoped that waiting two weeks 
would not make their discomfort greater 
than.it is. 


Mrs. Papas reviewed how the ex¬ 
periment to have the schools share 1 * 
principal was started three years 
This has caused increasing concern frijto 
parents and staff and now there is ip 
opportunity to give each school its own 
part time principal who also would teafen 
in the same building. This proposal \vould 
cost about $2,000, she said. 

Noonan parents feel that managing 
two schools takes its toll on any ad¬ 
ministrator and becomes an excessivfc 
burden and time commitment. They feel 
Noonan needs a full time principal to help 
make the transition as the school closes 
and moves to a new building.

The League of Women Voters of 
Winchester held a workshop Feb. 6 fdr 
potential candidates for elective office ih 
Winchester. A group of more than 35 
people listened to the panel of speakers 
assembled to discuss procedures of 
running for office. 

David Ashton, the moderator, irt- 
toduced the first speaker, the honorable 
Harrison Chadwick, who was sub¬ 
stituting for Town Moderator, John 
Sullivan who had been called out to town 
suddenly. Chadwick discussed being a 
Town Meeting member. He said he felt 
that there could be a great deal of 
satisfaction and enjoyment in the 
position. 

The commitment involves ap¬ 
proximately 12 evenings a year, divided 
between May and November, which 
includes the (Occasional Special Town 
Meeting. Good attendance is important. 
There is an orientation for new members 
at which some parliamentary procedure 
is covered. 

Barbar Hankins explained the func¬ 
tions of various town offices. She told the 
group that any registered voter can run 
for office in the town. 

A potential candidate must get the 
correct form and collect fifty signatures 
to be eligible. Town Meeting members 
only need 10. She strongly recommended 
being a Town Meeting member before 
running for any other office. This, she 
raid, is an invaluable way to find out how 
the town government works. 

She went on to say that most town 
officers can plan to spend one evening a 
week at activities connected w-ith their 
offices. Selectman and School Com¬ 
mittee, however, are more time con¬ 
suming since those boards deal the with 
collective bargaining. 

Annina McCully, an experienced 
campaign manager, opend her remarks 
by saying,“Running a campaign is a 
four-letter word: ‘work’.” It involves six 
very busy weeks. She advised the first 
job is to form a committee made up of 
precinct captains and a treasurer. 

It is the manager’s job to protect the 
candidate, McCully noted. Although it is 
not vital for the candidate to be well 
known in the town, it is important that 
the campaign manager and the workers 
are. Publicity must be planned, meeting 
the public is important and coffees are 
very helpful. 

Margaretla Thuma, editor of “Inside 
Winchester," talked about publicity. 
Finding out the schedules and 
regulations about elections of the local 
newspapaers is important. How much do

What is their 
deadline? She suggested gearing to the 
undecided voter. In the ad, she suggests 
using and saying why the candidate is 
running. “Don’t underestimate your 
public," she cautioned.

All candidates must file three cam¬ 
paign finance forms, except those people 
running for Towm Meeting. Forms and 
information are available from the Town 
Clerk; the first reporting date is the day 
the campaign committee is organized. 

Candidates for Town Meeting, if not 
well known in their precincts, should do a 
precinct mailing, and if possible, have 
one or two precinct coffees.

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New Fiat Strada Subcompact On Sale Feb. 1 


MONTV ALE, NJ, Jan. 25 - The first 
all-new design from Fiat in four years, a 
front-wheel drive subcompact called the 
Strada, will go on sale In the United 
States on February 1. Announcement of 
the launch of the new car was made 
today by Claudio Ferrari, president of 
Fiat Motors of North America, Inc. 

Mr. Ferrari forecast that the Strada 
will soon be accounting for more than 30 
percent of all Fiat sales in the U.S. The 
Strada, he said, will be aimed at the 
buyer looking for a roomier, quieter, less 
expensive alternative to the VW Rabbit. 

“We think that Fiat has been able to 
create a car that will compare favorably 
to any other subcompact on the market 
today, and at a highly competitive 
price,” said Mr. Ferrari. “The most 
extensive consumer research ever 


conducted by Fiat showed us that the 
Strada was preferred by American 
drivers who were given the opportunity 
to make direct comparisons to other cars 
in its price range.” 

Built by a company with a strong 
reputation for leadership in the design 
and production of small cars, the Strada 
was created by the most advanced 
technology in the automobile industry as 
a car that will be equally at home on 
American roads as on European. 

The Strada is offered in two body 
styles and three trim levels, starting with 
the Strada Standard, an economical 3- 
door hatchback available in three colors 
— white, dark blue and light blue. It lists 
for $4,296. 

Forecasts, however, are that the more 
popular of the Stradas among American 


buyers will be the fancier Strada Custom, 
which comes as either a 3-door or 5-door 
hatchback. It’s available in a wide range 
of colors and in a higher level of trihi, and 
with such standard-equipment touches as 
tinted glass, reclining front bucket seats 
and carpeted cargo area. 

The Strada Custom 3-door is priced at 
$4,690 and the 5-door at $4,840. Also 
available is a Luxury package, which 
adds another $385 to the price of either 
Custom model, that includes woven cloth 
upholstery, a digital clock, split rear fold 
down seats, rear window wiper, 
tachometer and roof rack. 

Three-speed automatic transmission, 
factory-installed air conditioning, 
metallic paints and choice of sound 
systems are optional. 

All versions of the Strada are built on 


a %.4-inch wheelbase and are 161 inches 
long overall. The single-overhead-cam 4- 
cylinder engine is a variant of the high 
performance motor developed for the 
Fiat XI-9 sports car. It has a 
displacement of 1498 cc, with a bore of 
80.4 mm and a short stroke of 63.9 mm. 

The powerplant is equipped with 
electronic breakerless ignition, an 
aluminum cylinder head, two-barrel 
Weber carburetor and exhaust catalytic 
converter. The Strada engine is rated at 
69 bhpat 5,100 rpm (65 bhp in California) 
and delivers 77.4 lb-ft of torque at 2,500 
rpm (75.9 lb-ft in California) 

In addition to brisk performance, this 
powertrain yields good mileage. With 
standard transmission, EPA mileage 
estimated for the Strada are: 28 mpg, 
city driving; 41 mpg, highway; 32 mpg, 


combined. (In California, the figures are 
26. 37 and 30, respectively.) 

The unusually quiet ride of the Strada 
is the result of its advanced 
aerodynamics, extensive use of sound- 
deadening materials, and rubber- 
mounted suspension. 

The standard transmission is a 5- 
speed synchromesh overdrive unit that is 
combined with the differential to form a 
compact front-wheel drive transaxle. 
The optional automatic transmission is a 
new 3-speed torque converter unit. 

The Strada suspension is fully in¬ 
dependent, with MacPherson struts at 
each wheel and coil springs in front (a 
front anti-sway bar is fitted to cars with 
an automatic transmission). In the rear, 
there is a transverse leaf spring which 
also serves as an anti-sway bar. Steering

is positive rack-and-pinion in keeping 
with Fiat’s reputation for precise han¬ 
dling. 

Steel-belted radial tires, on styled 
steel wheels, are standard. Power- 
assisted front disc brakes are standard 
on all Stradas, with drum brakes on the 
rear wheels. 

Every Strada features a long list of 
safety equipment, including integral 
energy-absorbing bumpers. One-piece, 
inertial-reel seat belts, recessed dash¬ 
board and large built-in headrests on the 
front bucket seats add to interior safety. 
There is also an energy-absorbing 
steering wheel and column and side- 
guard door beams to complete the safety 
“envelope" formed by the stiff unitized 
body-chassis. 

For protection of another sort, ap¬ 
proximately 65 lbs. of rust-proofing 
materials are applied to every Strada, 
including P.V.C. undercoating on the 
chassis, zinchrometal coating and a 
baked enamel body finish. Corrosion- 
proof plastic inner fender-liners ward off 
road salt and water from the underbody. 
All Strada trim is stainless steel or rust- 
free aluminum. Rubber side moldings 
protect all Stradas from nicks and dents. 

The Strada is also protected by Fiat’s 
“double-barreled" warranty. In addition 
to a 12 month, 12,000 mile warranty, on 
the entire car, there is a 24 month, 24,000 
mile, parts and service warranty on the 
powertrain. 

The Strada is imported by Fiat Motors 
of North America, Inc., which is a wholly 
owned subsidiary of Fiat S.p.A. of Turin, 
Italy.

'There's something very special 
about a summer resort in the off¬ 
season. Places like Rockport or the 
Cape, mob scenes in July and 
August, become havens of solitude 
in February or March, with wild, 
windswept, empty stretches of 
sand and bcachgrass, or rocky 
coast. There are other attractions 
to off-season vacation spots besides 
the solitude: the inns and restau¬ 
rants that stay open offer cut-rate 
prices, and you don’t have to worry 
about anything being booked up. 

Here are some spots which you 
may know intimately as summer 
places, but which turn into differ¬ 
ent kinds of places altogether in the 
winter. 

Walden Pond. In the summer, it 
costs $2 to enter the parking lot by 
MetroBoston’s Walden Pond, in 
Concord, unless you want to park 
on the road and risk getting towed. 
Once you finally do get inside 
Thoreau’s sanctified retreat, you 
have to pick your way among the 
beer cans, blankets, rowdy teen¬ 
agers and blaring radios, and walk 
at least half way ’round the Pond 


before you find an empty patch of 
ground big enough to sit down on. 

October through March, though, 
Walden gets other types of 
visitors: fisherfolk, a few quiet 
couples, and joggers, for whom 
Walden is a private place they want 
to keep for themselves. Bring a 
blanket and a thermos of hot coffee. 
The Cape. Contrary to popular 
belief among Bostonians, Cape Cod 
doesn’t disappear in the winter 
time. Hit the beaches it’ll lie 
just you (and maybe a friend), 
and a seagull or two. The 
Cape Cod National Seashore 
(South Wellfleet, Massachusetts 
02663; 349-3785) has literature 
describing the different historic 
and nature trails. Nausct Trail, 
Head of Meadow Trail and 
Province Lands Trail are bicycle 
trails open in winter. Two visitor 
centers are open: Salt Pond in 
Eastham and Province Lands in 
Provincetown, both from 8:30 am 
to 4:30 pm. Province Lands is 
closed Monday through 
Wednesday. 

There are no guided walks along 
the trails in winter, but going by 
yourself, quietly, has its 
advantages: you may see a fox, or 
rabbit, or even a deer. The most 
exciting times on the Cape are 
during ocean storms, when the 
natives gather at beach parking 
areas to feel the high winds and 
watch the waves. 


Lots of motels, some with heated 
pools, stay open during the winter 
on the Cape, at much lower rates. 
Hyannis has several; Province- 
town has a few; so does Orleans. 
The Cape Cod Chamber of 
Commerce (Hyannis, Massachu¬ 
setts 02601; 362-3225) has 
information about what’s open 
when. Restaurants stay open, too, 
from ritzy establishments in 
Provincetown to native-frequented 
Portuguese-style seafood eateries. 
Sturbridge Yankee Winter 
Weekends. Sturbridge in the 
summer tends to be a well-beloved 
clich6 of the stereotypical tourist 
town. A Massachusetts resident 
visits Sturbridge the way a native 
New Yorker visits the Statue of 
Liberty — once is maybe too 
much. 


If you’re fed up with Sturbridge 
in the tourist season, you may be 
pleasantly surprised by what it 
offers in the winter. This very 
week, there is a whole variety of 
activities planned at Old Stur¬ 
bridge Village, from slide talks to 
walking tours, all part of the 
Village’s Washington’s Birthday 
Week. The Week kicks off on 
Sunday, February 18, with an early 
19th century-style Washington’s 
Birthday Ball. And, through 
March, the Village combines forces 
with the Old Sturbridge Publick 
House, and the two come forth 
with their Yankee Winter Week¬ 
ends. 

The weekend starts at the 
Publick House, where visitors are 
met with a “syllabub”, a mixture of 
Chablis wine and cream, and “Joe 


Froggers” — gigantic ginger 
cookies. Food, as well as history, is 
a major theme of the w-eekend. 
Later on there’s a candlelight 
buffet, in case you’re still hungry-. 
Next morning there’s a “hearty 
New England breakfast.” If you’re 
capable of movement after all this, 
you’re taken over to Old Stur 
bridge Village, a complete 
recreated New England Village 
from the early 1800s, with, among 
other things, a working gristmill, 
General Store, pottery shop, meet 
ing house, blacksmith, and tin 
smith. 

The weekend guests convene in 
Old Sturbridge Tavern for mulled 
cider and a buffet luncheon. After 
wards, they can catch a “sugaring 
off,” the making of maple sugar 
candy on snow, outside the Tavern. 
After that guests are treated to a 
sleigh ride through Sturbridge 
Village, then head back to the 
Publick House, for a game dinner. 
Sunday is a “day for relaxation" in 
front of the big open hearth in the 
Publick House taproom, with more 
food.

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The armory is a 
living history book 
of the days when 
men lived, fought, 
and died for God, 
their ladies, and their 
countries.

The John Woodman Higgins 
Armory in Worcester brings the 
past to the present in a very warm 
and realistic way. Over 100 suits of 
armor line the vaulted hallway, 
making the museum’s collection 
the largest and most diverse in the 
western hemisphere. 

Founded in 1931 by John Wood¬ 
man Higgins, the museum’s major 
objectives have always been to 
illustrate the uses of metal in art 
and war. There is an exception, a 
show of Stone Age tools and 
weapons in the upstairs gallery; 
most of the museum, though, is 
dedicated to armor and helmets, 
from ancient times all the way up 
through the 19th century. To give a 
touch of authenticity, the armor is 
displayed in a simulated castle hall. 
And, unlike many other museums’ 
exhibits, which are surrounded by 
white, sterile walls, the armor at 
the armory is kept totally in the 
open. The viewer can see, without

the glare of glass, the intricate 
details in each suit. 

Greek and Roman helmets and 
armor dating back to 600 BC show 
the gradual adaptation of metal for 
armor. The earliest armor was 
made out of copper, then bronze, 
and finally, iron. The goal was to 
create a suit that was strong, yet 
comfortable. The Greek breast¬ 
plate and backplate on exhibit are 
shaped to the countours of a man’s 
body, and were made from a cast 
taken from the imprint of the 
wearer’s body in sand. 

The eastern countries con¬ 
tributed a great deal to the develop¬ 
ment of armor in the west by intro¬ 
ducing chain mail, a strong yet 
flexible shirt made of metal rings 
linked together. Chain mail was 
used in the rest from Roman times 
onward, particularly during the 
Crusades. The museum has several 
examples of chain mail on display. 

Rows of suits in the main hall 
demonstrate the final perfecting of 
armor in the 14th, 15th, and 16th 
centuries. Iron plates were placed 
over coats of mail to provide more 
protection. As many as 200 indi¬ 
vidual plates were worked into a 
suit of armor, so that the wearer’s 
movements would not be hindered 
by the 65 pounds of metal that 
encased him. The later pieces in 
the collection are elaborate, 
beautiful, and very impractical, 
since armor, however pliable, slow¬ 


ly lost its use in battle and became 
purely decorative. 

John Woodman Higgins began 
gathering this unusual collection of 
armor when he bought his first suit 
as a schoolboy on a tour of Europe 
in 1904. Fascinated by the many 
properties and uses of metal in art 


and in the modem world, he later 
traveled throughout Europe with 
his wife, Clara Carter Higgins, 
studying and obtaining what he felt 
was “historic examples of... func¬ 
tional art.” 

As a result of his interest in steel, 
John Woodman Higgins built one 


of the first steel and glass buildings 
in Worcester. He moved his grow 
ing collection of armor, which had 
quickly become too large for his 
house, to the third and fourth floors 
of the building. Designing the 
interior like a castle, he wanted to 
create that old, dusty atmosphere, 
and even tried blowing grease from 
smudge pots onto the walls. 

Due t6 John Woodman Higgins’ 
work, the armory is a living 
history book of the days when men 
lived, fought, and died for God, 
their ladies, and their countries.

Strangers is a new, Broadway- 
bound play about the romance 
between journalist Dorothy 
'Hiompson and novelist Sinclair 
I/ewis. It is aptly titled. Not only 
do the two principals seem to be 
completely unfathomable to each 
other throughout — no one else 
gets to know them, either. What 
Strangers ends up being is a minor 
history lesson, with some passion 
on the side. 

The real Sinclair “Red” Lewis 
and Dorothy Thompson had both 
suffered through unhappy mar¬ 
riages before they met, in Berlin, in 
the mid-Twenties. Love-smitten, 
Lewis pursued Thompson as she 
flew off, chasing stories, to Vienna 
and even Russia. They were mar¬ 
ried in 1928, and the match lasted 
14 stormy years, during which 


Thompson ascended to national 
fame for her probing columns and 
radio talks, and Lewis disinte¬ 
grated into drunkenness. 'Their 
story is the stuff of misguided 
romance; so romantic, and so close 
to outlandish, that any reiteration 
of it runs the risk of being absurdly 
melodramatic and totally 
incredible. 

Strangers, which traces the 
•affair, is both, through it’s more 
unbelievable than soapy. From the 
moment Bruce Dern, as Lewis, 
declares his love and intentions of 
marriage, and Thompson replies, 
wearily, that geniuses arc always 
attracted to her, you’re set up for 
an evening with super-beings, not 
people. Unfortunately, these super¬ 
beings aren’t terribly interesting. 
Despite some amusing verbal ping- 
pong games devised by playwright 
Sherman Yellen, and despite all the 
honors that fall upon the pair 
(Lewis won the Nobel Prize in 
1930; Thompson was dubbed “The 
First Lady of Journalism’’), and 
despite some tempestuous argu¬ 
ment scenes, the two are nothing 
more than posters pasted up 
against assorted backgrounds, 
mouthing feelings. They get dull. 
Lewis is always the brilliant, 
drunken hayseed who wrote Main 
Street; Thompson is the perpetu¬ 
ally excitable and ambitious 
journalist.

A few moments of genuine 
drama do exist in Strangers. When 
Thompson speaks briefly about one 
of her lesbian affairs, there is a 
quick flash of something more than 
the ranting go-getter. It’s there too, 
when she and Lewis get together 
with her ex-husband and his new, 
scatter-brained wife, and the men 
start taunting Thompson. It’s there 
in some of Lewis’s one-liners. But 
isolated scenes and phrases don’t 
make a play, and neither do two 
legends, however exotic they may 
have been. In much the same way 
that a biography can’t be confused 
with a novel, a staged biography so 
literal as Ycller’s can’t be confused 
with a play. Strangers should have 
more to it. 

It should also have a more 
relaxed Dorothy Thompson. Lois 
Nettleton, with a few exceptions, is 
nervous, and too declamatory; her 
reaction to thrilling assignments is 
that of a child hopping up and 
down because she’s going to camp 
tomorrow. With hi9 hair dyed red, 
Bruce Dern bears a very strong 
resemblance to the real Sinclair 
Lewis, and he’s nicely under¬ 
stated, especially when he’s being 
viciously sarcastic. The two 
wander through sets by David 
Jenkins that are pleasant, if not 
inspired. They are directed ade¬ 
quately by Arvin Brown. 

Strangers is at the Colonial until 
February 17.

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Same Time, Next Year

Picture this. It’s 1951. George, a 
happily married accountant from 
New Jersey, and Doris, a happy 
housewife from Oakland, meet one 
day in a lovely little country inn in 
California. George is on an annual 
business trip, and Doris is on her 
way to a religious retreat. They 
each have three children. They get 
to talking over dinner, spend the 
night together, discover they have 
fallen in love, and have an affair, 
once a year for the next 26 years. 
That’s Same Time, Next Year. 

It’s a conceit that’s hard to 
swallow. If they are so happily 
married, why continue the affair 
for so long ? If they are so much in 
love with each other, \Vhy keep up 
the other marriages ? This is “crea-

tive license,” folks, and it calls for 
an almost total suspension of belief. 

Same Time, Next Year is clearly 
a stage transplant. The screenplay 


was adapted by Bernard Slade 
from his own Broadway success, 
and it arrives on the screen with all 
the usual problems of a play- 
become-movie, chief among them: 
How do you deal with the curtain 
between the acts ? Under Robert 
Mulligan’s lackadaisical direction, 


the answer is not to deal with it at 
all. Every half hour or so, the music 
swells, the action freezes and fades 
into a montage of photographs 
(stills) that we can recognize to pin 
down the passing years. Truman, 
Presley, Kennedy, the Beatles . . . 
in old movies, they used to use a 
revolving door, or pages falling off 
a calendar. Same thing: it’s a lazy 
solution. 

Another problem faced by plays 
that want to make the leap onto the 
screen is the relatively static set 
imposed by the physical limits of a 
stage. Mulligan hasn’t approached 
this one with much creativity, 
either. He’s kept one basic set, the 
inside of the cottage the lovers 
share for their rendezvous. Once in 
a great while he lets his players 
make a break for it: there's a stroll 
in the garden and a few dining 
room scenes, but for the most part, 
it’s that same old cottage, and that 
being the case, someone ought to 
have been wittier about the interior 
design, because you get pretty sick 
of looking at it. And it's not as 
though there’s much action to liven 
things up. Same Time, Next Year 
is all talk. 

It isn't to everyone’s taste, this 
badinage about love and sex and 
manners, but it creeps up on you. 
It’s funny in spite of itself. Many of 
the laughs depend on the costume 
changes and the personality 
changes they are supposed to 


represent. Doris, who starts out 
simple and silly, dyes her hair 
blonde, has another baby, freaks 
out at Berkeley, starts her own 
business, and retires to play golf. 
George moves from accounting to 
consulting, to playing piano in a 
cocktail lounge, and back to 
accounting. He seems to age three 
years to every one of Doris’s and he 
gets sillier as she gets wiser. He’s 
still spouting pseudo-psychoanaly¬ 
tic jargon long after she’s given it 
up, and their lives are in syn 
chrony only in 1951 and 1977. 

Ellen Burstyn, who originated 
the role of Doris on Broadway, has 
a funny squeaky voice and a warm 
presence. Alan Alda can keep up a 
good line of chatter, but his role is 
far less sympathetic than Doris’s 
— George spends a lot of time 
being a jerk — which puts Alda at 
loose ends. He twitters aimlessly 
about, picking things up and put 
ting things down, and at one point 
attacks a piano. Not spectacular. 

Same Time, Next Year is the 
sort of movie that ought to have 
been made 20 years ago, with Doris 
Day and Rock Hudson. It's enter¬ 
taining in its own mild way, slick, 
and dopey. The absolutely worst 
thing about it is the music, by 
Marvin Hamlisch, and a song 
called The Last Time l Felt Like 
This, sung by Johnny Mathis and 
Jane Olivor, all of which rival the 
state Iowa for pure com.

Maureen Winn Fights For Rights, 
Acceptance Of The Handicapped

At Logan Airport a DC-8 had crashed. 
The streets were a whirlwind of ex¬ 
citement as ambulances and police cars, 
their sirens blaring, roared to the scene 
of the accident. 

But inside the State House, a short 
distance away, no one stirred. All eyes 
were riveted upon a dynamic young 
woman with ice blue eyes reciting a 
poem at the assembly’s podium. 

The woman, Maureen Winn, was in a 
wheelchair. And the poem she was 
reading was a composition she had 
written to express the need for ar¬ 
chitectural change to accommodate 
disabled persons. 

“It was amazing,” says Maureen a 
Winchester reaiHt-nrhoyf’W her thirties 
“Sirens were blasting so loudly from 
outside, but no one moved, not even the 
people who usually need only the 
slightest excuse to leave. It was my first 
time in the State House. I got up in front 
of all those people and I was on. It was 
like magic! r ’ 

That magic day was six years ago. 
Thanks to Maureen and her supporters, 
15 months later, in July of 1974, the 
Architectural Barrier Bill was passed 
into law. 

The bill, which adds a new chapter to 
the Massachusetts building code, 
stipulates that certain structural 
modifications be made in building 
construction to better accommodate 
people who are mobility impaired. 
Depending upon the size and value of the 
work to be done, the changes include 
making entrances more accessible to 
wheelchairs, reducing telephone heights, 
and modifying bathroom facilities. 

The effects of the new law have been 
felt by a great number of people, not only 
builders and contractors, but those at the 
MBTA, Port and Housing Authorities as 
well. 

Today, four and one-half years after 
the bill’s passing, Maureen continues to 
be actively involved with its en¬ 
forcement, acting on a board which hears 
the complaints of those unable to comply 
with the law and testifying against of¬ 
fenders^ the bill at state hearings. 

Maureen Winn has come a long way 
from the shy young girl in Spanish class 
who was secretly infatuated with the boy 
across the room. She has undergone a 
great many changes. Most of them 
normal, natural progressions we all 
experience in our lives as we encounter 
new friends or change work or lifestyles. 
But some were sudden changes, forced 
upon Maureen when, 18 years ago, 
unexpectedly and with little previous 
warning, she was stricken with multiple 
sclerosis, a progressive disease of the 
central nervous system. 

Maureen sits in the comfortable 
surroundings of her colonial-furnished 
home. Misty, a shaved English sheep 
dog, is sprawled lazily at the side of her 
wheelchair. Although both of Maureen’s 
legs are paralyzed, she still retains 
partial use of her hands. 

Of the changes in her life says, “I was 
the most socially uncomfortable person I 
knew. I think that over the years my 
inner strength has most definitely sur¬ 
faced. I didn’t ask to be put into a world 
that can’t accommodate me. But I’m 
here, so I’ll just have to try to make all 
the necessary changes so that it does. 
Ten years ago, when I first started using 
a wheelchair, I began seeing all the 
things that were inaccessible to me. 
That’s when we started a task force on 
architectural barriers.’’ 

Active in numerous sports in high 
school, Maureen had hoped to go to 
California to practice swimming and 
diving for possible Olympic competition. 
Although those sports may be out for her 
now, Maureen has discovered an entirely 
new hobby — wheelchair sports. 

“Many disabled people don’t realize 
their options," Maureen explains, “They 
don’t know about all the neat things they 
can get into.” 

Everything that Maureen undertakes, 


it seems, is done with the same zeal and 
drive which reduced a state assembly 
room to a scene of quiet ceremony that 
long ago day in 1973. 

A human services major at Boston 
University, she completed her program 
and received a bachelor’s degree in just 
two years. 

At her graduation, one of her teachers 
remarked that she should go to law 
school. 

“Maureen,” he said, “you’d be great 
in the court room.” 

Her father’s retort to that: “Don’t 
even mention law school tocher tecause 
she’ll probably be out in a yeanfand a 
half.” T 

Maureen has helped to pass 13 laws in 
the Massachusetts legislators^ 
played an instrumental role, with a little 
help from Ralph Nader, in bringing the 
Department of Justice to file an anti¬ 
trust action against the country’s leading 
durable equipment manufacturer The 
suit which was filed in spring ut 1978, 
questioned a company’s right to be the 
sole manufacture of equipment for the 
handicapped which is, in many cases, 
poor quality. 

Maureen recalls that at one consumer 
meeting, a man from this large cor¬ 
poration came “just to see who I was.” In 
another instance, people belonging to this 
manufacturing company refused to sell 
her equipment, saying that they didn't 
want to lose their franchises. 

“It’s frightening what one person can 
do if he just speaks out,” says Maureen 

The Architectural Barrier Bill and the 
anti-trust suit are only two in a long list of 
achievements Maureen has compiled for 
the cause of the handicapped. Every day 


she discovers yet another cause for 
protest, and in Maureen’s case, a good 
fight for her rights. 

At the root of Maureen’s successful 
life is her desire to maintain a strong 
identity and a certain amount of in¬ 
dependence. 

“One of the greatest problems for a 
person who is born disabled,’’says 
Maureen, “is that they tend to get their 
wheelchair and their own identity mixed 
up.” 

At ther high school reunion, Maureen 
met up with a few guys who used to play 
basketball with her. “They were really 
upset,’’ Maureen recalls. “They 
remember a super tom boy. now they see 
-omeone in a wheelchair.” Her voice 
, brcdlTfiPS empli&Tio'. “Do yoivVhow two of 
those guys cried. 1 told them, ‘Don’t cry. 
Get to know me the way I am now.” 

In one of her classes in college, a 
professor decided to draw an aspect 
which dascribed each of the members in 
his class. For Maureen, he drew a wheel. 
Maureen was crushed when she saw it 
Here is this man, she thought, with so 
much supposed understanding, teaching 
about human services, and all he can see 
of me is my handicap. 

Maureen, it is apparent, sees herself 
as much more than a woman in a 
wheelchair. And so, it seems, do the 
people with whom she associates. 

Currently she is dating three men 
(only one of whom is handicapped). And 
she recalls that one of the nicest 
moments of her life was the time when 
one of her dates came to pick .her up and 
forgot she was in a wheelchair.

WHS Plan Marathon Dance 
To Benefit Town Pool Fund 


There are several things that the 
average person does on a Saturday af¬ 
ternoon. Commonly people wash the car 
(weather permitting), go grocery 
shopping, or simply enjoy the day off 
from work or school. But March 3, it’s 
likely that some Winchester High School 
students will be doing an uncommon 
thing with their afternoon. They’ll be 
nearing the end of a 24-hour dance 
marathon at Lincoln School. 

The 24-hour dance, the idea of WHS 
student. Stephanie Schwartzman, will 
benefit the town's proposed community 
swimming pool. The town’s first dance 
marathon, it is the combined effort of 
high school students and staff, members 
of the Parent Faculty Association, and 
the town Recreation Department 

The event will begin at 7 p.m. March 2 
in the gymnasium of the Lincoln School. 
A wide variety of music, from disco to 
waltz, will be played by a taped sound 
system. If the dancers’ stamina holds 
out, the marathon will continue until 7 
p.m. the next day. 

Already 40, 10th, 11th, and 12th grade 
students have signed up to participate, 
but Stephanie and Student Union 
president, Donna Farrell, said they 
expect more to join in. 

To dance, students must obtain at 
least 10 sponsors. A sponsor pledges to 
pay the dancer a minimum of 25 cents 
per hour on the floor. The dancers have 
an incentive for making it to the 24-hour 
mark. A $100 prize will be awarded to the 
couple dancing the longest. If more than 
one pair is still moving after 24 hours, the 
prize will be given to the couple who 
collect the most pledges 

“A lot of kids are going for the $100,” 
Stephanie explained. “One kid has 45 
sponsors already and he’s sure he can 
make it 24 hours.” 

Another selling point for marathon 
organizers in recruiting people to dance, 
is the possibility that Channel 4’s 
Evening Magazine eamaras may be 
filming the marathon. 


Stephanie said that Jerry Ferro of the 
Recreation Department contacted 
Evening Magazine with the film feature 
idea. She said the Evening Magazine 
board will review the idea, and the 
marathon organizers should know if the 
eamaras will arrive a week before the 
dance. 

Stephanie and Donna both insist that 
many of the dancers will be able to last 24 
hours. They claim students stay up 24 
hours writing papers for school, why not 
stay up doing something they enjoy'.' 

If you have visions of “They Shoot 
Horses Don’t They," Stephanie and 
Donna said Winchester’s marathon will 
not be that severe. 

First, the only rule is that the dancer’s 
feet are moving. Slow dances will help to 
"rest" tired feet. The participants will 
also take 10 minute breaks every hour 

The organizers are encouraging many 
people to dance, even if it’s only for four 
hours. Individuals may also enter the 
contest, but only couples are eligible for 
the $100 prize. 

Stephanie said that Disco-tronics will 
be providing the taped music, and light 
show. The music, despite the system’s 
name, won’t he all disco. 

"Kids get sick of disco,” she said. The 
Disco-tronic people will bring along 
music spanning 40 years. A disk jocky 
comes along with their repertoire, and 
Stephanie said he is expected to be an 
inspirational force to keep the dancers 
dancing 

The organization has played lor 
Winchester high school dances before, 
and Stephanie said they are getting a 
break on the price of the music They’ll 
play 24 hours for $400 The group’s usual 
rate is about that price lor only four 
hours. 

The radio station will carry the 
marathon during their regular hours 
There is a possibility that the station may

Governor Edward King’s proposed 
plan to cap local spending and taxes at 
the FY’79 level presents serious 
problems to Winchester, a town with 
limited potential for tax growth and 
rising service costs due to inflation, the 
members of the Board of Selectmen said 
Tuesday night in a meeting with State 
Sen. Samuel Rotondi and State Rep. 
Sherman Saltmarsh. 

The Governor’s proposal also includes 
measures which would substantially 
decrease local control over municipal 
budgets, board Chairman Edward F. 
O’Connell told Rotondi and Saltmarsh, 
who were invited to give selectmen 
clarification of the bill, before the first 
hearings on the proposal, scheduled for 
yesterday. 

“Are we paranoiac when we raise the 
specter of state intervention in local 
affairs?” O’Connell asked. "Sure, we 
want to cut our budget to the minimum, 
but wc also want to preserve this aspect 
of local government,” he continued. 

“How are these statements perceived 
by members of the Legislature?” 
O’Connell asked Rotondi and Saltmarsh. 

Rep. Saltmarsh agreed that elements 
of the bill would seriously erode home 
rule, citing as an example the section 
dealing with a Local Finance Appeals 
Board. 

The appeals board, which would grant 
exemptions from the established tax 
limits, would consist of five members, all 
appointees of the Governor, Saltmarsh 
noted. 

A local governing body would be able, 
by a two-thirds vote, to request per¬ 
mission of the board to exceed its budget 
limit, the representative explained. 

No guidelines for judging these 
requests is outlined in the Governor’s tax 
limitation proposal and full authority is 
granted the board members, according 
to an analysis of the proposal by the 
Massachusetts League of Cities and 
Towns. 

Rep. Saltmarsh called the description 
of the appeals board “misleading,” 
noting that the selectmen had hit the 
sensitive point in the bill in questioning 
this section. 

"From reading this, you get the 

FY ’80 Budget 
Proposes $6.74 
Tax Increase 

The Town Manager’s Office has 
released a proposed budget of $22,688,065 
for fiscal year 1980 for the town of Win¬ 
chester. 

The fiscal year 1979 budget is 
$21,784,710. 

According to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, a tax rate of $81.54 is projected at 
this time, in order to produce a property 
tax of $16,879,065 (assuming assessed 
valuations of $207,000,000). 

This would be a $6.74 tax increase 
over the present tax rate of $74.80. 

In announcing the budget, Groux said, 
“My revenue projections are con¬ 
servative, expenditure projections are 
realistic or even on the high side, and, of 
course, the cherry sheet has not been 
distributed by the Commonwealth yet.” 

Groux said he believes that the tax 
increase projected at this time will be 
substantially lower by the time the May, 
1979 Town Meeting convenes, since 
Governor Edward King and the 
Legislature are in the process of drafting 
new legislation aimed at producing caps 
on local spending as well as caps on local 
taxes. 

Furthermore, Groux said, the amount 
of state aid distributed to local govern¬ 
ments will hopefully he increased. 

The town manager said he carefully 


impression that you get what you want,” 
Saltmarsh said. "All it means is that you 
go to an appeals board. It doesn’t say 
what you’re going to do there," he added. 

“Any type of appeals board like that 
would lose my support,” the represen¬ 
tative told selectmen. 

Commenting on other details of the 
proposal which are causing concern to 
local governments, Sen. Rotondi said, 
“There are still lots of issues to look at, 
bugs to be worked out — the questions of 
binding arbitration, tenure for both 
teachers and non-teachers. 

“Senate President William Bulger, 
who hasn’t yet commented on the 
legislation, and others are being very 
cautious on this,” Rotondi said. 

Saltmarsh noted another problem 
which the bill presents to local officials, 
saying that the proposal doesn’t address 
the problem of fiscal autonomy of school 
departments. 

“If the school budget goes up,” 
Saltmarsh said, “the funds will have to 
come from other town departments." 

Both legislators agreed with select¬ 
men that the proposed tax limitation 
proposal presents particular problems to 
a town like Winchester, that is well 
managed and has already made con¬ 
certed efforts to keep its costs pruned. 

Saltmarsh said that because Win¬ 
chester has no “fat in its budget,” it will 
be especially difficult for the town to 
meet the intent of the legislation. 

Selectman Richard N. Wilsack noted 
that some communities have talked of 
borrowing to keep their tax rate down, 
hut Winchester has not considered 
borrowing. 

In response, Saltmarsh noted that 
borrowing brings further problems to 
communities, saying, “1 think that’s poor 
management on a town’s part, even in 
view of the tax caps. Winchester is one of 
nine communities in the state that has a 
triple A credit rating,” the represen¬ 
tative added. 

In response to the board’s questions 
about the mood of the Legislature, 
Saltmarsh said, “There is a lot of 
pressure on every elected official, that 
we’ve got to do something about property 
taxes. 

“1 don’t think the proposal will end up 
in the form as presented by the Gover¬ 
nor, because it’s loaded with technical 
problems,” he said. “I don’t know what 
form it will be in on the ballot,” he 
continued,” but if it gets on the ballot, it 
will sail by.” 

Chairman O’Connell requested that 
Sen. Rotondi and Rep. Saltmarsh keep 
the selectmen informed of any changes in 
the tax limitation proposal. 

“Here we sit with our budget,” 
O’Connell said,” “not knowing what may 
be imposed on us. It’s possible that major 
surgery will have to be performed.”

broadcast all night for the event, but 
details still need to be worked out, 
Stephanie said.

reviewed the budgetary requests of all 
departments and made reductions in 
those requests, in anticipation of the 
Governor’s proposed legislation, which 
would substantially limit local ex¬ 
penditures and local taxes. 

Groux said he also made reductions 
from the fiscal 1979 level of spending in 
some cases where it appeared possible to 
do so without significantly affecting 
services. The only budget requests he did 
not reduce, Groux said, were those 
submitted by elected boards. 

Most of the expenditure increases in 
the town’s budget are the result of either 
wage adjustments flowing from 
collective bargaining contracts or in¬ 
creased energy costs for fuel, gas, 
electricity and other types of utilities, the 
town manager said.

Power Outage 
Hits Center Area 

Three hundred customers of Boston 
Edison were without electrical power for 
approximately eight hours Monday, 
according to a Boston Edison 
spokesman. 

The power outage that occurred at 
1:30 p.m. affected homes and busine ses 
in the Winchester center area. According 
to police, a short circuit on a shield of an 
Edison pole on Winchester place caused 
the failure. Edison crews worked on 
temporary repairs to the wire, and power 
resumed at 3 p.m. 

Edison spokesman Bill Conley said 
power was stopped again at6:40 p.m. and 
remained out until 1:15 a.m. Tuesday 
while the crews made permanent 
repairs. 


Local officials for the federal jobs 
program CETA (Comprehensive Em¬ 
ployment Training Act) are upset over a 
change in CETA regulations, announced 
on Jan. 19. 

As of April l, the average annual 
salary per CETA position must be $7200, 
according to the new regulation. 

Under the present policy, an average 
of $7800 per slot has been set as a goal, 
but there has been no requirement that 
the goal be reached. 

In order to achieve the $7200 average 
for yearly salaries, the CETA con¬ 
sortiums in Massachusetts will not be 
able to offer as many $10,000 a year 
maximum salary positions as they do at 
present. 

Howard Chase Jr., CETA coordinator 
for the town of Winchester and a 
member of the Area Advisory Manpower 
Planning Board, called the new 
regulation “upsetting,” one which could 
‘ ‘cripple the progra m. ” 

“This requirement will automatically 
rule many people out from the CETA 
program,” Chase said. “You . Ceta 
regulation can’t offer a married person 
with a family a job paying $138 a week,” 
he said. 

A CETA laborer working at the 
department of public works currently 
earns $192.30 per week, according to 
Chase. 

“Now we’re going to ask them to work 
for a weekly salary of $138,” he con¬ 
tinued, noting that some local CETA 
officials are “wild over this new 
regulation.” 

“We’d like to see something done 
about this,” Chase said. 

Winchester is one of 12 communities 
within the Medford CETA Consortium. 

Cathy Bentis, public information 
officer of CETA Balance of State, which 
includes the Medford Consortium, said 
work is still being done on the new 
regulation, which will be finalized by the 
end of March. 

“People in our office have questioned 
the Department of Labor about this 
regulation,” Bentis said. “They’re 
asking, ‘Is it realistic to think we’ll get 


people on board for $7200 a year?”’ 
Bentis said. 

The intent of the requirement that 
consortiums achieve an average of $7200 
per CETA slot is related to the intent of 
the Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act itself, some CETA officials 
have said. 

• If the salaries of more CETA 
positions are reduced to entry-level 
wages, the officials said, CETA par¬ 
ticipants will perhaps feel compelled to 
see their CETA jobs as transitional and 
will look for better-paying nonCETA 
jobs, instead of staying with the 
program. 


The Medford Consortium received an 
allocation of approximately $12 million 
to fund about 1900 CETA positions in 
special projects and individual slots for 
this year. The jobs are located in both 
governmental and non-profit agencies 
that service the Medford CETA area. 

The positions have to be filled by 
April 1. according to Richard Lee, CETA 
public service officer at the Medford 
Consortium office. 

To be eligible for the program, ap¬ 
plicants must be residents,of the con¬ 
sortium, be unemployed and meet the 
economic guidelines as set by CETA.

Police and fire officials are in¬ 
vestigating the source of a weekend fire 
and vandalism which damaged a room in 
the Lincoln School.

Parents To Review Reading Lists 


Junior high parents and School 
Committee members have been invited 
to a meeting with junior high language 
arts teachers after school on March 1 at 
Lynch Junior High to review the school 
reading lists. 

The invitation was extended by 
Frances Russell, head of the English 
department, who reviewed the junior 
high language arts program with the 
committee. 

Standardized testing shows that 
Winchester students are scoring high, 
and the seventh and eighth grade 
language lab program seems to be 
successful, she reported. The goal of 
having language arts skills transferred 
into other academic areas is being ac¬ 
complished. 

Miss Russell said the seventh and 
eighth grade lab program, which is held 
once a week for all students, is more 
successful in meeting some of the 


reading problems than everything that 
was done in grades 1-6. She said she 
wished the program could be extended to 
the ninth grade. 

While Miss Russell was complimented 
for the reading list for the high school 
which was developed, committee 
members and parents expressed their 
feeling that the junior high list was weak 
and did not offer enough books to 
challenge students. 

Miss Russell said she felt there was 
enough challenge for the gifted students, 
but she said there is a need for materials 
which students with low ability can 
handle. 

Teachers try to start a student at a 
level where he can read and enjoy it, she 
said, cautioning that reading that is too 
difficult could kill reading for a child. 
Gifted students are directed to a sup¬ 
plementary reading list, she explained.

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Guest Editorial 

One Approach To Solving 
Teenage Drinking Problems 

By REP. SHERMAN W. SALTMARSH, JR. 

The 18 year-old girl was apprehended by the Winchester police 
at 2:30 in the morning as she drove her car round and round the 
rotary in the wrong direction! When Informed of her hazardous 
act, she insisted that she had not been driving the car. Her breath 
reeked of alcohol. Her speech was garbled. 

But she was only one of the scores of teenage drinkers who 
have come into contact with the local police in recent months. 
Since 1976, a total of 123 persons under the age of 21 have had to be 
placed in protective custody. That figure represents 60 percent of 
all those detained until they could sober up enough to be released. 

In addition to the human evidence of youthful alcohol abuse, 
Winchester has been hard hit with attendant social problems of a 
serious nature. Wildwood Cemetery has been desecrated and beer 
cans left strewn among overturned tombstones. 

Vandals and would-be arsonists, who broke Into McCall Junior 
High, left empty liquor containers behind when they fled the 
scene. Church dances had to be cancelled when the drinking 
problem became too widespread to handle and a dance at Town 
Hall led to several arrests when some young people, under the 
influence of alcohol, turned a social event into police statistics. 

Such have been the results of the law that lowered the legal 
drinking age to 18. As deplorable as they are, they pale Into in¬ 
significance when compared to the serious accidents caused by 
young drinkers and to the consequences on innocent drivers who 
were unfortunate victims of accidents caused by youths driving 
under the influence. 

It was recognition of these facts that led me to co-sponsor 
legislation for the last four years to raise the legal drinking age. I 
believe this will finally come to pass in the immediate future. 

Last week, however, I voted against the substitute motion 
passed by the House that would raise the drinking age to 19 
because I felt it was a poor compromise — a band-aide approach 
to a problem requiring major surgery. We’re all aware of the 
filter effect of liquor purchasing. There were problems prior to 
1973 when Older teenagers used to ask their friends who were over 
21 to make a buy for them. Now the problem has filtered through 
to youngsters of junior high age. Parties for kids only 13 and 14 
often feature alcohol along with the latest records on the stereo. 
When it comes to drinking, the age of consent seems to bear 
distant relationship to the legal age. 

Therefore, 1 consider it imperative to remove liquor frqxtl o;ui} , 
schools and since there are 19 year olds attendingourhigh school,— 
it is clear that the minimum age must go beyond this point. It also 
is important that we pass legislation that can be enforced with 
consistancy and uniformity. The establishment of one legal age 
for the purchase of liquor in bars and restaurants and a second 
one for the purchase in package stores is a bit ridiculous if the 
intent of the law is to protect our young from the abuse of alcohol, 
regardless of where the alcohol is imbibed. 

Like so many of my colleagues, I regret that some young 
people view any change in the drinking law as a punitive act on the 
part of the legislature. They cite many of the arguments that led 
the legislature in 1972 to approve a drinking age of 18. Passed 
amid the emotionalism that characterized the era of the Vietnam 
War, it was a well-meant gesture designed to show public con¬ 
fidence in a generation sent to fight and die on foreign soil. 

But, no matter how well-meant the act was, time has proven it 
to be a mistake. And it was a mistake I am willing to acknowledge 
by going along with a two-year phase-ln so that those now legally 
entitled to drink will not have the right withdrawn. But at the end 
of that period, hopefully, no teenager will be able to purchase 
liquor in the Commonwealth with the sanction of the law. 

The term "teenager” has come to connote to most of us 
adolescerise — the time in life when an individual strives to 
-establish direction and discover identity. Punctuating the final 
teen year with alcohol will do little to expedite maturity or help 
clarify sensitive issues. Just as legislators refuse to allow children 
to be exploited by labor, we should refuse to allow them to be 
exploited by the purveyors of alcohol. , 

Any doubt about the wisdom of raising the legal drinking age 
should be dispelled by a visit to some of the scenic areas in this 
community. Our public beaches, parks, woodlands and open 
fields are littered with every conceivable form of liquor con¬ 
tainers. The public drinking problem has brought us a public litter 
problem and the sooner we act to correct them both, the better life 
will become for all involved. 

“Make it one for my baby and one more for the road” might 
have been a catchy line in a hit song, but taken at face value it’s a 
request that is costing Massachusetts more than we are willing to 
pay.

The Senate 

The senate held its first roll 
calls of the 1979 session last 
week, and all its action centered 
on the bill to raise the drinking 
age. 

Governor’s Conference — 
Senate approved 31-0, 
resolutions urging Governor 
King to request a meeting of the 
governors of the New England 
•'states and Neiy York to consider 
“establishing“uniformity in the 
various states’ drinking age 
laws. 

Supporters argued the 
resolution would help begin a 
process to establish a uniform 
drinking age in the New England 
states and New York and would 
help prevent younger people 
from driving across state lines to 
drink in states which have lower 
ages than others. 

Sen. Rotondi voted for the 
resolutions. 

Discharge Ways and Means 

Senate rejected 21-10, a 
motion to discharge the Senate 
Ways and Means from further 
consideration of the entire House 
bill which hikes the drinking age 
to 19 immediately, to 20 in one 
year and to 21 in two years. If a 
two-thirds vote of the Senate 
were to discharge the bill, the 
measure would then go to the 
Senate floor and would allow 
Senators to debate, arrjend and 
vote on the House version. 
Without the bill being 
discharged, the Senate 
technically is unable to-vote on 
any measure except a hike to 19 
because the Ways and Means 
Committee never reported out 
the House phase-in to 21. 

Supporters argued it was 
important to discharge the bill to 
allow the full Senate.to consider 
the House phase-in to 21. They 
said it was unfair for the Ways 
and Means Committee to bottle 
up the House version. Some 
opponents voted against 
discharge for a number of 
reasons. Some support a hike 
only to 19 and preferred not to 
allow the bill to be amended to 20 
and-or 21 on the Senate floor. 
Some preferred leaving the age r 
at 18. Others may not have 
wanted to discharge the bill 
because it would put them in a 
position of opposing the 
leadership and the “committee' 
system.” 

Sen. Rotondi voted against 
the discharge. 

Hike to 19 Senate gave final 
approval 31-3, to the bill hiking 
the drinking age to 19 for both on 1 
and off-premise consumption. 
The bill also provides for a i 
special commission to study 
alcohol abuse. 

Some supporters argued the 
bill, was a reasonable com-,, 
promise and would get drinking- ’ 
out of the high schools and awayjq 
from younger teenagers. Othei^ * 
supporters indicated they ac¬ 
tually support a hike to 21, but 
voted for a hike to 19 for now 


because they said it was better 
than leaving it at 18. Some op¬ 
ponents objected to raising the 
age to 19 and said they may have 
preferred leaving it at 18. Others 
may support a hike to 21 *and 
refused to vote for a hike to only 
19. 

Sen. Rotondi voted for the 
hike to 19. 

House 

Hike to 19 — House approved 
94-64, an amendment to hike the 
drinking age to 19 for both on¬ 
premise consumption and 
package store purchases. The 
amendment would replace the 
original bill’s language hiking 
the age to 19 immediately and 
then to 21 in six months. 

Supporters of the hike to 19 
argued raising the age from 18 to 
19 would help take liquor out of 
the high schools and help prevent 
it from filtering down*to junior 
high schools. They also noted the 
hike to 21 would encourage 
young people to drive to bor¬ 
dering states with lower drinking 
ages to buy liquor and could 
actually increase highway 
fatalities. Some also noted a hike 
to 21 was another example of 
“big brother” and government 
intrusion into private lives, while 
others noted 19-year-olds have 
most other legal rights and 
responsibilities and should not be 
prohibited from drinking. 

Most opponents argued a hike 
to 19 was not sufficient and noted 
an Increase in alcohol-related 
highway accidents since the age 
was lowered from 21 in 1973. 
Others noted an Increase In 
vandalism and alcohol abuse 
among teenagers since 1973. 
Some said they realized they 
were making the hike to regulate 
the lives of individuals, but 
claimed it must be done to 
consider the common good. 
Some opponents also voted 
against the hike to 19 because 
they opposed any hike in the age, 
and favored leaving the age at 
18. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against 
the hike to 19. This would leave 
the original bill intact with a hike 
to 19 and then in six months a 
hike to 21. 

Package Stores to 21 — House 
approved 112-46, an amendment 
to gradually raise the age for 
which liquor could be purchased 
at package stores. The age would 
remain at 19 for one year, then 
be Increased to 20, and after two 
years would be set at 21. 

Supporters argued the 
amendment was a compromise 
and said it would go further 
toward keeping liquor out of the 
hands of those under 19 since 
most of those youngsters get 
liquor from older friends who 
buy it in package stores. Many 
noted they favored the amen¬ 
dment because they favored a 
general hike to 21 and this was a 
step toward that. Opponents 
argued the amendment would be 
extremely confusing and unfair 
for young adults. Many also 
noted this would encourage those 
under 21 to drive across the state 
borders to buy in package stores 
and then drive home drunk. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for 
phasing in a hike in the age to 
buy at package stores to 20 and 
then 21. 

Initial Approval — House 
gave initial approval 121-37, to 
the bill raising the legal drinking 
age immediately from 18 to 19 


for both on-premise and off- 
premise consumption. The bill 
also raises the legal age for 
package store purchases to 20 in 
one year, and then to 21 in two 
years. Another provision allows 
18 year olds to continue working 
as bartenders, waiters and 
package store clerks. 

Some supporters were happy 
with the package as a whole and 
called it a reasonable com¬ 
promise. Other supporters still 
supported an overall hike to 21, 
but saw this version as a 
beginning to that end and cer¬ 
tainly better than leaving the age 
at 18. 

Opponents voted against the 
package for a variety of reasons. 
Some may support a general 
hike to 21 and preferred not to 
vote for a hike to 19; others may 
support the 19 year old age but 
objected to the package store 
hike to 21; and others may not 
support any hike' and prefer 
leaving the age at 18. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
bill. 

Hike to 21 - House changed its 
earlier decision and gave final 
approval 109-44, to a new bill 
raising the age for both on and 
off-premise drinking to 19 im¬ 
mediately, to 20 next year, and to 
21 the following year. The 
measure also allows 18 year olds 
to work in restaurants, package 
stores and warehouses selling 
liquor. It also provides a penalty 
of up to six months in prison and- 
or a $500 fine for anyone con¬ 
victed of selling liquor to minors 
and a $1000 fine and -or two and 
one half year sentence for a 
second offense. 

Arguments for and against 
the phase-in hike to 21 were 
similar to the ones voiced in the 
previous debate over hikes in the 
age. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the 
phased in hike to 21. 

County Government — House 
rejected $3-63, a bill providing 
for the establishment of a special 
commission to study the 
abolition of county government 
and the transfer of county fun¬ 
ctions. The committee would 
then make its recommendations, 
if any, together with legislation 
to implement any of its 
suggestions. 

Supporters argued that court 
reform has taken away the 
major function of county 
government, ar.d claimed there 
is very little reason to continue 
the existence and expense of 
county government. Opponents 
argued it was beyond the time to 
study county government and 
said it was time to act on the 
problems. They noted there were 
concrete bills .before the 
legislature toward improving 
and changing county govern¬ 
ment, and said a study on 
abolishing it was a waste of time. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for 
establishing the commission. 

School Board Meets 

The Winchester School Committee 
will meet Monday at 7!30 p.m. at the 
Sanborn House. 

The committee will discuss af¬ 
firmative action programs in the school 
system; advanced placement (AP) 
‘‘weighting’’ of courses and class rank; 
early tenure; and the principalship of 
Washington and Noonan schools. 

Social studies teacher William 
O’Connor will report on social studies 
programs at the secondary level. 

Budget issues will also be discussed.

Mahogany Importer Dies 

William I. Palmer, a life long and 
highly respected citizen of Winchester 
passed away early Thursday morning, 
Feb. 7, at his home “Oak Lodge” McCall 
road, after an illness of a little less than 
three weeks. 

Mr. Palmer was born in Winchester 
March 1, 1869, the son of Irving S. and 
Eugenia E. (Parker) Palmer. 

He attended the public schools and 
was graduated from the Winchester High 
School before entering Massachuuetts 
Institue of Technology from which he 
received his degree with the class of 1891. 

His business life was spent with the 
Charlestown firm of Palmer and Parker, 
mahogany importers and manufac¬ 
turers, he having been at the time of his 
death treasurer of this old line business 
house which was established by his 
maternal grandfather, Harrison Parker., 
in 1833, and which claims the distinction 
of being the oldest manufacturer of 
mahogany in the world. 

Mr. Palmer took an active interest in 
the civil life of the community and many 
local institutions have benefited through 
his generous philanthropy. He was a life 
member of William Parkman and Mystic 
Valley Masonic lodges, also of Win¬ 
chester Royal Arch Chapter, Woburn 
Royal Arch Chapter, Boston Com- 
mandery, Knights Templar and Aleppo 
Temple of the Mystic Shrine. 

His social and business connections 
were with the University Club, the 
Winchester Country Club and the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He is survived by his wife. 

The funeral services will be held on 
Saturday afternoon at 2:30 at his 
residence and will be conducted by Rev. 
Howard J. Chidley, pastor of the First 
Congretational Church. Internment will 
be in Wildwood Cemetary.

In monitoring each public and private 
school system, the Department of Public 
Health will continue the Immunization 
Survey for children entering kin- j 
dergarten; require school officials to 
report the immunization status of new 
school enrollees (grades 1-12) who 
transfer into their school systems in 
September, 1979; and require that all ' 
newly-enrolled kindergarten children be * 
immunized against mumps and rubella, f. 
beginning September. 1979, in ac- / 
cordance with the School Immunization ? 
Law. 

The efforts of school and health of- . 
ficials, the department said, have 
eliminated the diseases of diphtherUjY 
tetanus, pertussis and polio as seriojM, 
health problems in Massachusetts. rl f 

In it’s memorandum, the departmeil 
said, “There is no reason why measlefj 
mumps and rubella should not be added 
to this list.”

choristers are expected to learn 
musical instrument and many learn 
more than one. 

In the choir there are 20 boys whose 
ages range from nine to 13 now studying 
for entrance examinations to Britain’s 
top private schools. 

They will be able to continue their 
musical studies after their voices have 
broken and they can no longer sing in 
choirs. While visiting Winchester, the 
boys will study Thursday morning at the 
Church of the Epiphany. 

Adult members of the choir, or “lay 
clerks” are highly experienced singers, 
many have been choristers themselves 
and, later, choral scholars at Oxfordand 
Cambridge. Most follow independent 
careers apart from their singing (many 
of them are teachers) but several are 
already making their mark as soloists in 
Britain. 


The current tour, which began in 
Canada Feb. 15. is Neary’s seventh tour 
to the US and Canada since 1963. 

There has been a choir school at 
Winchester Cathedral for six centuries. 
Male choir singing, however, has been 
going on at the church for the past 900 
years. 

The cathedral itself has an interesting 
history. A cousin of William the 
Conqueror (Bishop Walkelin) began the 
church in 1079, which makes it one year 
younger than the Tower of London. 
Although it is not tall (blame the marshy 
ground) it is the longest medieval church 
in Europe, measuring 526 feet. 


The imposing nave with fine vaulting 
and massive piers, is little changed from 
Walkelin’s time. There are breath-taking 
stained glass windows; a 12th century 
black marble font; a multitude of car 
vings and statues, a magificant 15th 
century altar screen, and the entrace to 
Bishop Langton’s Chantry, a little statue 
of William Walker. The cathedral doe^’t 
forget. 


Martin Neary, 38, solo organist, or¬ 
chestral conductor, and choir director, 
has been named “Organist of Distinc¬ 
tion” by Grove’s Dictionary of Music. He 
has been director of the cathedral choir 
since age 31, the youngest person to ever 
hold that position. 


Once there was a great tower, built by 
Walkelin, but it collapsed in 1107. The fall 
of the tower was popularly attributed at 
the time to the burial beneath it of the 
hated King William Rufus seven years 
earlier. Rufus, son of the Coqueror, met 
his death by an arrow - perhaps it was an 
accident, perhaps murder - hunting in the 
new Forest, 15 miles away. 

The original oak roof was constructed 
of massive beams hewn from the nearby 
forest. The present stone roof was 
completed during the time of Bishop 
William of Wykeham, founder of Win¬ 
chester College. He also founded New 
College, Oxford, which, by coincidence, 
celebrates its 600th anniversary in 1979. 


Many famous people are buried in 
Winchester Cathedral, including: Izaak 
Walton the fisherman (1593-1683), he died 
near the cathedral at No. 7, The Close; 
novelist Jane Austen, who died aged 42 in 
1817 and is buried in the north aisle of the 
nave (she lived 17 miles north-east of 
Winchester, in the village of Chawton 
Her home, where she wrote such 
masterpieces as ‘Pride and Prejudice' 
and ‘Persuasion’, is now a museum with 
many personal relics); also St. Swithin 


The city of Winchester makes an ideal 
center for a mini-cathedral tour 
Chichester with its lovely cathedral, 
drama festival and Roman Villa is 30 
miles to the Southeast, and Salisbury, 
another great cathedral town, is 20 miles 
West, with Stonehenge just beyond.

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Winchester Surgeon’s Working Vacation Benefits Hondurans

At a time when many people were 
vacationing on the slopes of Colorado or 
basking in the Caribbean sun, Win¬ 
chester resident Frank Virnelli singed up 
for a two-week trip to the tropics of 
Central America — but he didn’t go to 
soak up the tropical sun. His was a 
working vacation, and the people of 
Santa Rosa de Capon, Honduras, were 
the ones to benefit. 

Dr. Virnelli, a plastic surgeon on the 
staff of Winchester Hospital, recently 
spent two weeks at a Honduran hospital 
providing care the population would not 
otherwise receive. For although general 
medical care is available to the people of 
Honduras, his patients were suffereing 
from deformities of the skin and muscles 
that could be helped only by a plastic 
surgeon's skills. 

He was one of two plastic and four 
general surgeons in a surgical team of 16 
that journeyed to the 260-bed regional 
Hospital Occidente in Santa Rosa de 
Capon, a town on the western Honduran 
frontier near Guatemala and El 
Salvador, The trip w : as sponosred by the 
Medical Group Missions of the Christian 
Medical Society in Oak Park, Ill., which 
regularly sends American medical 
personnel into developing countries. 
Although the CMS arranges op¬ 
portunities for the medical teams, the 
participating doctors pay all of their own 
expenses. 

A radio broadcast announcing the 
arrival of the surgical team in Santa 
Rosa brought most patients to the 
hospital. Patients ranged in age from two 
months to 40 years. “We saw not only 
infants but many adults," commented 
Dr. Virnelli, “in fact, half the patients 
with cleft lips that we treated were over 
the age of 10. 

Cleft lip repair was the most frequent 
operation performed on small children. A 
deformity present at birth which is 
usually treated in early infancy in the 
US, a cleft divides the upper lip into two 
sections and prevents normal speech and 
appearance. 

Many times correction could be done 
under local anesthesia and even very 
young children often went home the same 


day with only a bandage on their lip. 
Most repairs were done by the team’s 
other plastic surgeon Dr. Bruce Baker, 
senior assistant resident at University 
Hospital and follow-up care was provided 
by Honduran surgeons on staff at the 
hospital. 

In addition to repairing cleft lips, the 
surgical team corrected skin con¬ 
tractures, a deformity often found on the 
hand or neck caused either by an ac¬ 
cident or present from birth. Dr Virnelli 
treated two patients for serious machete 
wounds; both wounds were over 24 hours 
old when he saw them. 

“Hondurans manifest the manana 
syndrome," he explained. “They don’t 
worry about getting immediate attention 
for medical problems because it isn’t 
always available." 

Honduran surgeons assisted in 
surgery, and the American surgeons 
wer^ able to demonstrate the current 
approach to many commonly-performed 
procedures. 

The Americans left behind a little 
mechanical expertise as well, by 
repairing two pieces of broken equip¬ 
ment. One device, the electric der¬ 
matome, is used to take skin grafts and is 
essential if a large graft is required to 
cover a wound. After it was repaired the 
staff was trained to use it. 

Cultural differences proved in¬ 
teresting during his stay, too. Language 
barriers were especially difficult to 
overcome. Bed and board was provided 
at the home of a Honduran physician, and 
each morning the American guests and 
their Honduran hosts showed up at 
breakfast accompanied by their Spanish- 
English dictionaries. 

Breakfast itself was very American 
and consisted of several courses — eggs, 
pancakes, bread, cereal, and coffee. 
Such a spread is not the usual Honduran 
breakfast, but Dr. Virnelli’s hostess 
wanted to make certain her guests felt at 
home. “I also think she was afraid we 
wouldn’t get enough to eat," he laughed. 

Lunch and dinner were closer to the 
traditional Honduran diet, supplying rice 
or beans and a tortilla, with meat and two 
kinds of sauce — “devil sauce," a hot and 
spicy concoction, and “heavenly sauce," 


its cool counterpart. Fried bananas were 
common as were very good cuts of beef 
The hospital kitchen was well known for 
its soup kettle and a different kind of soup 
could be seen steaming on wood stoves 
each day. 

Virnelli had a chance to see a little ol 
the Honduran countryside during his 
stay. An all-day bus trip down bumpy dirt 
roads into the Honduran rain forest 
provided a chance to see the Mayan ruins 
at Copan, a civilization dating back to 600 
A.D. And a trip to a hot sulphur spring 
provided the only hot bath of his stay 

Shortly before he was to leave Hon 


duras and return to the US, Dr. Virnelli 
was walking the streets of Santa Rosa 
with a Honduran pediatician when he 
saw a man in his 30’s with a badly cleft lip 
approaching. 

As the man walked past. Dr. Virnelli 
wondered whether he had heard the radio 
broadcast announcing the availability of 
treatment for cleft lips provided by*the 
visiting surgeons. 

“If I don’t tell him, he'll never know," 
he thought and called out to the man, who 
stopped to listen while, through his 
Honduran colleague, Dr Virnelli ex¬ 


plained what could be done for him. 

“Come to the hospital tomorrow at 
eight and we can repair your lip.” 

The man appeared the next morning 
and by ‘):30 his lip had been recon¬ 
structed. A small scar, easily hidden by a 
moustache, was the only indication that 
the man’s face had once been other than 
handsome. Before applying a bandage, 
Dr. Virnelli handed the man a mirror and 
invited him to take a look. 

The man studied his reflection in the 
mirror, then despite the stitches on his 
upper lip, he broke into a wide grin.

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Agencies Receive United Way Allocations 


Two Winchester agencies have 
received a total of $27,014 as their 1979 
allocations from the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay. The allocations are 
$2932 more than what the agencies 
received from the United Way in 1978. 
The money will be used to provide ser¬ 
vices to area residents during 1979. 

The Winchester Chapter of the Red 
Cross received $21,014 as its 1979 
allocation, an increase of $932, and the 
North Metropolitan Homemaker Home 
Health Aide Service aws allocated $6000, 
an increase of $2000. 

Tri- Community Health services in 
Lexington, which serves Lexington, 
Arlington, and Winchester, was allotted 
$6000, a decrease of $2500. 

The specific allocation to the Red 
Cross was determined by the Red Cross, 
based on a total United Way allocation of 
$1,891,000 to the Red Cross for the support 
of 26 local chapters in the Mass. Bay 
area. 

The $6000 allocation to Tri- 
Community, despite a decrease from the 


previous year, is equivalent to the level 
of “free” care as reported by the agency. 
“Free” care is defined as that amount of 
service not covered by third party 
payments (e.g., Medicare, Medicaid) nor 
by clients’ fees. 

United Way allocations for 1979 are 
the result of year-round efforts by 113 
volunteers, led by James F. Callahan, Jr. 
of Lynnfield, chairman of the United 
Way’s top-level Allocations Suypport 
Policies Committee and partner of 
Arthur Anderson & Co. 

Four Winchester residents serve as 
United Way allocations volunteers and 
took part in the decisions on 1979 
allocations:Edward W. Kane, assistant 
loan officer, New England Merchants 
National Bank; Ellen M. O’Brien, first 
vice president, Massachusetts Teachers 
Association; Deborah Broadhurst of 
Glen Road; and Jan Levine, Investors 
Diversified Services. 

Thirty-six other United Way agencies 
in 17 other cities and towns in the United 
Way’s West Region received a total of 
$1,207,525 as their 1979 allocations.

A in't Misbehavin' is still running strong on Broadway, 
with no signs of closing, but that doesn’t mean that 
Boston theatregoers will miss out. This Wednesday, via 
a national touring company, the musical that won the Tony 
Award for Best Musical of 1977Y78 and other accolades offi¬ 
cially opens at Boston’s Wilbur Theatre. 

Ain't Misbehavin' is a tribute, in dance and music, to jazzman 
Thomas Wright "Fats” Waller. Under the tutelage of 
rag-timer James P Johnson, Fats Waller rose to fame as one 
of the outstanding stride pianists and jazz organists of the 
Twenties and Thirties, and as a composer. Often accompanying 
his fancy keyboard sprees with an easy singing 
style, Waller appeared on records, live on his own radio show, 
and even in films. His was a fast-paced career, cut short by 
pneumonia in 1943, when Waller was just 39. By that time, there 
were over 500 recordings under the Waller belt. 

The 30-odd songs in Ain't Misbehavin' come from that 
legacy. Some of them, like Honeysuckle Rose and Kcepin' Out of 
Mischief Note, are old-time swinging favorites. And some, like 
Waller’s biggest hit I'm Gonna Sit Right Down and Write 
Myself a Letter aren’t his compositions at all, but he made them 
live. They are all given voice and substance by five performers, a 
six-piece orchestra, and of course a piano, manned by J Leonard 
Oxley. 

Among those striding under the Wilbur’s kleig lights will be 
Ken Prymus, who played the blustery and befuddled Cowardly 
Lion in the Boston production of The Wiz this summer. You can 
see him on the cover, swaying Yvette Freeman. 

Ain't Misbehavin' is slated to stay at the Wilbur for seven 
weeks; closing night is April 14. Previews are held this Friday 
through Wednesday afternoon. Opening night, on Wednesday 
at 7:30, is a benefit for the Greater Roxbury Development 
Corporation, which includes a gala cast party and reception after 
the curtain falls. The performance schedule, for previews and 
all other shows is Tuesday through Saturday at 8 pm, with 
matinees Wednesday and Saturday at 2, Sunday at 3. There 
is a special Monday night show set for April 9, at 8. 

There’s no denying that this is an expensive undertaking. 
Tickets range from S9 to 820, and may be charged by calling 
426 8383, or get them at the box office at 252 Tremont Street 
(423 4008). For group rates, give a ring to 426-6444. Opening 
night benefit tickets cover the spectrum from SI5 to S25, and 
for information on how to get them, call the Development 
Corporation at 445 4242.

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Whatever a French 
chef might think, 
natural-food restau¬ 
rants are thriving in 
America. _

1 trained with a French chef for 
whom the appearance, and above 
all the taste of any dish were the 
vital concerns. Thus, 1 never quite 
know what to say when someone 
asks me, “Yes, but is it healthy?” 
We’d never heard of wheat germ or 
tofu in France, nor had the fog¬ 
giest notions of complementary 
proteins or the dangers of carcino¬ 
gens. We always used the freshest 
ingredients and cooked everything 
from scratch, of course, but in 
France that’s plain culinary 
common sense. 

I’m not sure what old Chef 
Chambrette would make of what 
are usually, and not altogether 
accurately, referred to as “health 
food” or “natural-food” res¬ 
taurants. Surely he’d grumble 
that you can’t make decent 
stocks and sauces without meat 
or poultry. No doubt he’d pale 
at the thought of baked goods 
without eggs, sugar, milk, or 
cream. He’d probably bemoan the 
deliberate blandness of many of the 
health dishes, and the nondescript 
texture of most vegetarian cas¬ 
seroles. On the other hand, I 
suspect Chambrette would admire 
the resourcefulness of those cooks 
who satisfy their customers despite 
the gaps on the ingredient shelf. 
He’d appreciate the simplicity and 
cleanliness of most natural-food 
restaurants, and the care and atten¬ 
tion of their employees. Who 
knows? If no one were watching he 
might even take a liking to alfalfa 
sprouts. 

Well, whatever a French chef 
might think, natural-food restau¬ 
rants are thriving in America. To 
check on the state of the art in Bos¬ 
ton we visited four such eating 
establishments. It’s too bad Chef 
Chambrette couldn’t share our 
findings. 

Seventh Inn 

As a rule, natural-food restaurants 
are home-spun, comfortable eating 
spots — better suited for an 
informal lunch than night-on-the- 
town dining. The Seventh Inn at 
69 Providence Street in Boston 
proves the exception to the rule, 
with class and style to match any 
occasion. It’s a quiet, tasteful place 
with recessed lights and veritable 
hanging gardens — a pleasing 
blend of Zen purity and Scandi¬ 
navian design. The fare of the 
Seventh Inn is macrobiotic, the 
branch of Japanese cooking which 
proscribes meat, sugar, and dairy 
products. Sticking to traditional 
Japanese dishes, we tried a feather- 
light, perfectly deep-fried vege¬ 
table tempura, and scallops 



steamed with soy, scallions and 
ginger. In their utter simplicity, the 
scallops attained the zenith of fishy 
perfection. 

A strictly vegetarian dish, the 
baked tofu comes with a nutty 
miso-tahini sauce. Tofu is a main¬ 
stay of natural-food diets: the high 
protein, low calorie “cheese” made 
from soybeans, it tastes very bland 
and has the consistency of light 
custard. It’s exceedingly “healthy.” 
Equally “healthy” is the water 
cress salad, which has lots of 
mineral spunk and is best enjoyed 
with a tart, potent salad dressing 
made from salt-cured umeboshi 
plums. 

Come dessert time, the Seventh 
Inn descends from its macrobiotic 
pedestal to offer ice cream and 
whipped cream atop such decidedly 
Western treats as apple pie, pear 
crisp, and Indian pudding. I tried 
the latter — a cream of wheat-like 
porridge loaded with maple syrup. 

The Seventh Inn serves meals to 
fit all budgets: $4 will fetch you an 
ample vegetarian dinner; 814, a 
sumptuous New England seafood 
platter. The wine list — unusual 
for this kind of restaurant — 
makes dining more elegant. 



The service is impeccable. 

Sanae 

The Seventh Inn has a baby 
brother on Newbury Street — 
Sanae — which is the oldest 
such eating establishment in 
Boston. Run cafeteria-style, the 
tidy basement shop has the rough- 
hewn feel of an alternative eatery. 

Sanae offers more conventional 
fare, not nearly so delicate as that 
of the Seventh Inn. We tried pan 
fried Soba Japanese buckwheat 
noodles - with vegetable sauce. 
The fine flavored noodles had 
plenty of texture, but the vege 
tables were overcooked and sadly 
flaccid. 'Hie broiled tofu was 
better. A tuft of fresh ginger at one 
end of the plate provided the hot 
ness, a dish of soy sauce at the 
other provided the flavor, while 
bright bits of slivered scallion kept 
eye and tongue amused. 

The house salad features much 
from the vegetable kingdom, but 
it’s back to the drawing board for 
the salad dressing. We sampled the 
nut dressing, a stroke of genius in 
theory. In practice, it needs lemon 
juice, or vinegar, or something to 
cut the creamy blandness of the 
nuts. The kayu, rice bread, was 
leaden. Devotees would argue that 
such “healthy" foods arc an 
acquired taste. Unless you're one of 
the enlightened, you may find the 
fare at Sanae somewhat heavy and 
unenticing. 

Conscious Cookery 
Conscious Cookery at 30 Mass Ave 
in Boston is my favorite. The fare 
is imaginative and — most 
uncommon — highly flavored. The 
restaurant offers the best vege 
tarian dishes from a half dozen of 
the world’s great cuisines. 

'Hie finest offerings of Con¬ 
scious Cookery are Mexican. One 
popular dish goes by the name of 
Sunburst — a colorful array of 
tomato, pepper, and grilled cheddar 


on an open faced tortilla. 'Hie Old 
World Enchiladas — nicely sauced 
surpass the enchiladas served 
by most Mexican places in town. 
The luscious black beans served on 
the side are all the more impres 
sivc because they’re made without 
that sine quo non of Mexican 
cooking, lard. 

Ingenuity and solid flavor carry 
over to the sandwich department. 
One copious offering served in a 
whole wheat pita — brings 
together lemony chick pea spread, 
mushrooms, tomatoes, alfalfa 
sprouts, and toasted chcddar. 'Hie 
“Big Macro” (free of dairy- 
products) sandwiches hummus, 
mushrooms, sprouts, and tofu 
between two fat slices of whole¬ 
wheat bread. 

Friday is the best day to come to 
Conscious Cookery- for dessert, 
when the daily special is apple 
kuchen, a divinely rich cross 
between apple pic and cheese cake. 
Capriphiles will find several flavors 
of goat’s milk ice-cream here, avail 
able by the dish or in frappes or 
“Mondays.” I prefer my goat’s 
milk as cheese, where you expect 
its sourish tang, but the ice-cream 
is worth a try at least once. Don’t 
miss the house beverage, Yogi tea, 
an enchanting brcw'hf cinnamon, 
cloves, cardamom, and black 
pepper. It’s delicious hot or chilled. 
'Hie Red Zinger punch, made with 
orange juice, pineapple juice, and 
rose hip tea, is as intriguing as it is 
refreshing. 

Golden Temple 
Conscious Cookery was, up until 
about a year ago, called the Golden 
Temple and owned by the Sikhs, 
those beturbaned holy men who 
run a Yogi Center, the Golden 
Temple Emporium, in Boston. 
They founded the restaurant, sold 
it, and now, have recently opened 
another, the Golden Temple in 



Cambridge’s Harvard Square. 
Sharing a basement with a vast 
natural products/natural-food 
store, the Golden Temple operates 
cafeteria style, with hot dishes 
cooked to order. Amid the hype 
and the hustle bustle of most Har 
vard Square eating establish 
ments, the Golden Temple pro 
vides a singularly pleasant place to 
break bread. As a matter of fact, 
it’s named after the original Golden 
Temple in India, where worthy pil 
grims can be cured of whatever ails 
them simply by contemplating 
the building.

Located at 69 Providence Street in 
Park Square, Boston, the Sn'enth 
Inn is open noon to 9 pm Tuesday 
through Saturday, 5 to 9 pm on 
Sunday. Its number is 261-3965. 
Over at 272a Newbury Street, 
Sanae (247-2475) stays open from 
II am to 9 pm daily except Tues¬ 
day, when it’s closed. Number 30 
Mass Ave boasts Conscious 
Cookery (247-7947). Its hours are 
noon to 9 pm Monday through 
Thursday, until 9 pm Friday and 
Saturday. Finally, crossing the 
Charles to Cambridge, the Golden 
Temple in Harvard Square stands 
at 95 Winthrop Street, and is open 
Monday through Thursday II am 
to 10 pm, Friday and Saturday 
7:30 am to 10 pm. On Sunday, the 
place is open from 9 am to 9 pm. It 
can be reached at 354-0365. 
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I Milling Around Lowell 



Just two years old, 
the Lowell Museum 
is definitely different.

From the outside, it doesn’t look ’ 
much like a museum. There are no 
travertine terraces, no glassy vistas. 
You enter through a small door at 
the comer of an immense expanse 
of brick wall. 

Just two years old, the Lowell 
Museum is definitely different. 
Unlike most of the small museums 
which arc dotted around the New 
England countryside, its focus is 
not the American Revolution, but 
the Industrial Revolution, the 
effects of which were just as far- 
reaching as those of the War for 
Independence. In fact, the 
Industrial Revolution won its own 
measure of freedom: with her own 
flourishing textile industry, bom 
and bred in Lowell, the United 
States was less dependent on the 
vagaries of international trade and 
blockade. 

A standing exhibit at the 
museum is Spindle City: 1820- 
1940. It shows the growth of 
Lowell — an early “planned 
community,” laid out by mill 
owners — and is a tribute not only 
to the owners, those Yankee 
captains of industry, but to the 
working people of Lowell, and 
especially to the working women, 


who made Ixiwell work. 

These mill-girls, fresh off the 
farm or the boat and eager for their 
first opportunity to earn a little 
money of their own, staffed most of 
the mills. Model rooms in the 
Spindle City exhibit provide 
graphic evidence of how these mill- 
girls really lived. One room 
recreates a small dormitory bed¬ 
room. The mill girls slept two to a 
bed and four — or more — to a 
room. One hopes that they slept 
well, because they worked hard at 


their looms — 14 hours in an 
average day, six days in a week. 

The mills that dominated the 
lives of the mill-girls are the special 
feature of the Jewell Museum. The 
Wannalancit Mills, an operative 
mill in whose buildings the 
museum is housed, allows tours of 
its working floors to museum 
visitors. This privilege was 
formerly accorded only to the 
groups of school-children who 
visited, but it is now possible for 
individuals to join up with a tour

and sec the mills in operation. The 
tour by itself is worth a visit, and 
the museum’s exhibits are the 
frosting on the cake. 

The museum is connected to the 
actual mills by a circular staircase. 
As you climb it, look at the treads 
of each step, worn nearly smooth 
by the weight of many feet. When 
you enter the rooms where row 
upon row of looms are arrayed like 
infernal machines, the noise hits 
you like a wave. You can feel it in 
your ears, in your feet, in your 
bones, even though not all of the 
hundreds of looms arc in operation 
at any one time (as they would 
have been in the old days). Try to 
imagine twice or three times the 
volume you arc hearing, and see if 
you can still stand up straight. The 
floors shake with the sound and the 
steady slamming of the looms. 

The looms are run by electricity 
now, but in the days before 
Thomas Alva Edison, the entire 
weaving process, from raw cotton 
to finished cloth, was powered by 
water, which is why the mill 
buildings in l,owell are strung 
along the course of the Merrimack 
River like beads on a chain. 

Despite a certain amount of 
mechanization (like fork-lifts) the 
human element is still important in 
the mills. Quality control, for 
instance, is all done by hand, or 
rather, by eye. Women who sit at a 
large frame, like a hollow drafting 


table only bigger, inspect every 
inch of enormous bolts of nylon. A 
small number of the microscopic 
flaws found are considered 
standard. Otherwise, the whole 
bolt becomes irregular, and the* 
loom is corrected accordingly. You 
won’t be able to see a fraction of 
the things the quality checkers find. 

Back downstairs in the museum 
proper, let the ringing in your ears 
subside for a moment or two. Take 
a look at An Exhibit of Paintings 
from the City of Lowell's Collec¬ 
tion, a show of works about Lowell 
and works by Lowell natives, 
which is up until February 28. If 
you visit between March 3 and 31, 
you’ll see New England Quilts and 
the Part the Lowell Mills Played in 
Them, a show founded by the 
Mobil Foundation. The 50-odd 
quilts in the exhibit will range from 
miniatures (doll-house size) to full 
size. Some of them are made from 
calico that the Lowell mills pro¬ 
duced in the late 1800s. 

Notes: 

The Lowell Museum, at 560 
Suffolk Street, is open Tuesday 
through Saturday from 10 am to 5 
pm, and on Sunday from 1 pm to 5 
pm. Admission is SI for adults and 
50 cents for those under 15. 

Tours of the Wannalancit Mills, 
are given Wednesdays, on the hour 
from 10 am to 1 pm. To make the 
necessary tour arrangements, call 
459-6782.
